All be it, 
ſome wꝛiters ſuppoſe, that Seuerus, 
befoze he was emperour, was amos 
rous of a woman in Sy2ta, and by the 
arte ok Aſtronomie, findynge in hyz 
natiuitee, that ſhe ſhoulde be an empes 
rours mother, he toke hir to wpfe, and 
bad (ſue by hir Marius the father of 
Alerander : but finally the pzogente 
of this emperaur is very pucertapno: 
B tilt wherkoze 
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wherkoꝛe in myne opinton his lyfe and 
actes be the moe to bee hondured and 
meruailed at,conſiderynge that beyng 
come of ſo vncertapne a linage, and 
boꝛne fo fatte from the citee ot Rome, 
and in fo barbarouſe a countrep, he 
coulde ſo well gouerne the emppꝛe ot 
Rome, whiche befoze bis tyme was

ertremelp coꝛtupted. 
C@Zhe mother of Alexander was 
called Mammea, a woman of nota⸗ 
ble wiſedome, asit ſhall hereafter 
appeare bp the bzingpnge vp of hir 
ſonne, and pꝛeſeruynge ot bym as well 
from the vices, wherunto he was not 
onelp pꝛouoked, but alſo! well nygh 
conſtreigned by that moſte beaſtle em⸗ 
perour Garius Heliogabalus, his 
couſin germaine aud pꝛedeceſſour, 
not withſtandynge there was in that 
noble woman Mammea, a greatte 
ſpice of auarice in gathcrynge and kve- 
pynge of treaſute, wheche finally was 
the one ip cauſe ofthe deathe bothe of 
bit and hir ſoonne. The ſayde Mam⸗ 
mea was doughter of a womancal⸗ 
led Wels: whiche * hozne in —

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nicia, in a towne callev E meta, and 
was liſter ot gulia, wyfe ot the empe⸗ 
reur Seuerus. This Meta liupng, 
Heuetus and Balſianus his ſoonne, 
was continuallp abidyng in the cours 


tes of thole emperours : and after the 


deceaſe of Baſſtanus , ſhe'was com⸗ 
maunded by Mactinus, than empe⸗ 
rour, to departe to hir countrep, albes 
it, the em perour graunted, that ſhe 
ſhoulde take with hir ſachetreaſure, 
as the had gathered, whiche was a⸗ 
boundant. She had alſo two dougb⸗ 
ters, the one called Semtamtra, the 
other aainmea, Semtamtira had a 
ſonne named Baſttauus, whiche was 
ok excellent beautie, And becauſe he 
was pꝛelate in the temple of the ſon, 
whom the Poenices doe calle Heli⸗ 
ogabalus, he was ſemblablie called 
by thatname, hauynge added therto 
the name ol Uatius, whiche is in en⸗ 
gliche dyuers, fozaſmuche as ſome 
men ſuppoſe, that he was concelued 


_. pfrheſedeof dyuers men, his mother 


Semtamira, beynge incontinent, and 

as it were common to many men, du⸗ 

ryuge the tyme that che adode in the 
7 BV | empes 
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emperorrs courte with hir mother. 
Not withſtandpnge hiv (orine Helios 
gabalus, by the craftie meanes of his 
graundame Meſa, was declared to 
be the ſonne of the emperour 1Baſſi- 
anus, and by the fauourof the men ot 
warre of the Romapnes, who than 
murmured, and had in hatred the 
pꝛide and crueltee of yGacrinus( who 
was emperour after Baſſtanus) aud 
bis ſonne Dtadumenus, the lated Aa 
tius Beliogabalus was  aduaunce 
vnto the empy2e, who with voluptus 
ous and monſtruous liupng, in ſuche 
wile coꝛrupted the citee of Rome, that 
therin vnneth remained any ſteppe of 
vertue 02 honeſtte. 
C.Lontravie wiſe the other doughtev 
of Meſa, called 1Bammea, of whom 
J-intende nowe to wꝛyte, induced ras 
ther by nature and reaſon, than by the 
eraumple of hir viciouĩe mother, ſo 
nourtſhod and trained hir ſaide ſonne 
Alexauder in vertue and learnpnge, 
that partelp by bir educacion, but 
muche moꝛe by his owne inclinacion 
naturall, he became one of the moſte 


perlecte pzinces that euer goyerned..

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maiſter, in rheto:tke he was inſtru⸗ 
cted by Julius frontinus, Bebius 
2B actinus, and Jultanus GBrauta⸗ 
nus. All be it he dyd not ſo muche 
delite in latine eloquence, as in the 
greke, ne dyd therin pꝛofite ſo muche: 
but he loued all men that were lear⸗ 
ned, and feared theym alſo, leſte thep 
Gould wꝛite of hym any thynge ſhatp- 
ly, oꝛ to his rebuke. 

C aao:eouer he ſente often tymes fo2 
thoſe excellente perfonages, commu⸗ 
nicatyng with them thynges, whiche 
were dooen as well p:tutly as alfo os 
penly, willynge theym, that all that 
they kounde to bee true, they ſhoulde 
put it in wꝛityng: ſufferyng alſo theim 
to repꝛoue hym, whan they ſeeme 
convenient, Often tymes be made 
verſes in Breeke veray pleaſatnt, and 
was muche inclined to muſike. In 
the mathematical ſctentes, that is to 
ſate, Yrithmerike ; Beometrte, and 
Aſtronomte, he was very mell learned. 
And therfo:e dyuers tymes by bis 
tommaundemente, the pꝛofeſſours of 
thoſe ſciences purpoſed openly queft(- 
ous, JIndininacion he was ſo —

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lente, that he therin ſurmounted the Defcrips 
diuinours of Gaſcopne, Spaine, and 2not2 


Hungarp. He peinted alſo excellent ip. 
Aiſo he dyd ſynge verale pleaſauntly, 
but neuer in the pꝛeſence of any other 
but oneip bis ſeruauntes and pages 
of his pziuie chaumbze. He wꝛate 
the lpues of good pꝛinces in verſes 
eloquentlp, and ſange thepm vnto the 
harpe and ozganes rpghtſwetely : but 
that dyd he ouelp fo: recreatpynge his 
ſpirites, whan they were - troubled 
with vehemente ſtudie 2 as it often 
tymes hapned by iuncomparable la- 
bour about the great affap2zes of the 
weale publpke. De was of viſage faire 
and well pꝛopoꝛcione d in body, large 
and goodlp of perſonage, and theres 
with ſtronge and durable toſuſteigne 
peines, as he that knewe his owne 
ſtrengthe,and in the pꝛeſerupng thcrof 
was not founde negligent. @Mherto 
he was amiable, and towarde euerp 
man gentill, and eaſte to bee ſpoken 
vnto. Alſo there was in him ſo muche 
bumanitec and bencuolence, that he 
wolde often tymes viſyte not onely 
the beſt and the ſeconde of his frjendes 
an 
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and ſeruauntes beynge ſicke, but alſo 
thepm that were inferiours, and of 
baſc hauiour, deſyryngetbeym to tell 
hym frely what they thought of hym, 
whom he wolde attentifely here. And 
whan he had hearde theim thzonghz- 
ly, than as thethynge, whiche was 
ſpoken ot, dpd requtre, he wolde dili⸗ 
gently amende and cozrecte it, And 
whan his mother woulde ſate okten 
tymes to hym: Spꝛ re be to familpar 
and caſy, and therkoze pe (hall cauſe 
the tmpertall aſtate to bee the lelle 
ſct bp: he aunſweared thus, But pet 
ſBakk it be moze ſure, and continue ige ſons 
ger. 

C This was his diſpoſicion, pꝛoce⸗ 
dynge as well of the perkection of his 
moſte gentill nature, as of the educa- 
_ of his good and circumſpecte mos 
ther. 

Nowe wypll J p2ocede to wꝛite of 
his excellent wiſedome and vertue, 
experienced in his auctozitee imperi⸗ 
all, wherin was declared the moſte 
perfecte fozme of gouernaunce, that 
euer was pꝛactiſed by anp pꝛynce (as 
J ſuppoſe) whiche ſhall appeare —

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moꝛe manikeſtelp, pk fpꝛſte I freate 
ſomewhat of the moſt miſerable aſtate 
of the weale pubipke, and as it ſemen

Ok the monſtruous lyupnge of the empes 
rour Marius Heliogabalus, wherby 
the cltce of Rome was toꝛrupted 
Capitulo. iii. 


Acrinus the einperour fo2 his 
auarice and tyrannie beynge as 


bandoned (02 rather betrayed) 
of his owne people, and llapne with 


Tiranny 
and aua⸗ 


rice, 


bis ſonne Diadumenus (wyo in beau⸗ 


tee and goodly ſtature excelled all 


men ot his tyme) Uarins elpogaba⸗ 
tus, ot whom J late ſpake, was ads 
aaunrced vnto the empire, by the whole 
conſent 
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conſente of the Senace and people ok 
Rome, who gaue haſty credence to all 
repo:tes that were made to the ho⸗ 
nour and pꝛaiſe ot their newe pꝛinces. 
(Suche is the appetites ot men, wht⸗ 
che bee meeued anone- with creduli⸗ 
tee: fo2 ſuche thynges as they deſpꝛe, 
they couette to here ot, and doe delite 
in newe tidynges, though it be falſelp 
repozted.) But as ſoone as Helioga⸗ 
balus was come to Rome, out ofthe 
countrep of Spꝛia, he (mmcdtately 
declared his beaſtip nature, by inſu⸗ 
pnge vices moſte abhominable, and 
aduancynge the fauouters and haun⸗ 
tersof the lame vices, and infoꝛcynge 
with all his ſtudie and putTaunce, to 
exterminate out ofthe citee of Rome 
all vertue and honeſtte, from whenſe 
8 litteli befo2e, allthe wo21de recetued 
doccrive and erample ot honous, con⸗ 
cernyng as well vertuous maners, as 
marciall pꝛoweſſe. 
A Stude in lecherie this Heliogabas 
was (0 inſaciable, that not onely 
be ererctied that vice openly , in com⸗ 
mon batues and bordell holes, with 
ſundzy women ot diuers degrees any 
cou 


_ dyng and lokynge on hym. Jomitte 
* the 
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Tountreis: but alſo he oꝛdeigned a ſe⸗ 
nate of common hariottes : amonge 
whom were diuerſe noble inatrones 
and damſels ot Rome, their huſbanz 
des oꝛ parentes not being ſo hardy to 
let oꝛ rebuke them: vnto whom often 
tymes after he and his ribauldes had 
ſaci ate with theym they: lecherouſe 
appetites, he made a ſolemne coucion 
02 pꝛopoſicion, callyug them his com⸗ 
panious, & exhoꝛtinge them to ſet all 
thepꝛ ſtudie and witte to induce all o⸗ 
ther women vnts the fourme ot thepz 
liupnge:declarpng expꝛeſſelp, that be 
aboue all other thinges molt deſpꝛed, 
that all men and women ofthe citee 
of Rome ſhould be ſemblably diſpoſed 
as he was. | we 

CJ holde it not conuenſente to bee 
witten in any vulgare tounge, howe 
be tranſfo2med and abuſed his pꝛopꝛe 
kynde, in ſuch wiſe, as I ſuppoſe the 
moſte viciouſe man now liuing wolde 
be aſhamed, not onely to: beholder, 
but alſo to here it, and that did he not 
onely ſecretly oꝛ in his houſe, but alfo. 
openlp, all men that wolde, behols 
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the reſidue, whiche in mine opinion 
ought neuer to haue bene w2itten fo2 
abominacion therok, muche moꝛe nes 
uer to haue been of any man knowen, 
C Healſo p2omoted to the greatteſt 
dignitees of the publike weale, com⸗ 
mon bawdes, notable ribauldes, ſo⸗ 
licitours and furtherers of diſhoneſt 
appetites, often tymes cokes and des 
uiſers of lecherous confections and 
ſawces ; Semblablie by ſuche pers 
ſones he ſolde dignitees, aucto2itees 
and offices in the publyke weale. e 
alſo elected into the Senate, and to 
the roumes of greatte capitapnes, 
Dukes, and gouernours of countrets, 
moſt vile per ſonages, not hauyng re⸗ 
garde to any age, genttilneſſe of bloud, 
merite, poſſeſſions oꝛ ſubſtaunce. He 
had ot his pꝛiuie counſaple in all his 
actes, two Carters, the one named 
Pꝛotogenes, and the other Coꝛdius. 
| Dis gluttonie was almoſte equail to 
bis lethery : in ſo muche as be therin 
vanquiſched Uttellius,of whom it is 
written, that at one ſupper he was 
ſerued with ſeuen thouſande fiſſhcs, 
aud fyue thoulande toules. | 
Whan 
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CWhan DHeltogabains ſofoutned 
nygb to the ſea, he wolde neuer be ſer⸗ 
tied with ſea fiſſhe : but being in pla⸗ 
ces fatre diſtaut from the ſea, he cau⸗ 
ſed all his houſholde to de lerued with 
moſt delicate ſea fiſſhe. 
It abhozreth me to erp2eſle his 
beaſtly lpuyng, but to the intent that 
thexcellent vertues of bis moſt noble 
ſucceTour halbe moꝛe apparant and 
commendable (like as all thyng thar 
ts vite oꝛ courſe, doth ſer foo2th moze 
pleaſantly that thynge which is pꝛe⸗ 
clouſe and fine) it is requiſite that 7 
deſcribe this monſter in ſome part as 
be was.

nocoptert: au other day with the toũ⸗

they liupn ge, and moſte cruelly ſear⸗ 
ched in their tender bowelles koꝛ his 
moſte damnable deſtenie. Me had in 
ſpectall fauour one named Zoticus, 
who fo: familiaritee vſed betweene 
theym, was taken ok all the chtefe of- 
ficers fo: the emperours huſbande. 
@hts zoticus vuder the colour of the 
ſaied kamiltaritee, ſolde all the ſai⸗ 
pnges and dopnges of the emperour, 
intendynge to accumilate abundance 
of richelke, by pꝛomiſynge fay:e to 
many men, but finaily deceiupnge all 
me, fo! coming out of the emperours 


pꝛiuie chaumbꝛe, after that he had 


herde euerp man ſpeake, that fued to 
hym, to lome he woulde fate: Thus 
fated J to the emperour of you, Unts 


another: Ot pou Jhearde the em pe⸗ 


rour Cate thus to date, To diuerſe he 
woulde faye, Your mattier oz res 
queſte ſþall come thus to paſſe.

Wherkoꝛe he baniſhed the noble 
man Sabinus,vnto whom Ulptanns 
thegreatlawter wꝛate his bokes, 


And ſemblably beputoutof the cifee 
the ſayde Ulptan, onely becauſe he 


was named a good man: and cauſed 
Stlutus the noble oꝛatour, whom he 
had made maiſter to Alexander, to be 


put to death. And be oꝛdeined a tum⸗ 


bler to be great maiſter of his houſe- 
holde, a carter named Goꝛdius he 
made capitapue ot his garde. An 6- 
ther tumbler he made chife capitsine 
ot an army. The greatteſt roumes 
and affaires of the emppꝛe, be com⸗ 


mitted to minſtrels, platers of enter⸗ 


ludes and diſardes. His donde⸗ 
men and moſte vile ſeruauntes, as 
they ercelled in abhominacion, ſo pꝛe⸗ 


mes 


roa 
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realmes and pꝛouinces. 
¶ Alſo ok his rabeil ot bꝛothelles, to 
ſome he gaue the rule and gouernance 
of the pouthot᷑ the citee:ſome he made 
rulers ot the Senate, to ot her he gaus 
pꝛeeminence and ſoueratntee ouer all 
thetm that were genttlmen, finally 
be intended to deſtroy all vertue, and 
to conſtreigne all wen to liue beaſtlp 
as he dyd. And fo? that cauſe he com⸗ 
maunded, that the noble Alexander 
bis auntes ſonne, ſhoulvebe dayne, 
either violently , oꝛ by ſome poyſou z 
fozalmuche as be percepued hym to 
decline from his ap petite:but Alexan 
der was alwate pꝛeſerued by the pꝛo⸗ 
uydence of God, who inclyned the 
mindes of the ſenate © people to his 
pꝛeſeruacion. Foz nothyng auaileth 
the malice of tpꝛannes againſt inno⸗ 
ct᷑tes and good men, where alnifghep 
god will not haue theim to perpſhe. 
Wherfoze this mõſtruous emperour, 
deſiring the deſtruction of Alerana 
der, pꝛocured his owne deathe,agteas 
ble with his abhominable liupng:foz

of his perſone, dꝛeadyng left the peo⸗ 
ple makpnge inſurrection, that thep 
ſhoulde bee parteners of his milchies 
nous ende, beyng alſo tediouſe of his 
abhominactons, conſpired to delpuer 
the common weale of hym. And 
ſodeinely appꝛehended his adheren⸗ 
tes and familiars, and with kundzie 
tourmentes dyd put thepm to death. 
Finally purſupnge Meliogabalus to 
a pꝛiup 82 dzauThr, wherunto he fled, 
there they llewe hym, and bis mos 
ther Semtamira,and afterwarde his 
Ho2rtble carapne beyng dꝛawen thos 
roughout the citee with hookes, was 
of all the people defiled with o2dure, 
and other mattier foule and ſtinking, 
and at the laſte was brought with 
all kyndes of repꝛoache to the coms 
mon dꝛaughtes ot the citee, wherin- 
to they woulde haue thꝛowen hym, 
but foꝛ as muche as the hole of the 
dꝛaught coulde not receiue hym, they 
tyed hym to a ſtone of great weight, 
and thꝛewe him into the ryuer of Ty⸗ 
ber, to the entent that be (ould neuer 
be buried.

ſed with incredible iope, vſed all di⸗ 
ligence and ſpede, that Aurelius Ales 
xauder, whome they hadde defended 
from deathe, mought foo:th with as 
berie emperour receiue all aucto2itee 
aud honour, that perteined to the im⸗ 
pertall mateſtee. Wherkoꝛe they con⸗ 
tended amonge theym lelues, whiche 
of theym mought applte to hym moſt 
titles and names of dignitee. Wher⸗ 
fo:e he was the kyꝛſt that receiued at 
one tyme all oꝛnamentes and tokeng 
of hononx, addyug therto the name of 
Exlar,

reliſtpnge, and the lenate obſtinatelp 
rekuſpug : but all thoſe were but tri⸗ 
teis in regarde that he appꝛoued him 
ſelfe woꝛthy, whom the ſenate ought 
to ſane harineleſſe, whom the men of 
warre deſy2ed to be in ſauegarde,and 
generally by the ſentence and opinion 
of all good men, was electe to be ems 
perour, beynge than but ot᷑ the age ot 
xvi. peeres. Motwithſtandynge he 
was than of ſuchea wonderfull ſo⸗ 
beruelle, that where the ſenate wolde 
haue geuen to him theſurnameof an 
tonine (whiche name koꝛ the incoms 
parable vertues th at were in antont⸗ 
nus iO ius, and Antoninus the philo⸗ 
ſopher late emperours, was bſurped 
of other emperours, folowpug) foꝛ a 
p:inctpall title of honour , he hum⸗ 
blte refuſed it: ſemblablie dyd he 


the name of great Alexander, ſaiyng

openly vnto the ſenate: J beleehe 
vou honourablefathers. doe not calk 
me vnto this neceſſitee, that I ſhould

nefſe in a pꝛiuce, who was better 03 
mozevertuouſe than Antoninus Pi⸗ 
us? It pe ſeke learnynge, who was 
moꝛe wiſe oꝛ cunnynge than Warcus 
Antoninus? And who was mo2e 
harmeleſſe than Uerus Antoninus? 
Noble fathers, theſe hyghe names 
of honour-be bourdenous and to gre⸗ 
nouſe -foz my pouthe to ſuſtepgne. 
Foꝛ who wyllgladly heare a dumme 
man called Tully, an idiote Uarrto, 
a tyratine Metellus: And as tou⸗ 
ehyngethenameof great Alexander,. 
it is muche moꝛe incongrueute, con- 
fiderynge that with better reaſon 9 
mought haue taken the name of An- 


tonine, induced by colour eyther ot 


affinttee, oꝛ elles of equall aſtate in 
the imperiall maieſtee: but the name 
of great Jlexander, wherfoze ſboulde 
J haue it? What greatte thynges 
baue J pet dooen to deſerue =

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name, whiche Alexander the Sreeke 
after great euterpꝛiles, Pompey the 
Romapyne atter mauy triumphes, had 
geuen vnto theyme Leaſe therefoze 
honourable fathers, to conferre to 
me honours aboue my merites, and 
ſens ye wyll haue me called Great, 
ſafer me to be one of you, who in ve⸗ 
ry deede bee great in honour and per⸗ 
kite magnikicencte. 

C This moderate and ſobꝛe anſwere 
ok ſo pounge a pꝛince, inflamed. im⸗ 
mediatelp the hertes of the Senate 
and people, muche moe to honour

his excellent gosdneſſe was moſte ar⸗ 
dentip beloued of the multitude, alſo 
the remembzauuce of Meliogabalus 
aud his adberentes, koꝛ they? deteſta⸗ 
ble vices beynge euerp wyere hated, 
and with deteſt action abhoꝛred: This 
noble ponge emperour, takynge than 
oportunitee, to reſto2e the publyke 
weale to hir pꝛiſtinate fourme, with 
the maieſtie impertall, late violated, 
and well nygh periched, thꝛough the 
negligence of the ſatde monſtet: dy the 
counſayleot his wile and vertuoule 
mother 
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mother Mammea, kyzſte purged his 
owne palaite, ertludynge out of his 
courte and ail offices, diſhoneſt and 
inkamed perſonages, and by no meas 
nes woulde ſuffre to bee in his houl⸗ 
halde anp other, than by all menue 
ſboulde be thought neceſCTarie ; Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer he open ip pꝛoteſted, makyng an 
othe, that he woulde ueuer haue a ſts 
per uouſe noumbꝛe of ſeruauntes, to 
the entent that he woulde not greeue 
the publyke weale with his pꝛouiſi⸗ 
on, ſaiyng 2 That emperonr is a Pzewbve

CFynally he ſo muche eftemed and 
 fauoured learnyng, that be ozdepned 
great ſalaries tobe geuen to Aheto⸗ 
rictans, teachers of grammer, Phi⸗ 
fictions , Aſtronomers, Beometrict:

and ingyus: And pꝛouided fo? theym 
places to reade in, and ſcholars alfo, 
geupng fo pooꝛe and honeſt mennes 
childꝛen that herde theim, their coins 
mons free: with like charitee he retei⸗ 
ned aduocates in pooꝛe mens cauſes. 
And ſuche lawaters as freely dyd 
helpe pooꝛe men with they: counſfatle 
and labour, he rewarded with cozne 
and wine to maintein their houſhoid. 
D tit Ds 
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CHe allo perely peruſed his lawes, 
and refourmed theym accoꝛdpng as 
occaſion chaunced oꝛ happened: and 
he bymCſelfe diligently and rigozouſ- 
ly executed theim in his owne perlon 
and ſeruauntes. And therwith was 
of ſuche gentilneſſe, that he woulde 
offer to geue place to the auncient ſe⸗ 
natours that came vnto hym. And 
would ſuferno man of honeſtie, that 
pꝛeaſed to ſpeake with hym, to be re⸗ 
pelled. De neuer did wꝛonge to any 
perſon. Semblablte of wꝛonges he 
was a vehement and ſharpe per ſecu⸗ 
tour, ſauing that in his owne wꝛonge 
be was muche moe tractable than 
in a ſtraungers. Df he laie not with 
his wyke, he was in the moꝛnyng be⸗ 
tyme in his pꝛiuie cloſet, where were 
ſette the image of CTChꝛiſte. Alſo the 
pictures of Abꝛaham, Socrates, A⸗ 
pollonius, and other aunciente and 
vertuouſe men, where, by the ſpace of 
halfe an houre, he remapned in pzats 
ers. And fo; this deuocton and mer⸗ 


uailouſe exaumple ot liuyng, be was 


bad of all men in wonderfull reue⸗ 
rence, All be it, his „ 
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ſobꝛe liupug, beyng thought ot ſome 
men not agreable no2 congruent ta 
his maieſtee, he was exhoꝛted to ad⸗ 
uaunce his aſtate, bothe in pꝛincely 
poꝛte, and mote ſumptuouſe maner of 
liupng, leaupug his affabilitee and 
ſtraight obleruacion of his lawes, as 
it ſhall appeareby letters folowpng, 
mutually wzicten betwene hym and 
his counſatlours. 


C The letter of Goꝛdiane the ſenatour to 
the cmperour Slexander Cap. vi. 


Here was in the citee of Rome 
an honourable Senatour na - 
med Soꝛdiane, who had ſome- 

tyme been conſull (whiche was the 

higheſt dignitee nert to themperour) 
and was the rycheſt man of all the ci⸗ 
tee, hauyng the greatteſt poſſeſſions 
in the coutryets adiopgnyng, that az 
ny man had, the emperour onely ex⸗ 
cepte, and allo was a man of excel⸗ 
tent learnyng and wyſedome: wher⸗ 
foꝛe during the life ot Deliogabalus, 
this Bo2dtane,hauing his monſtrous 
life in abhominacion, and perceiuyng 

D il the 
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the mateſtce of the emppꝛe todecate 
by bis negligent and diſfolute liuyng, 
and that there was no hope of reme⸗ 
die. obſeruyng ithe tyme, he by little 
and little withodzewe hym into ſuche 
places, as he had of his owne , farre 
from the citee, feignyng hym kelfe to 
bee greeued with ſuche diſeaſes as 
Dpd debtlitafe his wittes, and ther- 
toꝛe requpꝛed to be farre from 3 
of companie and muche noiſe , wht 
che beyng in the citee, he mought not 
eſchewe. This excuſe the empes 
rour Heltogabalys hearde gladde⸗ 
lie, as He that feared and alſohated 
the grauitee and auctoꝛitee of Goꝛ⸗ 
diane, and ther koze licenced hym to 
departe and remaine in the countrep, 
as longe as it Iyked hym, thinkypnge 
by his abſence to be moꝛe at libertee, 
and to line moꝛe wantonlp. 

M So with the emperours fatonr, oz 
rñther folie, Goꝛdiane quietely and 
alſo pleaſanntly paſſed the tyme, that 
Heliogabalus lpued. And whan he 
hearde ok the deathe of that monſter, 
de wolde not returne to the citee, but 
fent his conſente ot election to the ſe⸗ 


nate

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nate, after he knew that by aſſent ot 
the people, alexander was named em 
perour, 2nd whan he was required 
ok the ſenate to come perſonally, be 
aggrauated his impediment, allege⸗ 
png lickenelke, although in deede, nei⸗ 
ther tn body noꝛ witte he was in an 
part diſeaſed: but knowyng Alexan⸗ 
der to be veray ponge, and aiſo cou⸗ 
ſen germapne to Heliogabalus, he 
drad in hym both the one and the o⸗ 
ther, fearyng leſt nature ſhoulde pꝛe⸗ 
uaple agaynſt educacion, whan he 
ſhould come to an abſolute lybertee, 
and be out of the tate of all coꝛrecti⸗ 
on. But ſoone after that Alexander 
was ſtabliched in the emppꝛe, e that 
his vertues were tommended and pu⸗ 
bliched, Goꝛdiane retoyſyng therat, 
toke therof meruatlouſe coumkoꝛte. 
All beit, koꝛ his natiue grauitee and 
ſtately courage, he lyked not the affas 
bilitee and familtaritee that Alexan⸗ 
der vſed, now beyng the chiete p2ince 
— ſoucratgne gouernour of all the 
vozlde: wherfoze oꝛ he would make 
any acceſſe to his pꝛeſence, he would 
pꝛoue his wiſedome and vertue in ads 

D mitting 
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mittpyng his counſatles, wherfo:e he 
wꝛote in this wile vnto hym , 

J Oble and excellent p2tnce, the 
kame ot pour aduancement vn⸗ 
to the gouernaunce of the em⸗ 

pyꝛe, was to me as it is vnto all the 
woꝛlde, moſt iop full tidpuges, conſt- 
deryng the lamentable aſtate of our 
publike weale, with the certaine hope 
that all men haue in pou, beyng me⸗ 
ued with pour vertues incomparable, 
whiche daply moze and moꝛe ye dooe 
manyfeſt by your moſte honourable 
example in liuing, declared to all that 
dode beholde, not onely pour ropall 
per lone, but alſo your ſeruauntes and 
familiar compantons. Amonge wht- 
che vertues, pour affabtlitee and gen- 
tilnete haue acquired no (mall pꝛaiſe 
amonge the people, as coinmonlte 
thei delite in \wete countenaunce, and 
mildneſſe of gouernours, wherin they 
truſte to finde moꝛe libertee. But moſt 
noble pꝛince, although fo: theſe quali⸗ 
ties, pe deſerue pꝛaile # loue of pour 
ſubiectes, pet in the imperiall ma⸗ 

leſtee requpreth to be a moꝛe ſtraunge 

countenance, and a ſelde and difficult 
accelle 
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accefſevnto your perſon, confideryng- 
that by the familtaritee of hym that 
is a matſter 02 gouernour, as well ez 
upli men as good, doc receiue bolde⸗ 
neſſe to ſpeake, aud they whiche be e⸗ 
upll, doe buſtiy aſſaute hym eyther 
with flactery , oꝛ with detractyng of 
other: wherby pꝛinces, although thet 
be of good natures, and well brought 
vp by theyz parentes, yet be they ot⸗ 
tentpmes tranſfourmed into mon⸗ 
ers, that is to ſate, into beaſtlp ly⸗ 
uers oꝛ rauenous tyꝛannes. J omitte 
contempte, whiche induced by fa⸗ 
miliaritee, bzyngeth the ſubiecte to 
diſobedience. Let it not diſpleaſe

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diligence elected out of all partes of 
the empite, a conuentent and hono⸗ 
rable company of wiſe and honoꝛa⸗ 
ble counſaplours. This numbe 
were the moſt excellent lawiers, of 
whole ſentences is made the texte of 


the law ciuile, gathered in the bones 


named the Digeſtes. There was allo 
Fabius Sabinus, ſurnamed Cato fo: 
his ſingular wiſedome. Alſo Goꝛdi⸗ 


> ane,of whom J late did wiite, a man 


of muche grauttee and nobleneſſe , 
whoſe ſonne was afterwarde empe⸗ 
rour. Moꝛeouer there was Claudi⸗ 
us Aenatus, a noble and eloquente 
oꝛzatour.

Ses 
renianus a man of great perfection 
and grauitee, Ind Caius Marcellus, 
who was ok ſuche vertue and good- 
nelle, that neuer hiſtoꝛp remembꝛed a 
better.

and bault courage of Bo2dtane ſhuld

but it ſucceded all other wiſe, foꝛ the 
wiſe emperoue, by the erquiſite gras 
uitee ot his companton, refourmed ſo 
bis nature, whiche was in wile mens 
opinion mote zaſie, aud ſimple than 
apperteigned to the tmpertall eſtate; 
that by all mens iudgment he became

Fiuallp none aſtate oꝛ degree eſcaped 


thepꝛ rebuke oꝛ coꝛrection. No2 the 


emperours palaice was erempt from 
thepꝛ turifſdiction: In ſo muche as 


Aurelius ÞPhilippus, who was ſomes 


tyme a bondeman, not withſt andpng 


that he was manumiſed, and had ben 


the emperours ſchoolemaiſter, and 
after wꝛate his life, foꝛaſmuche as he 
dyd ryde in a ebatiote, and would be 
faluted as a Senatour, the Cenſoꝛs 
cauſed hym to be ladde to pꝛiſon, and 
Mohtibited him fo2 compng to the em⸗ 


perours palatce, but onely on foote, 


and his copped cappe on his heade, 
which facton anely was vſed of them 
that were infranchiſed. And al⸗ 
though fo: his good learning and ho⸗ 
neſty, ſome noble men adutſed the ems 
perour, that he ſhoalde requpꝛe ths 
Cenſoꝛs, that they ſhould withdꝛam 
they: rigour in cozrectyng Philippe, 
confiderpag that he had deen ſome⸗ 
time his ſchoolemaiſter: e nothing 
woulde dooe, to let 02 reſtreigne the

Cche perfecte knowlage of mens 
rondtctons he had not bp the repoꝛte 
ot they: ſuperiours oꝛ equalles, ne by 
theym which dwelled farre from the 
Habitacion of thoſe whom thet pzats 
ſed, but by theeraminacton of thepꝛ 
nigheſt neighbours, being men of ho⸗ 
neſtie, and not thepꝛ ennemtes. Ind 
that was pꝛactiſed by ſuche of his 
owne peomen as were molt auncient 
and ſage: whiche findyng occaſion 
to ride th2ough the countreps, where 
they were neither boꝛne noꝛ had poſ- 
ſeſſions; ſhoulde make this diligent 
Ccrutinte oꝛ ſerche. And to ſuche ma⸗ 
ner of perſones the common people 
woulde moꝛe familtarelp and plaine⸗ 
ip declare thepꝛi optnions, than fo 
genttimen 02 men in auctozitee. But 
if themperour percetued afterwarde, 
that he had been vntruely inkourmed

pen!y aud with a great detiberacton

Cuvhan he was in his pꝛogreſſe, 
ſuche as were gouernours 02 Juſttces 
in pꝛouinces, whom he hearde woꝛ⸗ 
thily commended without ſiniſter at⸗ 
fectton, he wolde in his iournep take 
them into his hoꝛtlitter, communing 
with theim ot the ſtate ok their coun⸗ 
trey, and honouryng theim with re⸗ 
wardes, ſaipng: That ſpke as eptoꝛci⸗ 
oners and Bzibours ate to be impouneriſſPedz 
ſo good men and iuſte are to be enriched.

¶ Tbere was about the ſaide empe⸗ 
rout a man ok great honour, called 
Uefronins Turinus , whome fo2 his 
great witte and ſageneſle in appa⸗ 
raunce, the Emperour had in ſingu⸗ 
lar fouour, tt ſo muche as he called 
hym to his pꝛiuie counſatle, and vſed 
to bee with hym moe familiare than 
he was commonly with anp other:

ſaunt and meruatlouſe, that all that 
tate therof, fozgettyng their owne 
pꝛopꝛe countrey, coueted to tetnaigne 
ſtili in that region, where that herbe 
grewe: and but onely by violence

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they coulde not be bzought fo thep} 
chippes, to retourne to they? pꝛopꝛe 
houſes: ſemblablte Turinus, after he 
had been with the empcrour in an in⸗ 
warde and fecrete familtaritee, he 
founde it ſo pleaſaunte, that foꝛget⸗ 
tyng trom whens he was called, and 

takyng littell heede of any other part 
ok his office, he put his whole ſtu⸗ 
die and delectacion to augmente the 
opinion of men, that thoughte that 
the emperour woulde nothyng dose 
without his aduiſe, wherby he ſhuld 
bee magnifted and honoured aboue 
all other of the emperours counſats 
tours» And therfoze he had conti- 
nuall ſuite made vntohym, as well 
by theim that had ſuites to the Em⸗ | 
perour in they? particular cauſes, as 
others that loked foꝛ offices 62 great 
pꝛomocions. To euerp man a patte 
He woulde pꝛomiſe his fauour, and 
therekoze receiued great rewardes 
and pꝛeſentes, but finally whom he 
knewe that the emperour had prefers 
red in office, oꝛ any thynge determt⸗ 
ned in his tute cauſe.

mought he knowe, bepuge with the

Ind ofteniepmes in a date 
he wolde come from the emperour in- 
to thechaumber of preſence, oꝛ place, 
where Cutters awatted, and ot whom 
he had recetued money, to them wold 
be late, that he had remembꝛed them, 
and in their requeſt oꝛ mattier recei⸗ 
ued good comfo2te, whan in deede 
he ſpake not therof one wooꝛde.

manifeſt grudgeyng: whiche came to 
the emperours care, by what meanes 
- Jknowenot, but ſuche abuſes can 
not be longe htdde from pꝛinces, that 
haue thepꝛ eares perkoꝛate (as is the 
pꝛouerbe.) Whiche the empecour 
hearpug, was meued with meruap⸗ 
touſe diſpleaſure, conſiderynge that 
Turinus, whom he had in ſo great eſti⸗ 
macion, abuſyng his perſone in fey⸗ 
gning bim to be his pupill ox ſeruant, 
had ſolde his determinactons and 
Centences, wherby he had defamed 


his zHaicſtee, in that that Turinn a 


had bꝛought men in belefe, that the 
emperour dyd nothynge (but as it 
were) at his onelp becke and com⸗ 
maundement. Whiche opinion to 
redꝛeſſe he vſed this policie. 

CHe cauſed one to deſire a thinge of 


hym openly, and aftrwarde to ſue ts 


Turinus P2tutlte to helpe him in his 
demaunde, and ſecretely to meue the 
emperour fo2 hym : whiche beynge 
dooen, and that Turinus had pzomiſed 
bis good wyll to hym that ſued, and 


what 


ſoone akter ſaiyng, that he had ſama⸗ 
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what meued the emperour therein, 
where in deede he ſpake not therof 
any one wo2de, and that he abode an 
aunſwere therof: whervpou he recet- 
ued of the ſayde ſuter a great ſumme 
of money, whiche themperour know- 
png, cauſedhym to calleftſoones on 
Zurinus : but he as if he had in hande 
other bulineſſe, onelp beckened on 
bym without ſpcakyng any thynge- 
to hym, fo2 in deebe the emperour 
had geuen to an other that thynge, 
whiche this man ſued foz , whiche 
grudgeyng therac, diſcoucred openly 
what Turinus had of hym receiued: 
that knowpng the emperour , he cau⸗ 
fed Turinus immediatelp to bee ars 
reſted, and openly in his pꝛeſence to 
be accuſed: whiche was done by a 
great numb2e, whom he had alſo des 
cetued, takyng of them great ſummes 
of money foꝛ offices, and other thynz 
ges, whiche they neuer obteigned. 
Wherefo:e after Turinus was con⸗ 
demned by ſuffictente and credible 
witnelle, in whole pꝛeſence he had 
receiued this bꝛyberie, and in whoſe 
hearyng he had effectually pꝛomiſed: 

G iuii be was 
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be was tudged by theemperour, ta 
beladde into theopen market place, 
where moſte reſozte was of the peo⸗ 
ple, and there beeyng bounden to a 
ſtake, with ſmoke madeof greene ſtic⸗ 
kes and wette ſtubbell, to be ſmoul⸗ 
dꝛed to death. And duryng the time 
of his execucion, the emperour com⸗ 
maunded a beedill to crie, Witz fume 
pal? ge die, that fumee hatß ſolde: But to 
thentent men ſhulde not thynke, that 
£02 one offence the iudgemente was to 
ctuell and rigoꝛous, ere euer Turing 
was condemned to die, the emperour 
made diltgent ferche, and by euident 
pꝛouſtes it was founden , that Turi⸗ 
nus had often and in many cauſes re⸗ 
ceiued money of bothe partes, pꝛomi⸗ 
Fyng to aduaunce they? cauſe to the 
emperour . Mo2couer to pꝛioue rhe 
ſeueritee of this emperour laudable, 
it chalbe declared in the chapiter next 
folowyng. 
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CThe conſaltacion concernyng the pus 
niſhment of Turinus, and the excellent 
reaſon of the emperour Flexander , 
Capitulo. xv. 


ANthe meane time that Turimis 
was accuſed, and befoze bis 
condemnacton, the emperour 
Alexander accozdynge to his cdſtos 
mable vſage, gaue conuenient time to 
his cofifatlours to deliberate by them 
ſelfes, er euer that they gaue any ſen⸗ 
tence, what punichment ſhoulde be e⸗ 
quall to the offence of Turinus, and ne⸗ 
ceſfary foz an example to other, that 
they pĩeſumed not to doe the ſembla; 
ble. After whan the counſayte was 
called, euerp man was commaundey 
to Declare his opinion: Some reaſo⸗ 
ned, that the open rebuke with faf 
kiciente ſatiſfaction'vnto the partie, 
ſhoulde de a conuentent punichment: 
Other addid to impꝛiſonment, fo? a 
certapne time: diuers wolde that he 
ſhoulde be baniſhed karre from the 
court, many affirmed with vehement 
argumentes, that he deſerued to be

deheaded, conſideryng, that in abu- 
fpng the emperours maieſtee, in ſel⸗ 
Iyng great offices to perſons vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thy; he had put the publyke weale in 
no littell halarde. Che zmperour 
aduiſedly hearyng al fhcy? opinions, 
laſte of alt (as it was his maner) 
reloned in this wile, as hereafter ko⸗ 
loweth. Mp truſty and well belo⸗ 
yed counſatlours, we haue hitherto 
attentifely herde and th:oughly con- 
ſidered your wyple and honouzable 
ſentenſes, declared with free and vn⸗ 
coꝛrupted myndes, although by the 
d(uerſitee of your naturall inclinaci⸗ 
ons, pour ſundzy reaſons ſeeme to 
haue no littell diuerſitee, as ii hap⸗ 
neth in all conſultacions, wherin di⸗ 
uerſe men doce ſhew their conceiptes 
freely without feare of blame, as J 
doubt not but ye doe. Mot withſtan⸗ 
dyng fo! as muche as hearyng all 
your opinions and reaſons, J haue 
my wit the better inſtructed to fynde 


out and declare (excepte J bee decei⸗ 


ued) what ſhoulde be the moſte er pe⸗ 

diente and neceſlary puniſhment of 

Turinns, fo: the offences PREP 
| | i a 
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hath committed, wherin ought to ve 
no leſſe ſeueritee (as J wpll pꝛoue 
with good reaſon) than if he had 
atempted to haue flayne me, oꝛ to 
bꝛeunne this moſte noble citee of 
Rome, the honourable mancion of 
goddes, and common refuge ok all 
¶ Firſte pe remember, that ye chaſe 
me to be pour gouernour, not onely 
fo: the nobilitee of my pꝛogenitours, 
ne koꝛ theyꝛ images oꝛ monumentes 
of thankefull remembꝛaunce, yea ra⸗ 
ther fo: the beaſtely and moſte abhoz 
mynable lpfe of Heltogabalus, my 
couſen germapne, ye had moze cauſe 
to retute me: nepther pe made me 
your emperour and pꝛince koz the 
goodlyneſſe ot my perſon, oꝛ pzowelle 
ſhewed by me in pour warres-: J bes 
png pet kfoz tenderneſſe of age vneth 
able to dooe feates ot armes, muche 
leſfe to leade an army, ſpecial ly ſuche 
one as perteigueth to this noble em⸗ 
ptre . But truly it was fo2 the good e⸗ 
ſtimacion and hope that pe bad inthe 
towardnelle of mine educacion c na⸗ 
cure, thinkpng it to be aptly diſpoſed

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fo vertue, wherin beyng bꝛought bp 
in childhode, g ought to haue alwap 
about me, ſuche as be of like diſpoſi⸗ 


cion: and by they: aſſiſtence and coun⸗

tie of liupng, and js conſtitute oꝛ aſſembled 
fo tHe entent to kiue welk. Wherkoꝛe 
it is the people & the weale of thetm, 
that maketh the citee. And the de⸗ 
ſtruction and ſuduercid therof, ought 
with moe rigour and vehement pu⸗ 
niſchemente to bee reuenged, ik moꝛe 
ſcharpe puniſſhemente mate bee than 
deathe, than bꝛieunyng and beatyng 
d owne of matertalt houſes oꝛ wals. 
¶ This well and deepely considered, 
it ſhall not be thought. that tbei, that 
haue reaſoned fo2 the mitigacion of

Js there a⸗ 
ny dyuerſitec betweene the ſtickynge 
ofhym with a daggar, oz kyllynge 
bym with poyſon, and by ſome cir⸗ 
cumſtance to cauſe his people to rebel 
againſt him, and in they? furtie to flee 
hym 2 Who comparyng to gether 
the fourme and inaner of theſe offen- 
ces, wyll not ſuppoſe it reaſon, that 
the puniſhementes therkoꝛe ſhould be 
muche moe vehemente and ſharpe, 
than fo2 any other tranſgreſſis, ſence 
Juſtice limitteh equall puniſhement 
tn pꝛopoꝛcion, accoꝛdynge to the im⸗ 
po2taunce, that is to ſaie: The great⸗ 
neſſe oꝛ ſmalneſſe of the offences. 
Now leat vs conſider the qualitie 02 
ſubſtance of Tuxinns miſdemeanour , 
¶ In the tyme of the emperour Se⸗ 
uerus and Caracalla, he was in ſmall 
eſtimacion:but after J was elect em⸗ 
perour, he craftily ſmellyng out my 
diſpoſicion, by littell and litcell ac⸗ 
quaiuted him ſelfe with ſome of thoſe 
of whom foz theyꝛ vertues J had beſt 
opinion, and counterfeictyng they2 
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maners, he at the laſte ſo aptelp ſet 
tooꝛth ſuche grauitee, whiche he ads 
ozued alſo with a wonderfull ſharpe⸗ 
nelle and pꝛomptitude of witte, that 
he obteigned to bee highly recom⸗ 
mended vnto me by the wpſeſt men of 
my counſaple: by whoſe aduiſe firſt 


N made hym one ot my treaſourers. 


Finally J called hym nere me, and 
made hyin of my pziute counſayle, 
wherein we founde hpm fo neceſſa⸗ 
rie, that in our opinion his ſentences 
were equtualent, and ſometpme ſur⸗ 
mounted theym that hadde been in 
moſte eſtimactotn. And to the en⸗ 
tent that he woulde augment that oz 
pinion and credence, that we had in 
hym, he euer vled a great ſeueritee 
o2 ſtraightueſſe in his ſentences az 
gaynlt flatterers, diſſemblers, and 
perſons coꝛrupted, namely ſuche as 
ſolde thepꝛ endeuour oꝛ dfligence in 
obteinpug our fauour in any matter, 
oꝛ koꝛ any office , And by his induſtrie 
diuerſe were detected vnto me, and 
puniſhed accoꝛdpng to they} merites. 


Foꝛ theſe cauſes J moze and moe 


toke him in kauoꝛ, and to incourage o⸗

ther toenſuchts exaumple, J did ab⸗ 
uaunce him as pe know to the higheſt 
dignitees within the citee, extept the 
conſull, and haue participate with 
bim our moſte pꝛiup ſecretes, vſpng 
hym ſo familiar ly, that diuerſe other 
of out counſatlours haue partely dit⸗ 
deigned. Now behold what he hath 
Done. firſt he hath deceiued and moc⸗ 
Red vs with his hypocriſie, abuſyng 
our ſimplicitee, and winnpug our fa⸗ 
uour, and not our fauour onelp, but 
alſo our credence and truſt, wherebp 
de mought finally wooꝛke to his pꝛi⸗ 
uate commodttee, and to our confuſt- 
on. Foꝛ he beyng with vs in ſuche fa⸗ 
miltartitee as none other was, be pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſed tdoſe thynges that we moſte 
abhoꝛred, that isto ſay extoꝛcion, ſel⸗ 

Iyng of right and wong, c merchan- 
diſyng of offices and dignities. To 

whom is extoꝛcion oꝛ bꝛibes not gre⸗ 

uouſe? although the geuer receiueth 

great lucre. Is there any thyng to be 

moze abho:rcd than ſellyng of Ju⸗ 

ſtice, whiche knoweth no rewarde: 

Howe muche more intollerable is the 

ſelling of iniuſtice oz K 
| the 
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the one parte ſuffrech damage by ſus 
ſteigning of wzonge,theotheris moꝛe 
tndamaged. by leeſyug of his good 
name and alſo his money , it it haps 
pen, as it hath dooen oftentymes, by 
à good and rightuoufe gouernour, 
that he wbiche hath dooen wꝛonge, 
he compelled to make reſtitucion. 
But pꝛincipally and aboue all othee 
am J molt indamaged. Foꝛ J vuwa⸗ 
res aud innocent beyng bꝛought tnta 


the hatred of men, ſhould be deſtrop⸗ 


ed befoze that J mought knowe that 
F were in perill. Now conlider pe 
the impoztaunce of Turinus offence, 
couferryngett with all that, whiche 
Ahaue reberſed, and by the waie re⸗ 
membꝛe, that not onely he that łleath 
bis pꝛince, 02 depopulateth his coun⸗ 
trey, and maketh it veſolate, but alſa 
be that conſpy2eth to doe it, and thers 
to endeuoureth him ſelte with all his 
putTaunce, though he be let by ſome

tiue. By what meane he would doe diſtribn

CFinally it any common perſon, nes 
uer recetupuge of me any benefite, 
wolde repoꝛte in the eares of the peo⸗ 
ple, that Y went about to change thas 
ſtate of the weale publike of this no⸗ 
blecttee, toſlea all theſenatours, to 
withd2aw the people from their auns 
ctent libertees and finally to bringe

and openly committynge in tuſtpce, 
and tyrannie, in mainteignyng, ſup- 
pottpuge, and comtoztyng wzonges, 
ecto:cions, dpp:elſtons, and other es 
uozmitees againſt the weale publike: 
alſo aduguncynge euill and vngract⸗ 
bule perſonages to dignitees and ofz 
fices; wherby Juſtice ought to be mi⸗ 
niſtred, and the publine weale gouer- 
ned, and by theſe meanes quenchyng 
the good opinion and loue that all 
men had toward me, and changeyng 
it to a feruent grutche and hatred, 
thep thinkynge that Turinns dpd all 
thyng by our appoinctment, ſtire the 
bertes of the people againſt me: why 
ſhould ye not Cate, thinke that ſache 
one hath deſerued to die? And as he 
was with vs in ſingular fauour and 
truſte, and therin lyke to none other:

ther mate feare trom henſekooꝛth to 
abuſe in ſuche maner our atfavilicee,

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wbiche beyng in vs naturall, with⸗ 
bur ſuche a munition can not bee 
ſure and ſafely pꝛeſerued, And for 
thts our ſentence no man oughte to 
deeme vs cruell, oz to lacke mercie, ił 
he consider diligently all that we 
haue ſpoken. And dooe alſo remem⸗ 
bꝛe, that to kepe an infinite noumdze 
ot men from the rigour of Juſtice; 7 
ſpare not to execute the ſame rigout 
on hym, whom, 6 ſpectally fauoured 
C Utter that the emperour had con⸗ 
£1uded in this wile his reafon, there 
was no man offred to replie thereto, 
percetupng him rather meeued with 
zeale than with any perticular dif= 
pleaſure: and fo ſay the ttueth, whari 
they had pondered his conſideracts 
ons, not findyng fafficient argument 
to confounde his opinton, finally thef 
all beyng in noumbze fiftie wyſe and 
honourable counſatlourts , teiopced, 
that they had fo wiſe and vertyonſe 
au emperour, whiche pzeferred Jus 
Mice, and the weale of his people, bes 
Fo2e any pꝛiua te affection oꝛ ſingalat 
appetite.

wherwith he wolde conkelle him ſelte

png, That where any obedtence is 
due, thenſe ought to be ercluded all 
rebukyng 02 mockyng, conſiderynge 
that therof enſueth contempt, whiche

CUerely in one thyng be vled an in⸗ 
te inkno comparable diligence, wherin he furs 
wyng mounted in myne opinion all other 
aualiti⸗ emperours. There was no man in 
2 Dignttee 02 office, either by the al⸗ 
| ſignement of the ſenate, o2 by his 
commmilſion, but that he knewe his 
perſone, and fourme of liuyng. And 
that muche moze is, he had in bis 
| chaum⸗ 
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chaumbꝛe billesconteinyng the num⸗ 
bꝛe of theim, whiche were his ſouls 
diours in wages, and alſo euerp one 
of they2 names, and what tyme they 
bad ſerued. And whan he was by 
hym ſelte quiete from great affaires, 
he peruſed the number of theim, their 
dignitees, wages and fees, to the in⸗ 
tent he woulde be fo2 all occaſions 
ſurely pꝛouided. And therfo:e whan 
he had any thynge to dooe with his 
ſouldiours, he named euery man in 
bis communicacton : And whan they 
were pꝛeſente, he called theym vnto 
. hym, And whan he was ſolicited 
to pꝛomote any perſon, hemarked his 
name, and than wolde he ſerche bis 
bokes of remembꝛance, wherin. were 
the names of theim that had ſerued 
him, with the tyme of thepꝛ ſeruice. 
Alſo they: rewarde oz pꝛomocion, 
aud at woſe requeſte, oꝛ by whoſe ſo⸗ 
licitacion they were pzomoted. 

In offices he ſeldome ſuffred to be 
auy deputies, ſaipng, They onelp ſpᷣoułd 
be aduaunced, whiche bp theim ſelnes and 
not 6p deputies coulde ozder the publyke 
weale , Addynge therto: that men of

CAlſo he gaue bailifmikes and rus 
les of places ciuile, but neuer of war, 
excepte it were to theim, which were 
expert and app2aued true capttaines, 
C Receiuours he changed euery pere, 
and called theim an eulll that needes 
C As foz chiefe iudges, pzoconſules,

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oz lieuetenauntes, he gaue none of 
thoſe roumes in rewarde, but by a de⸗ 
liberate iudgement either of him ſelfe 
oꝛ of the ſenate.

So 
that by theym it hapned, as it doeth 
by one that is ſicke in a hotte feuer, 
whiche firſte abhozreth every medi⸗

he perceiued that by the exem⸗ 
ple of hym, and other great officers, 
the people began to applie and wars 
ed apte torecetue due rekoꝛmacion of 
the ſtate of they? liuing, he meruap⸗ 
louſelp thereat retoiſpuge, gaue hym 
ſcife wholly to the reſtoꝛynge of the 
publyke weale to hir pꝛiſtinate ho⸗ 
nour. Wherkoꝛe to the entent that 
nothyng ſhoulde eſcape vnrefo:med, 
be oꝛdeines to be in the citee, and als 
lo in the pꝛouinces, mante officers, 
ſomewhat moe than befoze were ac⸗ 


cuſtomed to be, appotnetyng — 
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cfufle and criminall to ſundꝛte turiſ⸗ 
diet ions ſaiynge : Where one man 
hath many mattiers to oꝛdꝛe of ſun⸗ 
d2tceffectes, it fareth with hym as 
it dooeth with a mans ſtomacke: foz 
the ſtomacke receiueth meates, dy - 
uerſe in qualitees and effectes , whi⸗ 
che all together can not bee by one 
mans nature duelp concocte and di⸗ 
geſted. Foꝛ ſome meates bee in o⸗ 
peracton hotte, and be not apte but 
foꝛ a colde ſtomacke: ſome contrari⸗

C £902eoner findyng ones a delite to 
accumulate treaſure, and deſiryng ta 
excede one an other in richeſſe, thep at⸗ 
tende ſo much to theyꝛ owne particu⸗ 
lar lucre, that they abandone all libe⸗ 
ralitee, beneuolence, and charitee, ex⸗ 
cepte it be very fewe. 
CFinally they bee neuer to the pu⸗ 
bltke weale profitable. Alſo thep 
that retaile that whiche is bought of 
the craftes man that woꝛketh it, thei 
not onely defraude other ok the iuſte 
pꝛice, contrarie tothe directe oꝛdꝛe of 
equttee, but alſo do conſume the time 
{dellp, bepng not occupied neither in 
bodtly exerciſe, no2 in vertuouſe 02 
commodiouſe ſtudie. Therkoꝛe to ſus 
0 ä che pꝛa⸗ 
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che pꝛactiſe 62 miſtery,, he admitted 
onely ſtraungers. And alſo to bzing 
out ot other countretes, and to ſell to 
the citcſins all ſuche thinges as ther» 
ok was none growpnge in gtalte, oz 
not in ſuTictent quantitee, as wolles, 
. mettall, and ſ{ilke., Fozeſeene that 
none ot it were wꝛought in any place 
out of Italie. Ind of ſuche ſtraun⸗ 
gers it was lefull to the Romapnes, 
to bie in groſſe, and retaple. All be ir 
there ſhoulde no moe retaile than 
wete appoincted by the Senate: and 
thoſe alſo ſhould be examined and af: 
ſigued by the pꝛouoſte of the citee and 
ſuche as were to hym aſſociate. And 
the laide merchaunt ſtraungers were 
by the emperours commaundement 
verie courteiſelp enterteyned, and ſo 
were all other ſtraungers, whiche 
repaired tothe citee, to bie there any 
thynge, oꝛ elles to pꝛactiſe anie excel⸗ 
lent cunnpng o2 cratte, and were exo⸗ 
nerate ot all charges foꝛ the warres, 
ercepte it were onelp foꝛ the defence 
of the citee. But of thepm he ſut⸗ 
fred to be but a certaine numbꝛe, whts 
che was notlaufull fo; thepm to ex⸗ 

ceede, 
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teede. And vnto theim were aſſigned 
of the Romapnes certatne iudges and 
officers, which yerely aiſo were chans 
ged. But naw to treate how he kept 
the people from idelneſſe. | 
¶ Firſt he p2ouided, that where there fes, 
was not any arttkice oz crafce neceſ- 
ſarte , but that it mought be founde 
within the citee, whiche he oꝛdzed in 
this wiſe. 
¶ De knew euerp pere ones by the of- 
ficers called Cenſozes, howe muche 
people were dwellynge in the citee of 
euerp age. 

C Alſo by thepm, which were called 
Edifes, how many houleholdes there 
were ok euerpcrakte. Than wolde 
he diligently enſerche, of what per⸗ 
tection they} wooꝛkes were, wherin 
thep were occupied: and ik he founde 
therin muche lacke, fo that the biers 
ſhuld ſuffer detriment, than enfotned 
he the ſeller thereof, that he ſheulde 
no mote woꝛke to ſale, vntpll he were 
inſtructed moꝛe perfectly , Notwiths 
ſtandpng that perſon was compelled 
to wooꝛke vnder an other man, whtz 
che was moze perfecte, vntill bis 
wozks 
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wooꝛke were commended, 


Childꝛiẽ ¶ Moꝛeouet he oꝛdeined, that akter 
to crakte thechildzꝛen ofthe communers could 


wꝛite and reade perkectelp, they were 
ſette to ſome artitice oꝛcratte. But if 
within one pere it appered, that they 
were vnaptethervnto, oꝛ that it were 
muche contrariouſe to their nature: 
than the Lonſeruatours examinpnge 
as muche as thep coulde, to what 
craft oꝛ fcience neceſſarp thepꝛ wittes 
were moſte apte, vnto that ſchoulde 
they kooꝛthwith be ſette, to learne of 
theim whiche were good woꝛkemen. 
And therekoze he gotte out of all 
partes of the empire the moſte cun⸗ 
nyng and perfect crakteſmen in euery 
ſcience to dwell in the citee, not onely 
compellynge theim by his auctozitee, 
but allurynge theim with yercly ſti⸗ 
pendes of grayne, to the findynge of 
their houſeholdes, and alſo to be free 
from all manrr eracffons in peace oꝛ 
warre, to inſtruct in they2craftes per⸗ 
fectly the youth of the citee. 
¶ The craftes, whicheche wolde that 
the moꝛe parte ot Komaines ſhokide 
K thoſe, wherin bothe the 
A bodie 
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bpbodie and witte mought be ererciſed, 
whiche he Catde perteined to men that 
were free of condicion: other occupa⸗ 
ctons, wherin was bodily labour ones 
ly, he ſaid was fo: bondmen and bea⸗ 
tes. And ther koꝛe within the terri⸗ 
toꝛie of the citee of Rome, and in the 
manours and fermes of the gentil⸗ 
men Romatnes, he oꝛdeined, that batz 
liffes and ſurueiours of houſband2te 
ſhoulde be freemen and citeſins, and 
that the ploughe men and labourers 
ſhoulde be bondemen and ſtraungers. 
In other citees belpdes Rome, ſome 
ok theſe thynges were chaunged after 
the neceſſitee and nature of the peo⸗ 
ple, wherin this emperour alwat had 
- meruatlouſe conſideracion. 
C After this diligent pꝛouiſion, it a⸗ 
ny one of the people had been founde 
tdell by the ſpace of one whole date, 
except in feaſtfull bates and other ti⸗ 
mes of ſolace appoyncted, he was 
footth with examined, and hauing no 
lecfull and appꝛoued ercuſe, be was 
fyꝛſt whipped, and after by the Con⸗ 
ſeruatours committed to one of the 
erattes, that he was of, and koz every 
| N date 
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dale that he was openly ſeene fo be £2 
dle, the perſone, vnto whom he was 
committed, ſhoulde fo2 a moncth ſet 
bym to any labour that he liſt, as his 
fiaue-o2 bondeman, geuyng to hynr 
meate and deinke onely, And it was 
not to any other man leekull, duryng 
that tyme, to geue hym meate 02 
dzinke, oꝛ to ſpeake with him, other 
wyſe than to rebuke hym. And after 
the layd coꝛrection, the ſatde Conſer⸗ 
uatours ſhoulde ſee that he were bez 
ſtowed where he mought wozke with 
acomperent liuyng. 
C. The ſemblable oꝛdꝛe was diligent⸗ 
Ip, and (as I monght (ate) eractely 
kept by the Emperours ſtreicte com⸗ 
maundment, bothe in Greece andY- 
falte, And whereerecucton any tyme 
fatled, o2 was neglected, the officers 
were depoſed with open rep2oche, and 
fo:faiture of the thirde parte of they; 
ſubſtaunce 2: whiche was emploied 
immediately on grapne, and diſtribys 
ted equally and frely amonge the peo⸗ 
ple well occupied, within the citee oz 
towne where ſuche tbyng hapned. 
And with great difficultee the lade 
officerg 
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dfficers in ſuche wyle depoſed, coulde 
euer after obteine of the emperour, 
to come in auctozitee. Bp the feare 
wherok, and the laid diſtribucion vn⸗ 
to the people, this ozdinance was nes 
ner omitted, duryng the lite of Alex⸗ 
ander. Wherkoze tt was a wonder 
to beholde, how ſodeinely idelnelle 
was euerie where excluded, aud cun⸗ 
ning in cuery occupacton augmented. 


¶ Ot baines and places of exertiles, mad 
koz the people of Rome, bp the empe⸗ 
rour Alexander. Capi xxi.

And alſo he bꝛought into ſome partes 
of the baines colde water from the 
moſte pure and delectable ſpzinges : 
the people to vſe the one oꝛ the other 
at theyꝛ owne pleaſures. 
CYozeouner he bought certaine hous 
ſes, whiche Node nighe to the lapde 
baine, and cauſed theim to be pulled 
domne, and that place he made to be 
leuelled, and to be ſette with pounge 
trees in the moſt pleaſaunt facion, ba⸗ 
uypng there large places, wherin the 
people, after thet wer batted, mought 
renne, leape, 02 wꝛ aſſ le, o2 vſe any o⸗ 
ther ſemblable exerciſe: to the wht- 
che places the ſaide trees gaue a com⸗ 
modiouſe and pleaſaunt vmbꝛage. 
And in the w2aſtipnge places the 
ground was thicke coucred with Ca⸗ 
mamike, O ꝛigannm, and other like graſs 
ſes, bothe ſweete in ſauour and ſofte 
fo fall vpon. Alſo the ſaide empe⸗ 
rout muche delited in the 8 
9 
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of the ſaydeererciſes. Wherkoꝛe it 
was the maſte parte of his paſtime oz 
ſolace, to ſee the people ererciſed in 
fourme afo:eſayde, oꝛ els the gentil⸗ 
men to aTate theim ſelte in kourme of 
battaile, as hereatter ſhalbe declared. 
¶ To the ſaide baines and places of 
exerciſe were aſſigned a number ok 
kepers and miniſters, to whom were 
geuen ſufficient ſalaries. And thoſe 
places werealwaiekepte ſo nete and 
dilectable, that to the eies o2 noſe, 
was neuer ante thynge bnpleaſaunt 
o2 noyfull: by the whiche cleuneſſe 
the citee was meruatlouſelp pꝛeſer⸗ 
ned from ſundꝛy ſickeneſſes, whiche - 
viidoubtedly dooe growe of cozrupt Cozeu⸗ 
erhalacions, ventynge out of mens pte ſa- 
bodies. And foz that cauſe to a⸗ yours, 
uoide occaſion of peſtilence and o⸗ 
ther hoꝛrible diſeaſes, this emperonr 
pꝛohibited by ſpectall lawes, ingur⸗ 
gitacions, bankeftes, late fuppers 
and longe. 7Þ9:couer cauſyng the 
controllers of markettes (of whom 
there were diuers) whiche were cue- 
rie pere choſen of ſpectall honeſt men, 
And nat auariciouſe o2 nedie, to haue 
> lit avts 
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a vigtlant ete on themarkef, that not 
onely vitaplles were ſolde by a due 
weighte and meaſure, and at pꝛices 
ſette by the ſenate, but alſo that they 
were not in any parte coꝛrupted in 
ſauour oꝛ fubFtance,and that no ſuche 
thyng were ſolde fo: vitaile, wherin 
anp popſon naturally mought be in⸗ 
gend2ed and hidde, as muſheroms, 
frogges,and other lyke thynges, koũ⸗ 
den out rather by wanton appetttes, 
than by nature ingendꝛed to ſerue 
fo: mans ſuſtinaunce : And in theſe 
thynges, ik any lacke were perceiued 
to be, the emperour and ſenate with a 
diligent ſcrutinte founde out the per⸗ 
ſon, by whaſe defaute it happened, 
with allo the controller, whiche ſee⸗ 
med to be negligent, And the ſeller 
was acco2dyng to the lawes ſharpely 
puntſhed . The controller oꝛ other of- 
ficer, if there were founden in hym 
negligence, was with great rebukes 
expelled from his office, and had the 
tenth parte of his mouable gooddes 
confiſcate: whiche beyng bzought in⸗ 
to money, and beſtowed on wheate, 
was diltrtbuted amonge the people, 

whyiche 
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whtche dwelled in that parte of the 
citee, where the offence was com⸗ 
mitted. 
ot is here to be conſidered, that 
ſuche ſummes as were fozfatted by 
cozrupt 02 negligente officers, came 
neuer to the'vſe of the emperour, no2 
he gauethem to any perſon; but em⸗ 
pioipng it on coꝛne, he cauſed it to be 
btſtributed amonge thr people. which 
in mine opinion was a meruailouſe Foꝛkat⸗ 
policte, Fo2 therby be declared, that tures is 
he vſed ſeu2ritee, not foz bis owne ployed, 
particular aduauntage. And alſa . 
the people, whiche ſuffred detriment 
by the lackeof theoffiters, receiued 
the beneftte of that whiche was foꝛ⸗ 
fatted : whichecauſed a multitude to 
liealway in awaite to finde ſoine if. - 
demeanour in the officers, tothe in- 
tent they mought therby be the better 
releued. And the officers at thelaſt 
became meruatlouſe circumſpect. 
And finally the prince koz his wiſes 
dome and charitee not onelp pꝛaiſed, 
but alſo as an vintuerſall father of all 
his people was moſte enfteriie bez 


loyed.

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CCouchyng ſuche perſones as were 
in extreeme pouertee, and either by 
greuonſe ſickeneſle oꝛ feeble age, were 
decrepite, oꝛ other wile not able to la⸗ 
bour, J wyll atter the nexte chapiter 
declare the incomparable pzudence 
of this excellent emperour.

they: pꝛiuate ftuffe and gooddes, 

ſuche as had not of their owne pꝛi⸗ x 

uate houſes of ſufficient ſtreuthe foz b 

that purpoſe, De made alſo manie 

faire houſes and mancion places, 
whiche immediatelp be gaue to his 
kriendes, whom he perceiued — oe 
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moſte fruſtte and honeſt. In aplace 
called Baianum, he made woozkes 
magnifike oz ſumptuouſe, garniſhed - 
with images of theym whiche were 
totgned to hym by any atfinitee. Meres 
CHe made meres and pooles fo be and pw⸗ 
wondered at, bꝛingyng the ſea vnto bs 
theym, and cauſing them to be reple⸗ 
niſhed with ſtraunge and pꝛincipall 
fiſhes . Alſo he edifted great and 
wonderfull bzidges, and repatred all 
theim which were made by Zratane, 
leauyng notwithſtandpnge to Trai⸗ 
ane the name and honour therok.

| ¶ De made alſo a Baſityke, oꝛ place, Baſis 
where ctutle cõtrouetſies were herde ine.

„ a thouſande: and ſtode all vpon pil⸗ 
Ales ot Poapßberie, whiche is a ſtone of Boꝛphe 
U purple zie. 
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purple colour: and the ptilers were 
garniſhed with images of nople pꝛin⸗ 
ces, Grekes and Romaines, wzought 
in pure white marble, with they? 
names oucr thepꝛ heades : and vnder

¶ The hauens of gtalte and Stctle, 
Hauens he caufed not onely to be clenſed and 
repaired, but alſo to be made moꝛe

C 9ozeouer,foz the exercife of them, 
| whiche 
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whiche were aboue the aſtate of the 
common people, he repatred and new 
made many places and thynges ne- 
ceſſarie whiche is expedient to be put 
in remembꝛaunce. | 
CFirtte be viſited all the libꝛaries Libꝛa⸗ 
that were in tbe citee: And where he tries. 
tounde any bookes defo2med either Bokes. 
with auncientee oz by negligent ke⸗ 
pyng, oꝛ by any other meanes, he cau⸗ 
ſed them to be newe wꝛitten and latde 
in their places, and the houſes to be 
not onely clenſed, but alſo made moꝛe 
oꝛnate and neceſfarie: As makyng 
fo: euery boke an huche locked, to the 
intent that whan any man came to 
ſtudie there, he ſhoulde haue no moe 
bakes to loke on, than one of the ke⸗ 
pers of the libzarie (whereof there 
were a good numbꝛe reteined to geue 
their attendance, bauinge therefo:e 
competent ſalaries) ſhoulde deliuer 
vnto them, And befo2e they departed, 
the ſayde keper ſhoulde peruſe the 
leaues of the bokes, that they loked 
in, to thintent that if thei did cutte 03 
rent any out of the volume, thei (buld 
be appiebended and by the officers 
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called Edifes, committed vnto pꝛiſon, 
and there ſhoulde remaine vntill thep 
had repaired ſuffictently the bookes 
that they had defaced, and alſo cau⸗ 
ſed an other lyke boke to be wꝛitten, 
and beſtowed in the ſatde libꝛarie. 


And ik any ſuche perſon had eſcaped 


by negligence oꝛ fauour of the keper, 
and the defaute founden by ſome o⸗ 
ther, the keper waserpelled from bis 
office without hope of remilſion, and 
was alſo compelled to redoube the 
harme in Iykewitiſe as he ſhould haue 
doen, which committed the offence, if 
he immedtately had ben app2ebhfded.

C The place whiche was compaſſed 
about with the ſayde libꝛaries, was 
alſo round? , and decked with plea⸗ 
ſaunt imagerte, and haupngeſeates 
commodioaſely about it: where they 
that came to ſtudie in the libꝛartes, 
mought walke oꝛ ſitte at thepꝛ plea⸗ 
ſure, and communicate eche with os 
ther that whiche ther had read oꝛ per

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teiued. And to theſe places there kai⸗ 


led not to come daplp a great numbze 
of gentilmen. 

C Foꝛ other neceſſarie ererciſe, the 
emperour tncloſed with a high wall, 
a grounde toignyng to his owne pa⸗ 
latce, conteigning in circuite one Jtas 
lien mile and a halfe, whiche within 
the wall was inutroned with a gale⸗ 
tp of thꝛee heightes, fo2 men to ſtande 
tn and beholde, whiche galerics were 
alſo ot ſtone. And in the ſpate that 
two men mought ſtand e talke, there 
was a (mall piller of marble, decked 
with images of men that deſerued 
noble remembꝛaunce. The place 
was deuided o2 ſette out with many 
large alaics, plaine & ſtteygHr, con⸗ 
teignyng in bzedth one hundꝛed feete, 
and in length one thouſande feete.

whan they repatred to the palaice to

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meane tyme that the emperour was 
g in pꝛeparyng him fozwarde,ererciſed 
them ſeltes, ſome in the ſayde alates, 
in rennyng 02 caſtyng the ball, (ome 
in the green places wꝛaſteipnge, lea⸗ 
..ppag, and caſtyng ofrhe darte. And 
in the galertes ſtode other of the no⸗ 
bilitee and gentilmen, ſuche as lied 
| to beholde theym. 
b C Aud without the walles were 
| great and high trees of cipꝛeſſe and 
fp2re, with bꝛode toppes, conuetghed 
| thither with great fnduſtrie : whiche 
trees did caſt ouer the walles a plea⸗ 
fant vmbꝛage oꝛ ſhadowe, and deten⸗ 
ded theim that did exertiſe from the 
vehement heate ot the ſunne beames. 
And alſo in winter kepte the place 
| moze milde and temperate, in reſol⸗ 
uyng oz bꝛeatzyng the violente and 
| cold blaſtes of thenozthera and wea⸗ 
| Qtcrne wyndes. 
C Often times themperour him ſelke 
þ belited to come and beholde the ſayde 
ererciſes 2: but in his owne perfone he 
neuer exerciſed him ſelfc but pꝛiuilp, 
aud a few being pꝛeſent.to the intent, 
N that it he were vyauquilſhed 8 
0 bf has 
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feate (as ſometime it happened, al-

¶ whan by extreme heate in the ſom / 
mer, 02 by rapne and other vehement 
tempeſtes ot᷑ winter, the ſayde exerti⸗ 
ſes moughte not bee vſed: than the 
pounge gentilmen repapꝛed ſome ta 
the ſayde libꝛaries, and paſſed the 
time vertuouſely in reading, writing, 
02 plaipnge on inſtrumentes: diuerfe 
haunted the ſcholes of phiioſophers, 
theto2icians, and poetes (ot the whiz 
che ſoꝛte there were at that tyme in 
Rome a great noumb2e) and hearde 
them epther recite thepꝛ owne wooꝛ⸗ 
kes, oꝛ expounde other olde authours. 
Manp woulde reſoꝛte to the common 
houſes called Tgeatres, and purpo⸗ 
ſing ſome matter of philoſophy, wold 
there diſpute openly. Other wolde 
pike out of ſome aunctent ſto2zte ſome 
queſtion concernyng marctal o2 ctutle 
policie, and in commendyng 02 dif 
comendpng it, declare their opinions 
and ſenteuces in the fourme * —

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tultacion: whiche ererciſe was of 
no little impoꝛtance to the increace of 
witte and pꝛouiſion of counſatlouts. 
And at ſache ererciſe the empetout 
pꝛincipallp delyted to be pꝛeſent in

not to be ſome, moꝛe geuen to plate 
than to ſtudie, which alſo had a fatre 
and large place in the palaice, where 
tbet plaied at the cheſſe and other 
like games, wherin they mought be 
pleaſantly occupied, wherin the win⸗ 
nyng was neither golde no? filuer, 
bat onely victozte and commendacts 
on oof witte and diligence , Not with⸗ 
ſtandyng it was ieefull fo: theim af 
ſuche games to plate foz money, ſo it 
ecceded not a ſumme certaine, which 
was aſſeſſed by themperour + ſenate. 
At dice it was not to any man: leefull 
: L to plate: 


Dice 
plaiyng 
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fo plaie: The emperour hauyng this 
ſentence alwate in bis mouthe, Our 
fozefatbers truſte d in wiſedome aud pzow 
eſſe, and not in foztune: and deſired victozp 


foz renoume and gononr, and not foz mo⸗ 


nep: And that game is fo be aß hoꝛred, when 
in witfeſkeeperb, and idefneſſe with coue⸗ 
tiſe is onelp learned. And £92 the moꝛ⸗ 
tall hate and indignacion, that he 
bare to this loſſe of time (fo2 lo ought 
it rather to be called, thau a plaie) he 
made a lawe, whiche was ratified by 
the auctozitee of all the ſenate and 
people, That tf any man were founde 
platyng at dice, be ſhoulde be taken 
fo2 frantike, o2 as a foole naturall, 
whiche coulde not well gouerne hym 
ſelte: and his goodes & landes ſhould 


be committed to ſage and dilcrete 


perſonages, appoynted by the whole 
ſenate, which imploiyng on him tyar, 
which was thought neceſCarte toꝛ his 
aſtate and degree, ſhoulde bꝛyng tru⸗ 
ly that whiche remained fo the com⸗ 
mon treaſoꝛp:to the inteut that whan 
he retourned to thꝛifte, oz was ſeene 
by a good ſpace of yeres, to vſe good 
Huſbandzte ,-in emplotpng well and 
ee honeſtlp 
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honeſtlp that poꝛcion that he had, he 
ſhoulde be eftloones reſtoꝛed as well 
to his landes and gooddes, as to the 
reuenues and p2ofittes, that were 
growen tn the meane time, while ther 
were confiſcate, oz in the rule ot his 
tutours. 
Finally nexte to theues and extoꝛ⸗ 5 
cioners themperour moſt hated them, 
whiche after the ſayde lawe beeyng 
made, were founde to be dice platers, 
and would nothaueany of them calz 
led either to office 02 counſatle. 


COt hoſpitalles & other pꝛouiſion made 
by Alexander feꝛ men thta were detre⸗ 
pite, oz ſo diſeaſed, that they could 
not labour.

O N a tyme the emperour Alters 


ander vilittyng al partes ofthe 

citee ot Rome, to bebolde hom 

the temples aud other ſolemne edtkt⸗ 
ces were kepte and repatred, in pal⸗ 
ſyng though the ſtretes he behelde a 
great noumbze of perſons, ſome defas, 
ced with hozrtible diſeaſes, and ſome 
muttlate of their membzes, as lacs 
Lit kyng 
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kynge armes 92egges, oꝛ the neceſſa- 
rie vle ok the one oꝛ the other, whiche 
be conſiderpug with a ſeuere à graue 
councenance, at. the laſt ſaide to a no⸗ 
ble man, called Julius Frontinus, 
| who af that time was Pretour oz gos 
uernour of the citee vnder the empe⸗ 
rour: What ſoꝛte of people be theſe, 
whiche beyng hozrible and notoule to 
beholde, dooe ſeeme vnpꝛofitable to 
tbe weale publyke, ſens they can not 
labour, but conſume thoſe thinges, 
whiche are oꝛdeigned fo2 theim that 
can defende the weale publike and vs 
whan occaſion requireth » Than aus 
Cwearcd Frontinus. 
C Sir, they bee Pournaturall ſubie⸗ 
cres, wherof part be depꝛiued of their 
membꝛes by chance of warre, wherin 
they haue ſerued pou and your noble 
pꝛogenitours emperours of Rome: 
ſome do lacke the office ot tbeir mem⸗ 
b:es, by naturall infirmitees: the 
reſidue, whiche to pour maieſtee, and 
all other ſemeth to be an hoꝛrible ſpe⸗ 
ctakle, are men attached with gree⸗ 
uouſe ſickeneſſes, whiche dooe haps 
pen to * (88 phiſicions doe * . 
; P 
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by the putrifaction of menen bid 
mours. And wherof- (aide the em⸗ 
perour) p2ocedeth ſache puttitactton 
of humours, ſuppoſe-you 2 Truelp 
(ſayde Frontinus) as J-haue tedde 
and heard Cate, it cometh ot one of 
theſe cauſes, either koꝛ as muche as 
great abundance of ſu perflouſe hu 
mours, thicke and clammie, be dil⸗ 
perſed in the bodte,” whereby the pos 
res (whiche are litten holes in the 
ſkinne th2zonghouralFche bodie, that 
be inuiſible) be ſtopped: ſo that the 
exhalacion oz bꝛeathe incloſed in the 
bodie, mate not iſſue out by the fame 
poꝛes: Wherunto a ſtraunge oz vie 
naturall heate depng torgned, mas 
ketrh the la ide putritactisn.

Cruelp, fapde Frontine, as J baue 
Hearde of phiſicions, and alſo datelp 
erperyence and teaſon declarcch ; it 
pꝛocedeth of replecion and idelueſſe, 
that is to ſate, by eatyng immode⸗ 
rately aboue that whiche naturall 
beate male concocte in the tomacke, 
alſo ingozgeyug meate vpon meate, 
ere that meate, wbiche was kirſt eas 
ten, be fujly nigened: alſo by not vs

-C Now beholde (ĩaide he) Froutine 
bouourable father, what a perutci⸗ 
ouſe negligence was in our pꝛedecel⸗ 
feTours emperours, beſides the il ex⸗ 
emple ot diuers of them, whiche haue 
like ili tutours, ſuctred the people ot 
Nome they: pupilles ſo many peres, 
dately to conſume theim ſelfes by 1t- 
cence in lpupng, which hath bꝛought 
into the citee ſuche hoꝛrible ſicheneſſe, 
whiche Þ wil pꝛouide to expell thens, 
it it be poſſible.

ſes. Whiche noble enterpꝛiſe beyng 
of all theim that herde hym commen⸗ 
ded: Finally it was thought expedi⸗ 
ent by the nobleemperour, and by all 
his Caide counſaple appꝛoued, that 
within the citee of Rome ſhoulde be 
t wo fapꝛe and large hoſpitalles buil⸗ 
Ded, to receiue and kepe them, whichs 
were fo mutulate oꝛ maimed in the 
warrcs, that thei coulde not exerciſe 
thepm ſelfes in manuell occupacion 
(fo2 all other labours were dooen by: 
capttues, bondemen, and ſlaues, and 
the Komatnes were therof diſchar⸗ 
ged) Alſa without the citee in ſome 
village nigh to it. wherby palled ſome 
ryuer, ſhoulde alſo be editied two o⸗ 
ther hoſpitalles, ample and neceſfarie 
foꝛ fiue hundzed ficke perſons, vnto 
whom ſchoulde be apointecd tiue phi⸗ 
ſictions, ſubſtancialiy learned in phi⸗ 
ſike, and well erperienced. Allo kiue 
expert ſurgeans, with two apotica⸗ 
ries, men of good credence and trutt, 
whiche ſhould be bounden to haue al⸗ 
way all neceſſary dꝛougges, vigorous 
in their fozce and vertue, without 
ſophiltt-. 
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ſophilticacton oꝛ other deceite in ſim⸗ 
ples oꝛ compoundes , Alſo that they 
ſhoulde burne oz vtterly retecte all 
thynges, whiche were eyther coꝛtup⸗ 
ted, oꝛ ſo dued, that if ſhoulde ſeeme 
to the phiſicions (who ſhoulde as oft 
as they liſt examine the wares) to be 
notouſe, oz to medicine vnpꝛokitable. 
¶ The meate whiche was oꝛdepned 
fo: theſe ſicke perſons, ſhoulde de ſo 
litteli in quantitee, that it was leſle 
than ſufficient fo: any whole perſon, 
¶ And whan it was aſked of the em- 
perour, why be would that thei ſhuld 
haue ſo little a pitaunce, he anfwered 
merily, that he did it toꝛ thꝛee ſpecial 
conſiderations. 1 ISO ene 
C The fir was, that he had redde in: 
the bokesof Galene, the moſte excei⸗ 
lent phiſtcton, that the moꝛe one nous 
riſhed bodies vncleane, and not fuffi- 
— pourged, the moze he did hurt 
em. - | 
CAlſoifthe meate were moꝛe than 2 
the ſicke men coulde cate, the mint- 
ſters about them wolde ſel that whi⸗ 
che was left: and whan thet had ga⸗ 
thered therby muche maney ,eyther 
| v ther 
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| ebei wolde liue therwith riottouſly; 
and neglecte their dueties in atten? 


dyng tbe ſicke folke, oꝛ els with that 
gaine pꝛouide fo; theym ſeltes ſome⸗ 
moꝛe welthy and eaſie liupug: ſothat 
in concluſion, the ſicke people ſhoulde 
be deſtitute of conuentent miniſters 


to awaite on theim. 


C The typꝛde conſideracion was, 
that if the ſicke men had abundaunce 
of good meate, manp of them remem⸗ 
bꝛyng, that whan they were whole, 
they ſhoulde be conſtreigned to ſome 
occupacion, and that they choulde not 
than eate fo muche meate and ſo 

dod, as they eate in the boſpitall, 

here they laie well at reſte. Wher⸗ 
£o:e - verthaunce when they were 


whole, they woulde finde the meanes 


to fall efeſoones in their (aide ſicke⸗ 
nelle oz other lpke, that they mought 
be brought agayue to the boſpitall. 

CSuche miſerable nature remai⸗ 


neth in ſome men, that to line idelly 


and veluptuoulelp, thep wyll chole 
rather to be ſicke than tobe healed. 

C Theſe allegacions ot the wiſe em⸗ 
erat was than confirmed by dls 
u 2 
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uerſe, whiche had knowen it by longe 
experience. Concerning them whiche 
were mutulate 02 maimed in warres 
fo: the weale publtke, thep ſhoulde 
haue a moe plentiouſe enterteine⸗ 
ment, it he were in pouertee oꝛ lacked 
frendes. But they whiche were not 
in that neceſſitee, ſhoulde haue ap⸗ 
pointed by the Senate and the empe⸗ 
rours conſente, an honeſt pꝛopoꝛcion 
in coꝛne and wine, to ſpende in they? 
owue houſes, as a th ankefull remem⸗ 
bzaunce of the Senate and people fo2 
— goodendeuour whtles thet were 
able. | 
C oꝛeouer to pꝛouide foꝛ tyme to 
tome, that is to ſate, that the cauſes 
befoze remembꝛed, wherof the ſayde 
ho:rible ſickenelles pꝛoceded, he affir⸗ 
med, that the beſte and moſte ſure 
meane was to pactfie the ire ot god, 
and to make him beneuolent vnto the 
people, whiche ſhoulde be moſte aſſu⸗ 
rediy doen, by ercludyng Hozrible 
ptices and abhominacions out ofthe 
citee, and to honour god puretie. As 
fo2 the diſpoſtcion of mens bodtes, 

made apte by ſurkettes and idelneſſe 
| to receiue 
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fo receiue corupcion, and confea 
quently hoꝛrible ſickeneſſes, he deter⸗ 
mined fo make an Sdict o2 tmpertall 
oꝛdinaunce, confirmed by an acteof 
the Senate, that no man ſho9ulde vie 
moe than two meales in one date, and 
that there ſhoulde be at the feaſt, ſire 
boures betwecne euerte meale. Al⸗ 
- fo that the Cenſoꝛs oꝛ coꝛrectours of 
maners, ſhoulde take diligent heede, 
that if they founde, oz were infour⸗ 
med, that any man of the comminal⸗ 
tee wente to his meale, befoze he bad 
wꝛougbt lufictently in. ſome occupa⸗ 
cion, that the ſame Cenſoꝛs ſhoulde 
cauſe hym to bee apꝛehended and 
kepte in ſome pꝛiſon, by the ſpace of 
thꝛee daics, Haupng but ones inthe 
Ddateonely, one ounce of bꝛeadde, and 
a litle water, witbout any other nou⸗ 
riſſhement: the Emperour here res 
herſpnge a p2ouetbe, whereof he had 
bearde parte of the Chꝛiſten men: 
L eatb6ym eate that faboutzet6 , for Ge that 
faboureth not, is not woozkbie fb at ihyng 
t6af be eatetb. And luche as mought 
not be withdꝛawen from idelneſſe, he 
wonldeHage thetm (ent into Spaine, 
to digge 
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ko digge fo2 golde : oz into the tles 
called Caſſiterides, to labour in tinne 
wooꝛkes. And if within a while they 
laboured well without cohercion oz 
grutchyng, thoſe ſhoulde be reuoked 
into the citee, there to applie diligent⸗ 
ly thepꝛ occupacion, 
Che woulde alſo that the common 
people ſhoulde not haue at one meale, 
but one kynde of fleſſhe oꝛ fiſſhe, and 
that choulde not be either delicate, oz 
in great quantitee. And ik any man 
were founde dooynge otherwiſe, he 
ſhoulde toꝛfaite to the common trea⸗ 
ſourte double the value of the meate, 
whiche be had foꝛ that meale p2out- 
ded. And that no gentilman ſhould 
haue moe than thꝛee ſundꝛie diſhes at 
one meale, beſides fruite : no2 any 
ſenatour aboue. iiii. diuerſe diſſþes, 
and one kyndeof fruite it He liſt, 
Whiche noumb2e he him ſelfe did not 
ercede, althoughe no lawe did therto 
compell him. He would not that az 
ny citeſin ſhuld reſo2t to opẽ tauerne, 
but that euery man ſhoulde haue his 
pꝛouiſion in his owne houſe. And 
that tauerners and common Lookes 
| ſhould 
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ſhoulde ſerue onelp koꝛ thepin, whiche 
dwelled out of the citee, and came thts 
ther fo: ſome neceſſarie buſinelle, 
Andif any cltefin were founde in tas 
ucrne eatyng 02 d2tnkpng, he ſhould 
be ſent foꝛ to the Tenſoꝛs, e be ſharpe- 
ly rebuked: At the ſecounde time, ex⸗ 
cluded out of all aſſembles, and no⸗ 
ted euer after as a man out of cre- 
dence 02 poſſibilitee to any pzefers 
ment. At the thirde time, he ſhulde 
be ſent to the mines, æ there remaine, 
vntili be ſeemed to haue amended his 
maners. 

CA gentilman ſhoulde be at the firſt 
tymerebuked, At the lecounde time, 
loſe the name of a gentilman, and be 
reckened amonge the baſe people. 
The thtrde time his gooddes ſhoulde 
be committed to a tutour, wherot he 
Mould haue no po:cton, vntiil it were 
well percetued, that he had vtterlp 
lefte reſoztyng fo tauernes. 
¶ Z ſenatour, beyng founde in ſuche 
places, ſhoulde incontinentlp be difs 
charged out of the ſenate: being (du- 
ryng his like) without hope to bee 
therto reſtored, 

Whan 
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CT whan tbe emperour Blerander bad 
concluded theſe thynges with his 
owne counſatlours, he ſoone after 
came into the ſenate, and there reti⸗ 
ted in an eloquente and ſobꝛe ozacton, 


the ſapde atticles, declarpug, what 


feruent deſyꝛe he had to laue the peo⸗ 
ple ok Rome, not onely agapuſt out⸗ 
warde hoſtilitee, but alſo agayniſt in⸗ 
warde perilles and conſumpcion of 
they: bodies by hozrible ſickeneſſes: 
which oꝛacton finiſhed, all the ſenate 
with teares in their cies foꝛ gladde⸗ 
nelle, in the name of theim ſelfes and 
the people, rendꝛed moſt hertie than⸗ 
kes to the emperours mateſtee. And 
kooꝛthwith without any excepcisn oz 
miſlikyng of any one thing, they cons 
firmed it by an acte of the lenate. 

And the nerte date the Tribunes al⸗ 
ſembled the people, and declared to 
theym all that pꝛeceded: whiche they 
ſo ioiouſelp hearde and recetued, that 
they ratitied it with their comon con⸗ 
ſentes, with theſe acclamactons. 
Noble Alexander, we pꝛaie the goddes, 
that thep haue no keſſe care of pour maieſtee 


than pe haue foz Fs 4 Moſt Happie Ge 2 
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that we haue pon amonge v6. Noble keys 
ander, the goddes pꝛeſerne pon, the goddes 
defende pon, pꝛotede fooꝛth in pour purpoſe. 
We ouggt to fone pou as our father, to $0- 
nour pon as our kozde, fo meruaile at pon as 
a god here liapng amonge Vs « Therto 
they added: Noble emperour, fake what 
ve wykk of our freaſure and ſubſtance to ac⸗ 
compliſp your purpoſe, | 
¶ The empetour hearyng of this 1y- , 
berall offer, cauſed to be anſwezed in 
his behalte, by Fronttne bis Pretoz: 
The emperour thanketh pou, but no⸗ 
thyng wpll hecharge you with, tou⸗ 
chyng the buildyng and furniſhpng 
of the ſayde . iitt. hoſpitalles, fo: he 
wpll dooe it of his owne treaſure : 
onelie two thynges he requireth of 
pou, whiche ſhall not be burdeinouſe 
toyoit. Firſte, that pe ceaſſe not to 
purſue and obete continually all the 
ſatde ſtatutes and oꝛdinaunces. The 
feconde, that pe wyll be content, that 
ſuche common reuenues, which ſeeme 
to him vainely emploied, a againſt the 
weale publike, mate without any grut 
chyng of your parte. bee latde to the 
matutenaunce of the ſaid holpitalles :

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C Therat all the people efteſoones 
with one voice cried: Dooe nobfe em- 
perour what ſPalk ſeeme fo pon good. Foa 
pour moſt bleſſed nature can not erreo2 doe 
amiſſe any thyng that ye purpoſe . Heres 
at themperour tetoiſyng;and remem⸗ 
bzynge that longe tyme befoze he 
thought that the plates, called Ffoꝛa⸗ 
les and CLupercałes, and the abhomi⸗ 
nable ceremonies of Jfis (in the whi⸗ 
che were ſhewed by men and women 
naked moſt abomtnable moctons and 
tokens of lecherie) were pꝛouokers 
and nouriſhers of beaſtly vice: he 
therfo2e by the conſent of the ſenate, 
aboliſched the Cated plaies and cere⸗ 
monies : And the reuenues, whiche 
belonged to the maintenäce of them, 
beyng verie great, he appoincted to 
late theim vnto the ſated holpitalles, 
with ſome parte of his owne polleſ; 

ſions, whiche he had purchaſed. 

CFinally the ſaied foure hoſpttalles _ 

within rhe ſpace of one pere were bu⸗ 
tlded on the riuer of Zyber, in the 
moſt ample and maguifike faction: ſa 
that all the chaumbꝛes of the ſicke 

people were ſo made, 5 the _

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ok theim were tenne feete aboue the 
grounde , and diſtant one from an o⸗ 
ther twentie fcete,cuerie chambꝛe Has 
uyug his baine, and freſhe water con⸗ 
uetghed into euerie one of theim by a 
cundite, their places of caſement o⸗ 
uer the riuer, the wyndowes lipng 
noꝛth and noꝛtheaſt, the floozes of 
reat thicke plankes cloſe ioigned. 
3 n the nether ſtoꝛie were the ſellers, 
arders, wardꝛopes, and ſuche other 
offices. At the ſouthe ſide were like 
many chambꝛes, the windowes ope⸗ 
ned towarde the noꝛthe:the kitehins 
. and lodgepnges of officers and mini⸗ 
ſters, whiche ſhoulde ſerue the ſicke 
men, were at the weaſt ende. At the 
eaſt ende, hauyng a pꝛoſpecte into the 
noꝛthe, was the ware houſes, whiche 
ſerued koꝛ medicines: to theim were 
loigned the logeynges of the apotts 
caries, phiſicions, and ſurgeons, and 
they were right faire and honeſtlie 
furniſſhed. 
C Ht nolelle magniftcence were the 
two hoſpitals in the citee, but rather 
moꝛe coſtely, wherbp the beaultie of 
Kome was much augmented. 1 7 
. thyn⸗ 
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| tyynges beyng ſtablicbe d. the ſenate, 

toke on theim the gouernãce ot them, 

appoinctyng tuety pere by lotte.x.ſe⸗ 

natouts to be thereof ſurueiours and 

controllers of all the officers and o⸗ 
ther miniſters. And the ſame ſenato: 


toumpt openly to the Tribunes and 
| people, of the implofment of euerts 
T' parcell of the ſated revenues. And ik 
any were found in arrerage, he ſhuld 
be compelled immedtately' to paie to 
the trea loꝛie of the ſated hoſpitalles, 
koure times as much as the arrerage 
amounted to. Finally, ſo much com⸗ 
moditee happened vuto the citee of 
Rome by the ſaied hoſpitalles and oz 
ther oꝛdinances befozereherſed, that

| | kickenelle was percetued to be in the 


citee, noz idell perſoue: by occaſion 
wherok a great part ot the chambꝛes 
tn the ſated hoſpitalles were vacant, 
and muche of che reuenues were (az 
ued:whiche bepng b2ought to the cd⸗ 
mon treaſourte,afterwarde eaſed the 
people of taxes in time of warre, to 
their no littie comtoꝛt = qutetnelle.

ok his retgne, in as muche as he ret- 
gned but. xiii. yeres and. ix. daies, 
he did almoſt none other thyng, but 
cũ tinualſy fit with his counſatlours, 
whiche were neuer fewer than fiftie 
men excellent in lernyng and vertue, 
traictyng and deniſyng thyuges er- 
pedient foꝛ the wealepublike. And 
by the exaumple of zuguſtus the ems 
perour, he repoꝛted tothe whole Se⸗ 
nate ones in a moneth, ſuche thyn- 
ges, whervpon they were concluded, 
with the pꝛinctpall reaſons wbichẽ 
therto induced theim: whiche ik the 
moze * ot the Senate mon 


. 
liked. than were the pꝛouillous 02 022 
dinaunces deutſed, by they: ſentence 
appꝛoued, and tncontinently enacted 
and publiſhed. And to the entent ve 
would not haue his labaurs, and the 
auctoꝛitee of the ſenate fruſtrate by 
the lacke ok execuctou, Motwithſt au⸗ 
dyng that he had many eſptalles (as 
J ſated befo:e) to awatte the defauz 
tes of offtcers, be vſed many times to 
diſguiſe bym ſelte in diuerte ſtraunge 
factons, as ſomettme in the habite of 
a ſchooler of phitokophte, comen out 
of Brece, and ſpeakyng notbyng but 
Streeke,which he did moſt exquiſite⸗ 
ly:ofteutymes ltke a.merthant, come 
out of Synta,.o2 Perſia, Whiche bay 
than but one l3guage, and that ſpake 
the emperour. naturally, fo: as mus 
che as he was boznetn Syꝛia. And 
hauyng with vym one oz two men of 
that countrei, whiche he did counter⸗ 
tatte, he line a ſehodler : oz ſeruaunt 
woulde one date baunte one parte of 
the citee, an other date an other part: 
And moſt polittkely finde gccaſion to 
ſee the ſtate ot᷑ the people, with the in 
Duſtrie oz negligence of theim that 
* M tif were 
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wet officers, which p2ogrelſe he wold 
neuer diſcouer to ante man, hut onely 
to Alpiane, oz one oꝛ two moe of his 
moſt ſecret counſatlours oz ſeruaun⸗ 
tes, neither be toꝛe that he beganne it, 
uoꝛ after:and to theim that accompa⸗ 
nied bym, he commaunded, that they 
ſhoulde kepe it euer ſecrete, as they 
woulde auopde his moſte greenouſe 
diſpleaſure. And in deede, duryng his 
like, it was by them neuer diſcouered, 
But ſometyme. he coulde not. ſo eſ⸗ 
cape unknowen, but. that be wag 
ſometpme percetued , but dꝛeadyng 
bis Beritks ep that mette-with 
P2M, , and knew hym, durſte not ſa⸗ 
te hym, o make any Tigne pfktiows 
agevntobym, But whan that they 

ad diſcloſed it, all they that yearde 
it, examined theyꝛ owne actes: and 
all they , whiche at that tyme bad 
dooen any thyng wo2thy to be repꝛo⸗ 
ned, liued in dzeade, ioking to be ther⸗ 
n ze cozrected, oz at the leaſt waies 
blamed: £antrartwtſe, they whiche 
had dooen ante thyng wozthie com⸗ 
mendacion, tone meruatlouſe com⸗ 


en not, ee let 
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actes ſhoulde either with benefite, oꝛ 
with the emperours pꝛeiſes he ſhoꝛte⸗ 
tp rewarded: whervnto ſoone after 
was added to p2ofite, either in ſome 
office,02 in other yerely reuenues. 
¶ Atter that he had reduced the citee 
to this honoꝛable ſtate, he than by the 
aduiſe ot his moſte diſcreate counſai⸗ 
lours, ones 0: twiſe in the weeke, vſed 
to ſolace out of the citee, with a great 
companie with hym ok honourable 
perſonages . Fo he neuer ſhewed 
bym ſelte openly as emperour, but 
with a great and honoꝛable p:eſence, 
aboue ante other kyng of the woꝛlde: 
all be it, than he expꝛeſſed a meruai⸗ 
louſe familiaritee to all men indiffe- 
rently, that liſted to appzoche hym, 
without repulſe to any man beyng in 
boneſt veſture, and not diſeaſed wit 
tnfectiue ſickeneſſe. | : 

C In this ſolaſyng he hunted the 
harte, the wilde boꝛe, and ſuche as be Hun⸗ 
called Alces, bzought fo2 the nones tyng. 
out of the great wobddes of Germa⸗ 
ny, which be in quantitee higber and 1 
longer than anie oxe. De hunted alſo 
oftentymes the beare but that was 

litt onely

onelie whan be was in the partes 
where thei were bzedde,ſatiyng; T6at: 
foꝛaſmuche as the Beare was of his nature 
a denourer of cattell, he deſired not to aue 
of that kynde iu thoſe places, where catt ell

¶ In huntyng theſe deaſtes, he ſomes: 
time on hoꝛſbacke pꝛoued his ſtrẽgth. 
ſomtimes ſhootyng, otherwhiles ca⸗ 
ſtyng at them tauelins, which ſerued 
fo2 that purpoſe. Oktentpmes he 
onely behelde other ponge gentilmen 
buntyng, which he deuided into ſun⸗ 
dꝛie companies, and appoincted ta 
them a number certaine of arowes oz 
iauelins, to the intent that one ſhould 
not be moꝛe exerciſed, oꝛ take moꝛe ſo⸗ 
Lace in huntyng than an other. | 
C The lions, libardes, tygers, pan⸗ 
thers, and otber like ſtraunge and fu⸗ 
riouſe beaſtes, be had in great num⸗ 
bꝛes, whiche were kepte onelie to the 
intent that at certaine tymes in the 
Amphitheatre, and other like places 
in the citee, oꝛdeined to the purpoſe, 
the people mought take pleaſure in 
beholdpug them, and alſo ſeeing ſome 
ſuche deſperate perſons (as woulde 
aucys 
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auenture their liues) fight with ſome 
of the ſCaied deaſtes, 02 one beaſte to 
fight with an other But neuer 
woulde he lette anie gentilman Kos 
maine to dooe any ſuche battalle, ſat⸗ 
vng, That be eſtemed none ſo kittell, that 
Ge woukde put hym in dauuger, foꝛ ſuche a 
Beaff, whoſe Bodie beyng dead, was nothing 
profitable. 
¶ He toke alſo pleaſure to hunte the 
falowe dere, the roe, and the hare 
with grethoundes,tnfo2cing hishoꝛſe 
(wherin he muche delited) to geue as 
mante tournes to the game that he 
bunted , as the greihoundes choulde 
dooe. And (it that paſtime hauyng to 
euerp beaſt of venery but two dogges 
at the moſte, he cõtended with many 
other ponge gentilmen on ho:fbacke, 
whiche were by hym ſelfe onelie ap⸗ 
pointed, to ſhew him ſelte moſte deli 
uer and redie to incountre and checke 
the game at the moſte aduauntage: 
wherin was a right pleaſaunte and 
alſo p2ofitable exerciſe, ſhewyng a 
viſage oz repꝛeſentacid of a ſkyzimifh 
in warres, ſpectallie whan he hunted 
the harte, and _ beaftes named Al- 

W v ces. 
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tes. Fox than there required to be 
ſhewed muche ſtrengthe and hardi⸗ 


neſſe, and in the purſuite labour and 
peinetfulneſſe. Und in this ſolace 
be vſed muche pꝛudence. Foꝛ they 
whiche one date hunted with bym, 
Houlde not hunte the next date, bur 
behol de other hunting, and marke dis 
ligently the lacke ot theim that hun⸗ 
ted in to muche haſte oꝛ ſlowneſſe, to 
the intent that thet mought refrayne 
ſuche dekaute And they that dyd 
beſte, were pꝛaiſed. And by hym that 
was the pꝛouoſt of huntung, it was 
regeſtred in the emperours pꝛeſence, 
bowe many tymes euerp man was 
commended , to the intent that as 
roumes of capitaines and petite ca⸗ 
pitaines were voide in any of the em⸗ 

erours gariſons, the whiche in the 

ated huntynges were iudged moſte 
actite, if other good maners were in 
them kounden acco2dpng , ſhoulde be 
p:eferred to ſuche roumes after their 
merites. But alwaie this good em⸗ 
perour had a vigtlant reſpect to the 
fotirme of they? liuynges , and ad⸗ 
uaunced noman ſodeinelie, but with 


longe 
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longe deliberacion and good aduiſez 
Cmoꝛeouer not withſtandpng his 
1 oꝛ other recreacion, he neuer 

olde lette ante date paſſe, without 
eſther conſultyng ſome thyng foz the 
weale publike, oꝛ geuyng ſome true 
ſentence in iudgement, 02 readpng 
ſome place in good authoꝛs, to aug⸗ 
ment his wiledome , 02 w:tryng ſome 
ſtoꝛie oꝛ other thpng worthy remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce: he was ſuche anigarde of 
time, that he was meruatlouſly gree- 
ued, ik heſpente ante date in ſolace 


without dooing of any of thoſe thyn⸗ 


ges that J haue reherſed. Not with⸗ 
ſtand pug that in the meane tyme, all 
the affaires of thempire were treated 
and oꝛdꝛed by men aſſured good and 
fatthfull,whom he knew well wolde 
not be cozrupted. And whan nede 
requpꝛed, he heatde matters befoz2e it 
was date, and pꝛolonged the tyme 
vntill it were late and within night. 
And pet not withſtandpng he neuer 


ſhewed countenaunce of werynelle, Placabt 
ne to be in ante parte frowarde 02 an- litee, 


grie: but had alwaie one maner of 
i viſage 
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vifage, and tu all thinges ſeemed mes 
rie and pleaſaunt, 3 | 

' C Undoubtedly he was of an excel⸗ 
tent p2udence, as in whom no man 
coulde finde any lacke, and of ſo rea⸗ 
die a witte, that if any man merilte 
wold taſte hym with a pꝛeatie taunt, 
he ſhoulde ſhoꝛtelp percetue, that be 
vnderſtode hym. 

C After the commune affatres, as 
well ciuile as merctall, he gaue the 
moe part of his ſtudie to the reading 
of Breeke authours, readyng the bo⸗ 
kes ot᷑ Mlato ot᷑ a publike weale. 
And whan he would reade any latine 
bokes, he radde ſpectally the bokes of 
Tullie, of a publike weale, and alſo 
bis offices. Sometpmes he radde o⸗ 
ratours and poetes: amonge whom 
was Serenns Ammonicus, whom he 
knew and fauoured, and alſo Þo2 ace. 
He radde muche the life of the great 


Flexan? Alexander, whom ſpectally he folo- 
der Ma wed , notwithſtandyng he abhoꝛred 


his d2unkenneſfe and crueltee. Alt 
be it, the one and the other is defen⸗ 
ded Eercuſed by ſome good authoꝛs: 
whom oftentimes the emperour =

C After his ſtudie he applied hym 
| ſeite to wꝛaſtlyng, rennyng, oꝛ thꝛow⸗ 
png ok the balle moderateip. 
C After his exerciſe, hauyng his bo⸗ 
die anoputed with pꝛeciouſe and hol⸗ 
ſome opnctmentes (as it was at that 
time the vſle) he entred into a batne oz 
ſtew not hotte, where he tarted ſome⸗ 
1 tyme by the ſpace of one houre , not 
[ onely to waſſhe hym, but alſo to ex⸗ 
| etcile hym ſelte in ſwimmpng. Ind 
whan he was come out ot the baine, 
be woulde eate a good quantitee of 
milke, ſo pped with fine manchet,and 
a fewe egges,+ therto wold he dꝛinke 
methe:and taking this foꝛ his bꝛeak⸗ 
faſte, ſometyme he woulde dine alſo: 
And oftenty mes he ablicigned vntill 
ſupper. 
¶ Alwate at after noone he applied 
the tyme to ſignyng and readyng of 
letters and billes, they whiche were 
called remembꝛauncers, ſtandpng az 
bout bym : And it by the reaſon of 
ſickenelle oꝛ age it were petnefull foz 
ttepm to ſtande, ye cauſed theim to 
| ſit downe, aud made the lecretaries, 
G2 
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oꝛ clerkes to reade the ſated letters 07 
billes vnto theim: The emperour haz 
upng alwate a penne, with his owne 
bande added to, that which was ne⸗ 
ceſarte: but that did he by the aduiſe 
oꝛ ſentence that ſeemed beſt 02 moſte 
conuenient. Whan he had peruſed 
all theſe thynges, all his friendes 
were leat in together, and who that 
UK mought freely and boldely ſpeake 
than vnto hym: and he mertlp and 
comfo:tablte gaue eare vnto theim , 
All be tt, he woulde heare no man a⸗ 
lone, without his great maiſter, or 
Ulpian the lawier, and ſach as were 
aſſociate with hym in ſome ſpectall 
cauſe of iuſtice: but pet he neuer tal⸗ 
ked with any of thepm, but that he 
cauſed Ulptan alſo to be pꝛeſent. In 
this foꝛme this noble emperour paſs 
ſed his time, entrelacyng therwith 
other maner of ſolace, 
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WT How the emperour Alexander, at the 
- requeſt of his mother Mammea, ſene 
koꝛ the molt excellent clerke Dziz 
gene: and of digerſe notable 
ſentences ſpoken bp the 
ſame emperour , conz 
cernpng the recei⸗ 
uing of Chzi⸗ 
Ken kaieth. 
Ca. xxv. 


T this tyme there was in the 
A cite of Akexandzia in Asgppte _— 


a man erceilent in all maner of 
leacupng, and therwith wonderfull 
eloquent tn the greeke tounge, whoſe 
name was Adamantius Origenes, in 
ſo muche as whan he was but of the 
age of. rvitt. petres, he was in all 
the liberall ſciences, and in philoſo⸗ 


phie learned exactip aboue all mens 


eſttmacton, he was ſonne of one Leo⸗ 
nidas, who fo: the chziſten fetth was 
beheaded. 

¶ Alco this Oꝛigene was chꝛiſtened, 
and from his tendꝛe age moſte perkit⸗ 
Ip dꝛought vp in the rules of that res 
Aigton, which he alwaie moſt 8

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obſerued, as well in all kyndes of ab 
ſtinence, as in example of humilitee, 
and contempt of thynges woꝛldelp. 
He was fo: his great learnyng and 
ſeueritee of life, appointed by the bi⸗ 
chop of chꝛiſten men in Alexandꝛia, to 
pꝛeache and erpounde the bokes, wht 
che they called the Bible: by occaſi⸗ 
on wherof he dzew a great numbꝛe of 
people daielie to the ſated. chziſten 
feith: whiche although the emperouc 
Alexander knewe, after he dpd per⸗ 
cesue, that thei were, exquiſite folows 
g of vertue, and peace, he woulde 
not ſuffer that any of theim ſhoulde 
be appꝛehended o2 puniſhed : but had 
theim in great admiracion and reues 
rence, 
C Thefame of this great clerke Oꝛi⸗ 
gene came to the eares of Mammea 
the emperours mother: who (as ſome 
men ſuppoſed) was all readie per⸗ 
ſwaded to imbꝛace that pꝛofeſſion. 
Wher koꝛe to be the moꝛe perfectly in⸗ 
ſtructed therin, ſhe molt affecttonatez 
ly. coueited the pꝛeſence of the (ated 
£O2tgene. And therfo:e ſhe awaicyng 
PG came to themperour bir 
E . .ſoonne,

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tonne, and deſired him, that hewold 

ſende fo2 the ſaide O2tgene , whoſe 
famorſſe learnynge was onely by te- , 

pvzt knowen vnto hym. To the whi⸗ 

che requeſt he eaſtly graunted. And 

he hym ſelfe indiced letters to be di- 

rected to Alexander, than beyng the 

biſhop of chꝛiſten men in Akepandzia, 
the tenour wherof hereakter enſueth. 
Alexander emperour Auguſtus ec. arg, ſes⸗ 
to Alexander the chiete bichoppe of ters ot 
Chꝛiſttans in the great citee of Atex⸗ glexan⸗ 
and2ta, well to dooe. The tame ot der the 
the vertue and wonderfull-learnyng Empe⸗ 
of Adamantius Origenes por great our 
philoſophier, ſoundeth continualip in 
our cates, whiche maketh vs deſt- YL 
rouſe to beholde and here him, whoſe 075% 
name contendeth in honourable re- 70. f 
noume with our imperiall mateſtee. 
we notwithſtandpyng not enuiyng his

But with great 
diſficultee mought he perſwade hynm 
to take that tourney, allegeyng by dis 
uerſe argumentes, that it ſhoulde be 
moꝛe neceſtarie, that he continued his 
pꝛeachynges e leſſons where a great 

arte of the peo ple were all redie in⸗ 

ourmed in the chꝛiſtian feithe, and 


daieip increaſed, and wared defirous 
öl the interpꝛetacion of diuine miſte⸗ 
ries, than to go to the citee of Rome, 


where. abounded all vice, pꝛide and 
tyꝛannie, and there to ſowe pꝛeciouſe 
ſeedes, as it were in the lande, 92 fo

¶ vet finally whan the biſhop and o⸗ 
ther ſage perſonages had credibly in⸗ 
toꝛmed hym of the moſt excellent vers 
tues ot the emperour Alexander, and 
in what ſoꝛt he had re foꝛmed the tate 
of the citee ot Rome, he condeſcended 
to goe thither. Whiche beyng inti⸗ 
mate vnto the Pꝛouoſt of Aegypt: be

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maundment) pꝛouided foꝛ him a ſhip. 
with all thyuges neceſſarte vnto his 
idarney, And becauſe he beheld hym 
ſimplie apparatled, he oꝛdeined foz 
bym ſundꝛie garmentes in the moſte 
houeſt ſoꝛt that philoſophiers than v⸗ 
ſed: But Oꝛigene woulde ust reteiue 
any part therok, not ſomuche as ho⸗ 
ſen oꝛ ſhowes, but lyke as he alwaie 
accuſtomed to goe from his childhode 
(that is to ſaie, in a ſingle garment of 
clothe, and barefooted) ſo went he to 
Rome. 
¶ And whan at his arriual there wer 
bzought vnto him a mule and acha⸗ 
riote, to ride on the whiche he beſt li⸗ 
ked: he anſweared : That be was mu⸗ 


che leſſe thau his maiſter Chꝛiſt, wbich rode 


But one daie in his kife, and that was on a 
ſelie aſſe mare: Wöberfoꝛe he would not 
ride, evcepfe he were ſicke oz decrepite: ſo 
tat his legges mought uot ſcrne him to go. 
¶ The emperour and his mother he⸗ 
ryng of the compng of Oꝛigene, cau⸗ 
ſed him to be bzought tn they: pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, where be accoꝛdyng to his du⸗ 
tie right humble ſaluted the empe⸗ 
rour knelyng, but the emperour with

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moſt gentill countenaunce embꝛaced 
hym, aud inkoꝛced hym co ſtande on 
bis feete » Semblablte the empe⸗ 
rours mother deuoutelp ſaluted him, 

reioiſyng muche ok his pꝛeſence. 
C Wyan the emperour had bebolden 
his natiue grauitee, and moſt aſſured 
countinaunce, he in his berte iudged 

him to be a reuerende perſonage. 
Than demaunded he of hym, what 
thyngihe pꝛofeſſed. De aunſwered: 
Beritee Neritee. Themperour aſked of hym, 
what he ment therby. He ſapde: It 
was the woozde ofthe lpupng god, 
whiche was infallible. The empe- 
rour aſked , whiche was the liuyng 
god, and why he lo called hym . ©- 
tigene aunſwered: That he dpd put 
that diſtinction foz a difference from 
theim, whom men beyng longe dꝛow⸗ 
Aiuyng ned in etrour, did call they2 goddes, 
God. whom they conkeſſe to be ones moꝛ⸗ 
| fall, and to haue died: but the god, 
whom hep2eached, was euer liuyng, 
and neuer died, and is the Iyfe of all 
thynges that be, lpke as he was the 

̃teatour ot theym , Fe» 

¶ And whan the emperour had re⸗ 
| Auired 
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quired htm to declare the .vnitec of 
God the creatour, he denoutely lik⸗ 
tyng vp his eies, after a ſhoztemedt- 
tacion, with an incomparable and 
moſt compendiouſe eloquence, fooꝛth⸗ 
with opened that miſterie in ſuche 
wile, that as well to the emperour 
and his mother, as to all other ſtan⸗ 
dyng about them (of whom J Eu⸗ 
colpius moſte happilie was one) it 


ſeemed, that we were brought out of 


a longe ſlepe, and than dpd we ſee 
thynges as they were in deede, and 
that whiche befoꝛe we eſteemed and 


Honoured, were but vaine dꝛeames 


and imagin actions. yet the emperour 
after a littell pauſe, ſayde vnto Sꝛi⸗ 
gene, that he muche meruailed, why 
men of ſuche wonderfull knowlage, 
ſhoulde honour fo: God, a man that 
was cructifted: beyng but of a pooze 
aſtate and condicion. W noble em⸗ 
perour (ſapde Ozigene) Conſider 
what honour at this pꝛeſent tyme the 
wile Athentenſes yet doe to the nanie 
and image ot Lod2zns, they: laſt king 
of Athenes, fo2 as muche as at the 
tyme that warte was made by the 

N ii two 
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two people called Peloponenſes, and 


Doꝛie nſes, againſt the Athenienſes, aun⸗ 
ſwere was made to theim, whiche 
counſatled with Apollo at Delphoa, 
that the Pefoponenſcs and Doꝛienſes (tf 
they ſlewe not the kynge of Jthenes) 
ſhoulde haue the victozie. Wherok 
Cod ꝛus hearyng, pꝛeferryng the late⸗ 
garde of his people bekoꝛe his owne 


life, toke on hym the garmentes otf a 


Claue, and bearyng on his ſhoulder a 
burdeine of ſtickes, went to the hoſte 
of the enemies, and there of a purpoſe 
quarelyng with ſome of theim, and 
in the pzeaſe hurtyng one with his 
knife, be was by hym, whiche was 
Harte, ſtrtken thzough the bodie and 
Clapne:by occaſion wherof, after that 
it was percetued and knowen of the 
enemies, they veyng confuſed, reiſed 
their campe and departed .. . Aud 
foz this cauſe the Athenienſes, haue 
cuer fens had the name of Codzus in 
reuerente, and as all men doe thinke 
woꝛthily and not without reaſon. 

Now than to conſider moſt excellent 
prince, howe muche inoze wooꝛthie, 
with what greatter reaſon andbounz 
den du⸗ 
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den duelle ougyt we and all men to 
honour Chꝛiſte, beyng the ſoonne of 

od, and god, who not onely to pꝛe⸗ 
erue mankpnde from daunger of the 
deuill, his aunctent enemte, but alſo 
to deliuer man out of his darke and 
ſtinkyng dungeon of errour, beyng 
ſeat by god the father from the high⸗ 
eſt heauens, willyngly tofie on hym 
the ſeruile garment of a moztall bo⸗ 
die, and hidyng his mateſtee, lined 
vnder the viſageof pouertee, and fi- 
nally, notofhis enemtes immediate⸗ 
ly, but much moze againſte reaſon, of 
his owne choſen people the Jewes, 
vnto whom he had extended bene⸗ 
fites innumerable, and after his tem⸗ 
pozall natiuitee were his naturall 
people and ſubiectes, he quareliyng 
with theim, by declarpug vnto theim 
they: abuſes, and pꝛicking them with 
condygne rebukes, at the laſt he was 
not claine with fo eaſte a deathe as 
Lodzus was, but in molt cruell faction 
was (courged vntill no place in his 
bodie was without woundes: and 
than had a crowne of long and ſharpe 
tho:nes ſette and pzeſſed on his head.

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and after longe tourmentes and def" 


pites, he was conſtreigned to beare 
an heauie croſſe, wheron afcerwarde 
bothe his handes and feete were nai⸗ 
led with longe and great naples of 
pꝛon: and the croſſe with his naked 
and blouddie bodie beyng likte vp on 
height, was lette fall with violence 
into a moꝛtaiſe, that ali his ioynctes 
were diſſolued.

Foz what 
maketh pou bolde fo affirme , that 
Yeſus, whiche in this wile was cructs 
fied, was the Coonneof god and god, 
as ye haue called hym 2 Sfr (ſayde 
NO2tgene) (ufficient teſtemony, whiche 
of ail creatures reaſonable ought to 
be beleued, and koꝛ the moſt certapne 
p:ofe to be allowed. What teſtimo⸗ 
ny is that, ſaide the emperout: True⸗ 
die, ſatde Oꝛigene, it is in dyuerle 
thynges, F ypꝛſte the pꝛomiſe of god, 
by whom all this wozlde was made. 
Aldo by his holy ſpirite ſpeakyng by 
the mouthes of pꝛophetes, as well 
Hebꝛewes as Greekes, and other, 
whom ye call Vates, and Sybillas. 
Zby2dly by the natiuitee of geſus of 
a pure virgine without carnall com⸗ 
panie of man: the moſte pure and

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cleatie fourme of his liuyng without 
ſinne: his doctrine diuine and cele⸗ 


fitall: bis miracles moſt wonder tali 


and innumrable, all grounded on 
chatitee onely without oſtentacton:. 


his vndoubtfull and perfeet reſurrec⸗ 

cion the thirde date atter he was put 

Howe to death: his gloztouſe aſcencion vp 

manie vnto heauen in the pzefence and light 

were at of ftue hundꝛed perſons, whiche were 

the alcẽ⸗ vertuouſe and of good credence. Al⸗ 

tion of ſo the gift ot the holy goſt, tn ſpeaking 

Lhziſte, all maner of languages, and inter⸗ 

p2etyng ſcripture, not onely by him 

ſelfe, but alſo afterwarde. by his a⸗ 

poſtles and diſciples, andgeuen to o⸗ 

ther by impoſicion of they: handes. 

And all theſe thynges oꝛdinarily fo⸗ 

lowed accs2ayng vnto the ſapde pꝛo⸗ 

miſes and pꝛopheſies. J omitte ta 

ſpeake of the conkeſſion of diuelles, 

whiche by Jeſus, and his opoſtles in 

his name, were caſte out of people, 

whiche were obceſfed-, The ozacles 

and anſweres of thepm, whom ye vn⸗ 

truely call goddes, dooe remapue in 
confirming this teſtimonie. | 

Cwban Oꝛigene had ſaide all Gs. 
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he kooꝛzthwith began there, and diſs 
cloſed the aun weres of Apoffo made 
at Defpbos , affirmpng Jeſus to bee 
Bod. Afterwarde he recited and ves 
clared the prꝛophecies as well ofthe 
Mebzues as of the Spbilles and o⸗ 
ther. Laſt the pꝛomiſe ot god vnto 
the Patriarkes, by the whiche it ma⸗ 
nifeftlp appeared, that Jeſus was 
Chꝛiſt and god: and that by bis tem⸗ 
poꝛall nattuttee he was kynge of Iſ⸗ 
racf? 2 and that the Jewes were his 
naturall ſubiectes. Whiche decla⸗ 
racton of Oꝛigene was ſo euident and 
plaine, and ſec fooꝛth with fuch wõ⸗ 
der full eloquence, deuocton, and ler⸗ 
nyng, that it perſwaded the empe⸗ 
rour and diuers other, whiche than 
were pꝛekente, whereof J Eucolpius 
was one, to embꝛace the piokeſſton of 
Chꝛiſtes feithe and doctrine: fo2 the 
whiche J geuemoſt humble thankes 
vnto god, by whole onely grace J 
was called. And fo2 that tyme the 
emperout gaue licence to Ozigene to 
retourne vnto Jlerandztia: Foz as 
mache as he durſte not attempte to 
vubliſche the chziſten feithe by his 

| auctozts 
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auctoꝛitee, the perſecucion of chꝛiſten 
men beynge but late ceſſed, and thep 
beyng pet odfoule tothe Senate and 
people. Notwithſtandpug in his 
pꝛyuie cloſet he had the images of 
Cbꝛiſte, of Abꝛaham and of Mopſes, 
and beyng by him ſelfe he honoured 
one god, as I my ſelfe beyng often 
ty mes ſecret with him, dyd well per⸗ 
celine. And at the laſte he made re⸗ 


Lampꝛi queſt to the Senate, that there mougbt 


dius. 


be made a temple to Lhziſte : wher⸗ 
with thei all were ſoꝛe greued, and 
did obſttnately denie it, fatyng, that 
they had counſatſled with the goddes, 
of whom they had aunſwere, that if 


that were ſuffered, all men ſhoulde 


be chꝛiſtianes, and all other temples 
ſchoulde be made deſolate, Wherkoꝛe 
be ceaſſed his enterpꝛiſe. But alwap 
be was ſtudtouſe in the bokes of Chꝛi 
ſten men, and often tymes vſed they? 
Centences . As whan any man 
went out of the high wate, and wolde 
paſſe though an other mans groũde, 
b:eakyng his incloſure, and ridyng 
ouer his come oꝛ graſſe, if he percei⸗ 


,ued it, he woulde cauſe hym to be 


beaten 
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beaten with ſtaues o2 toddes in his 


pꝛeſente, after the qualitee of his treł⸗ 


pace:oꝛ it he were a man of honour oz 
woꝛſhip, he wolde geue to him great 
rebukes, and ſaie vnto him: Woldeſt 
thou haue that dooeu Into the, that tHon 
doeſt to an other? And whan a man was 
puntched, fo2 any ſuche treſpace, he 
woulde- caufe it to be openly pꝛoclai⸗ 
med: Thaf wß iche to top ſelfe tHon wol⸗ 
deft not aue dooen, dooe not in any wpſe 


vnto an other. Alſo whan cookesof the 


citee claimed a certayne place, which 
chꝛiſten men had, and his pleaſure 
was therin required, he wꝛate in his 


reſcripte, Jt were better that god were 


there Gononred in anie maner of facion, 
than that cookes ſhoulde haue thereof poſs 
ſeſſion . 

C Eucolptus wꝛiteth, that on a fyme 
He ſaied to hym, and co Phllippe his

out ſaiyng any thyng : and they . 
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The were with hym did alſo tbe ſem; 
blable. Wherkoze tye emperour at 
his retourne home to his palaice ins 
continente Diſcharged the father of 
the ſaied ponge man, out ot the Se=- 
nate, ſaiyng, that be was not wooꝛ⸗ 
thie noꝛ meete to be ot᷑ that reuerende 
compante, wherby the weale publike 
ought to be gouerned, and theempes 
rour hym ſeife to be chiefly counſai⸗ 
led, ſens he had ſo ill bzought vp his 
ſoonne; that not onelp he hym Cſelfe 
tacked hamanitee, and extended a 
more ſtately faction than perteined to 
bis degree, but alſo by his exemple 
cauſed them that were with hym, to 
embꝛace pꝛide, whiche is capitatne of 
vices , and chiete confounder of all 
C Soone after he ſent toꝛ the ſated 
pounge gentilman and his compani⸗

C This as it hapned the emperout 
beholdyng, toke therewith a vehe⸗ 
ment diſpleaſure , beeyng therfo2e ſo 
angrie, as erſt he was neuer. Wher⸗ 
foze he cauſed the (ated communers 
to be kepte in ſautegarde, and ſtreict⸗ 
Iy commaunded, that nothyng that 
was dooen ſhoulde be reherſed, vntill 
be had further declared his pleaſure. 
And kooꝛthwith he lent fo: the Pꝛo⸗ 
uoſte and Tribunes, and tequired 
theim to ſende their miniſters to lum⸗ 
mon all the communers of Rome be- 
png men, to be the ſecounde date fo- 
lowpng in the Theatre of Pompei, 
where theemperour in his owne per⸗ 


Lone woulde alſo be pzeſente, and de- 
W clare 
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clare to thetm thynges concernpng 

the moſte daungerouſe ate of the 
weale publike. 

C Zbe emperours commaundement 

accoꝛdyngly was erecuted. And a 

haulte paſe made at the ende of the 


Theatre, where the emperour ſhould - 


ſitte in his mateſtee, that all the peo⸗ 
ple might plainelp beholde, and per⸗ 
fectly here hym. 

¶ Foꝛ the Theatre was a place made 


in the fourme of a bowe, that hath a ,, 


great bente. And in all the rounde 
part were many benches one behinde 
an other, and ouer an other (koꝛ it 
was narroweſt beneth, and vpwarde 
grew larger and larger) And there 
ſare al the people. At the ſtraite ende, 
which was to the other parte as the 
ſtryng tothe bowe, were the ſeates of 
the Senatours, and behinde theim of 
the gentilmen. 

¶ at the tyme appointed, t the people 
beyng in the Theatre, as they were 
comingunded, the emperour came, 
accompanyed onelte with the 4P20- 
uoſte and Tribunes, leaupng all his 
garde at the gate of the Thearee. 


Thea⸗ 
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At his compng all the people did rife, 
and with moſt topouſe acctamacions, 
did ſalute hym: but he contrarie to 
bis olde cuſtome, with a diſpleaſaunte 
countenance paſſed by theim. wherat 
thet were not a littell abaſhed, g with 
hertes fullof a louyng dꝛeade and cõ⸗ 
ſtant ſileuce, pꝛepared their eares to 
here attentifly, what the emperour 
wolde ſaie: who after he had long be- 
holdei the people, at the laſte with a 
graue countenaunte full of maieſtee, 
de lpake vnto theim as bcreafter fas 
lowety.- | 


CE The oꝛation of the emperoux Tlerader 
to the people of Rome. Cap. xxviit, 


UAe wote not how to beginne fo 
ſpcake vnto pou, fo2 we know 
not by what name we ſhall call 
pou.

A decreed, that the ſaide tommu⸗ 
ners ſhoulde be dep2tued of thepꝛ ly- 
bertee and name ot Komatns, and to 
be deliuered as bondemen vnto the 
ſaide gentilmen, with whom thei pꝛe⸗ 
ſumptuouſeip had contended, and ſo 
to remapne tn that ſtate, exce pte they 
redeeme theym ſelues by makyng the 
ſayde gentilmen, in poſſeſſions and 
moueables, better than they them ſel⸗ 
ues were, whan they contended — 


A Fter that themperour was re⸗ 
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deede the ſated communers were ve: 
rteriche men, (as well in ſubſtaunce 
mouable, as peerelp reuenues ) that 
doen, thei ſhould be ettſoones teſtoꝛed 
vnto their libertee, addpng therto, 
that it ſhoulde not de lee full vnto the 
ſaied gentilmen, to infranchiſe theim 
in any other condicton . Finally the 
ſated comuners abhoꝛryng ſeruttude, 
incontinent redeemed thepꝛ heades, 


_ acco2dyng to the emperours decrees. 


Wbiche exemple was founde after- 
warde ſo p2ofttable to the weale pu⸗ 
bltke, in reteinyng the ancient oꝛder, 
and reſtreignyng ſedicton, which bes 
fo:e that tyme now and than hapned, 
that it was thought of all men, that 
there was neuer decree oꝛ law made, 
that was moze beneficiall vnto the 
citee. And the emperour was ther⸗ 
toꝛe not onely feared, but alſo mo2e 
bonoured and loued of all the people, 
which were good cifeſins and chiefly 
fauoured the weale of their countret, 
C Litze ſeueritee he vſed to alt other 
ſtates, as partely it is befo2e reher⸗ 
ſed, and partely J will now b2tefely 
declare. He ſo heard —

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of ſouldtours againſt their capitai⸗ 

nes, that if he found any capitaine in 

fault, be puniſhed hym accoꝛdyng to 
the qualitee of the acte, without Fond 
poſe to pardone hymn. 

C Like auſteritce he vſed to doin 
. that ſerued hym in warres. Foz on 
Lampri a time whan he heard that one of thẽ 
dius. had doen wꝛonge to a pooꝛe olde wo⸗ 

man, he diſcharged hym ok his retei⸗ 
ner, and gaue hym to the woman to 
be hir bondman, that he bepng a car⸗ 
penter, ſhulde with his crafte and la⸗ 
outs telieue hir. And whan the re⸗ 
idue of the ſouldters were therwith 
greued, he perſuaded them to be ther⸗ 
ith contented, and did put theim in 
care to grudge at it. Oftentymes he 
diſcharged whole legions, neuer fea⸗ 
Tpig his armie, fo2 as muche as ne- 
uer man coulde repꝛoue bim, that in 
bis life any capitaine oz petite capi⸗ 
tatne toke oꝛ deteined anp thyng of 
their ſouldiours wages, Whan be 
came to the citecof Antioche, his men 
ok warre fell to wantonnelle, haun⸗ 
tyng womens baines, and other riot⸗ 
tous paſtimes: which beyng bꝛougbt 
C- : ro his 
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to his eare, he cauſed theim all to be 
appꝛehended and put in pꝛiſon, whi⸗ 
che beeyng knowen to theim, which 
were of the felowſhippe of thoſe that 
wete taken, they beganne to make a 
commocton: Zhan themperour went 
to the place ot iudgement, and cauſed 
the pꝛiſoners to bee b2zoughte befoꝛze 
him, the reſidue of men of warre ſtã⸗ 
dyng all armed about him. And than 
beganne he in this wiſe: Compani⸗ 
ons in armes (do that the actes of 
pour felowes dooe diſcontente you ) 
Zhediſctplineleftetovs by our aun⸗ 
cetours mainteineth and kepeth the 
weale publike, the whiche if it be let 
to decate, we ſhall loſe as well the 

name ok Romaines, as alſo the em⸗ 
pire. We mate not ſuffre thynges fo 
be dooen, which late were ſuppoꝛted 
by that vncleane beaſt Deltogabalus, 
The Romatne ſouldtours your fclo- 
wes , and my companions in warre, 
they haunt bzothelles, tauernes, and 
baines in the greke facton, and ther⸗ 
to one pꝛouoketh an other: ſhall 2 
ſuffre this any lenger, and not ſtrike 
ot therꝛ heades s Therwith aroſe a 

ITY O it great 
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great tumour and noiſe in the people. 
Than ſated he againe: ye that be 
Here, crie out whan it is neceſſarie in 
battaile againſt pour enemies, not a⸗ 
gainſt your emperour and ſoueraigne 
loꝛd. I dare ſat, your captains taught 
vou to vſe thoſe cries againſt the Þoz 
lones, Germaines, and Perſtans , 
not againſt hym that bath geuen to 
yon meate, liuerie, and wages. 
Ceaſſe therekoꝛe of pour terrible cri⸗ 
es, which onely beneceſſarie in warre 
and battatle, leaſt that J with one 
mouthe and one voice diſcharge pou 
Romaines: and pet J doubt whe- 
ther A maie ſo call yon. Fo2 pe 
be not wooꝛthie to be ot the people of 
Rome, ik pe knowe not the law of the 
KRomaines, And whan they cried 
lowder, and alſo menaced hym with 
their weapons, he eftſoones ſaied ta 
theim: Putte downe pour handes, 
whiche ik pe be valiaunt, pe ſhoulde 
a duaunce againſt pour ennemies: foꝛz 
theſe thynges dooe make me nothyng 
afearde . And if pe ſlea any man, 
the publike weale, the Senate, and

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bs. But whan thei bꝛauled and mur⸗ 
mured neuer the later, be cried to the 
with an high voice, ſalyng 2 Set you 
Hens Romaines, and put of pour harneis. 
CI wonderfull exemple, thei all put⸗ 
tyng of their harneiſe and ſonldiours 
cotes,departed euery man to his lod⸗ 
gepng. 

C There was it perceiued, how mu⸗ 
che his ſeueritee p2ofited. Than the 
emperours gard b2zought all the tans 
derdes into the campe, and the peo⸗ 
ple theim ſelfes bought all their ar⸗ 
mure to the emperours palatce. 
And the legion, which he bad diſchar 
ged,after that he was ſued vnto. xxx. 
dates befoze he wente towarde Per⸗ 
ſta, heeftefoones reſtoꝛed into his 
place, and by their pzowelle moſt ſpe- 
ctally, be afterwarde vanquiſhed his 
ennemies. Notwithſtandyng er he 
departed, he commaunded all the ca⸗ 
pitaines of the ſaied legion to be be⸗ 
beaded, becauſe that thꝛonghe their 
negligence , the ſouldtours paſſed 
'they2 tyme rtortouſelie in a place 
ok excellente pleaſure, called Daphs 
me , and had made the-ſediccon; they

chaſtiſed the pꝛide of the co n⸗ 
mon people ot Rome, as bekoꝛe is 
reherſed, he hym lelfe came into the 
Senate, and there declared the ſun⸗ 
Dꝛie inconuentences, which had hap⸗ 
ned, as well to the citee, as vnto the 
countreis there vnto ſubiecte, by the 
deteſtable pꝛactiſe of vlurie, which 
vtter lp repugneth againſt all huma⸗ 
nitee, charitee, and naturall beneuo⸗ 
lence, that ought to be amonge peo⸗ 
ple, that dooe liue in a mutuall con⸗ 
coꝛde: but moſte ſpecially amonge 
theim, whiche liue vader one obedi⸗ 
ence, vnder one law oꝛ policie. The 
inconueniences, whiche happened, he 
ſhewed tobe theſe. Firſt where the 
gentilmen, and the moe parte ot men 
of warre, were from their eradelles 
bzought vp tn idelneſſe, beyng nor ins

ſtructed in any occupacfon oꝛ ſcience, 
ſaulte onely in feates perteignyng to 
warre. In the tyme of peace and 
tranquillitee , oꝛ whan the warres bg 
not ſo greatte, that they require the 
whole purſTaunceof Rome, than they 
whiche be not ſent fooꝛth to battaile, 
ſome doe paſſe their tyme in daltance 
and bankettyng with wanton wo⸗ 
men, 02 at dice, and other char ziouſe 
ſolaſpng, oꝛ in bothe with the one and 
the other, ſhoztely conſumyng they: 
ſubſtaunce: Some dooe deltte in o⸗ 
ther exceſſiue pleaſures, as to. haue 
great and beaurifull houſes; large 
and ample oꝛchardes, and walkes its 
cloſed with high and ſtronge walles, 
great pondes and meeres, cornetighs 
png ther vnto by a longe diſtaunce the 
ſalte watre thꝛough rockes and inoſt- 
;Tatnes, and to haue in theim diuerſe 
ſtraunge kyndes of fiſſhes. In the 
whiche enterpꝛiſes, thei alſo haue not 
onelp conſumed their goodes and pas 
trimonie, but alſo the wooꝛke aboue 
thett expect ation, ferre exceding their 
power, tet haue been conſtreigned to 
.bozow great ſummes of money .... -:

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C Other there haue been, whiche of 
an ambictous courage, haue vſed pꝛo⸗ 
digallerpenſes,as well in continuall 
feaſtes and bankettes, as in diſtribu⸗ 
cions ot great ſummes of money az 
monge the people, andgeuyng great 
rewardes to co:rupre Senatours and 
other great officers , to atteine befo2e 
their time, 02 not beyng woozthie, to 
Come high place oꝛ dignitee : wherby 
thep beeyng bꝛoughte into pouertee, © 
haue been alſo conſtreigned to ſeeke 
helpe of other, to mainetaine theyz 
folie. All theſe perſones howe vn- 
pꝛotitahle thei be vnto the weale pu⸗ 
bltke, repoꝛte me vnto pou, fpectally 
if pe conlider alſo, that whan they 
haue boꝛowed ſo muche, and the ſums 
mes voꝛowed beeyng fo tncreaſed by 
vlurie that they be not onely in deſ⸗ 
peracion to bozow any moꝛe of theyꝛ 
creditours, but alſo in the Nate to be 
greeuouſly puniched accoꝛdyng to the 
lawes: than deſire they ſome altera⸗ 
cion iu the weale publike, than fiſcbe 


they out the ambiciouſe courages of

Zhpnkeyou, that they all will ener 
rematne in peace and tranquillitee: 
Dooe yon not knowe,, that all liupng 
thynges deſire liber tee, and mankind 
moſt ipectally ; Remembꝛe you — 
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that will conſkretgned , ſeketh euer 
oportunitee to lippe of his colar? 
Foꝛgette you , that almoſt peſterdaie 
the Mooꝛes began to rebell, and had 
ſhaken of their poke, had thei not ben 
guickely repꝛeſſed by Furius Cel ſus ? 
Aiſo the great countrey of Jllirta, 
from whence we haue our chiefe men 
of warre, made late a commocion, 
whiche had ben no ſmal daunger and 
loſſe to this empire: had thep not ben 
valtauntly and wiſely pacified and 
bzought in good oꝛder, by the noble 
capitaine Qarine Matrinus, kinſman 
vnto pour maieſtee moſt noble empe⸗ 
rour. Armenia was inperill to be 
loſt, if it had not been well defended 
by the p2owelle of Junius Pakinatus, 
And it is doubted of ſome , whether 
the Bermatns wil continue the leage 
that thep made with vs. It ts pꝛi⸗ 
nily muttered among the people that 
Artaxerxes kynge of Perſta , dooeth 
gather much people and treaſure, ins 
tending not onelp to ſubdue all Ar⸗ 
menia, but alſo the whole countrep of 
Aſia, vnto the ſea of Pꝛopontis, which 
deuideth Aſia from Europa, co 

| n 
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it in the auncient right of the bynges 
of Perſta. What other people will 
dooe, we be vncertaine: as vncertaine 
be we, what treaſure wil be ſufficient 
to furniſhe all tbynges neceſſarie a⸗ 
gainſt thoſe periltes, Ye we be not ſo 
ſure of our pꝛouinces and auncient 
- domintons, from whens we haue our 
perely reuenues,penſions, and tribu⸗ 
tes:but if other rebell, and pꝛeuatle 
againſt vs, (whiche the goddes foꝛ⸗ 
bedde) puiſſaunce failpug vs, & good 
fo:tune fozſakyng vs, it is to be ſup⸗ 
poſed, that they will rather pate no⸗ 
thyng than ought, be alſo gouerned 
rather by their owne countrey men, 
than by vs that he ſtraungers.

doubte not, but that it will lightlp 
palle t be inacted by all their vopces. 
¶ This oꝛacion and ſentence of Goꝛ⸗ 
diane was well commended, as well 
ot the emperour, as of all the ſenate, 
In concluſion, after a little debating, 
it was appoincted by the emperour,

CAfcer the ſapde acfe was p:oclats 
med th2zoughout Rome and Ftalte, 
the emperour callpug tohis remem⸗ 
hꝛauce, that the ſaydelaw was made 
onely foꝛ them, which hereafter ſhuld 
be tonſtreigned to boꝛowe, and that 
2K, Lift there 
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there were many at that tyme in dans 
ger, whom by that acte ſhoulde take 
no benef(te, he beyng moued with pi⸗ 
tee, cauſed ſodeinly ſerche to be made 
by the Cenſoꝛs, how manie were in 
the daunger ot vlurie. And than ſent 
be foz all the vſurers, and after that 
be had a little blamed theim koꝛ their 
auarice and ingratitude towarde 
thepꝛ countrep, at the laſte, alteryng 
bis countenaunce and ſpeeche vnto 
a moꝛe mildenelle, he deſired theym 
all at his contemplacion, to take foz 
that time their pꝛincipal ſumme that 
was boꝛowed, and clerely to remitte 
all the reſidue, pꝛomiſpug, that the 
money ſhoulde be paied to them out 
of his treaſure.” Whiche requeſt 
of the Emperour was  p2zonounced 
in ſo gentill a facion, that the cre⸗ 
ditoꝛs with one voice not onely grans 
ted vnto it, but alſo pꝛomiſed to re⸗ 
mitte part by his arbitrement, wheres 
be thought conucnient. whiche tbe 
_ emperour moſte thankefnlly takyng, 

gaue the creditours leaue to departe, 
commaundpnge theim to kepe the 
chyng lecrece, vntilt they knew *

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of his pleaſure. 
CThancommannded he, that all ſu⸗ 
che as were tonne in the daunger of 
vſurie, ſhould be warned to come be⸗ 
koꝛe hym, not at one date o2 tyme, but 
firſt they, whiche were reputed and 
knowen to bee men of honeſtie, and 
by ſome miſaduenture were bought 
vnto pouertee. And beyng truely 
certified, what gooddes o2 landes 
they had in poſſeſſion, be remembꝛed 
to theim what pertll thet were in, and 
lamented the ſtate of the citee, that 
the gentilmen, by negligence oꝛ lacke 
of good houſebandꝛie, ſhoulde be in 
bondage and capttuitee vnto the com⸗ 
muners, whiche ought to be inkeri⸗ 
ours to thepm, and dooe to theim re⸗ 
uerence. O apde he, where is the 
noble courage of Romukus pꝛogenie? 
Who foloweth Quincius, Pußbkicoka, 
CTurius, Fabzitius, noble Senatours⸗ 
Whiche after that they bad vain⸗ 
quiſſbed pꝛinces, and atchieued ſun⸗ 
dꝛie great victoꝛies, been diuerle ti- 
mes Conſules and Dictatours, the 
digheſt dignitees within this citee, 
they liued ſo moderately, that rather 
R v than 
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than they woulde be ſubtectes fo the 
auarice of other, thet chaſe to liue in 
pooꝛe houſes of huſbandꝛie out of the 
citee, with a potte full of woztes, and 
ſuche a ſmall a pttaunce fo: theim and 
their wiues, as now our ſeruauntes 
woulde dildeigne to be fedde with. 
And leſt abundance at any time ſhuld 
pꝛouoke them to liue moꝛe delicately, 
thep refuſcd not onely great ſummes 
of money ſent to theim by ſtrangers, 
but allo poſſeſſions offered thepm by 
the Senate and people, foꝛ their inde⸗ 
_ and labours about the weale pu- 
IRQs 

¶ Thus J Cate vito you, whom al- 
though mifaduenture, oꝛ charges in⸗ 
koꝛced, baue erhauſt ſome oꝛ the moꝛe 
parte of pour ſubſtaunce oz patrimo⸗ 
nie, pet haue pe not ther foꝛe abated 
pour diete, noꝛ abſteigned from plea⸗ 
ſures, noꝛ miniſhed pour familie: but 
without vſyng good huſband2ie, and 
without circumſpection, haue contra⸗ 
ry to the laide honourable ſenatours, 


choſcn rather to ſpende your olde age 


iu miſerie, and to be in bondage vnto 
your lnferiours, than pe wald reteine 
| in capti⸗ 
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in captiuitee pour wanton appetites. 
¶ But here, whan the emperour per- 
ceiued, that they were aſhamed and 
made heute countenaunce, than ſaide 
he vnto theym : Would pe not gladly 
be efteſoones at libertee, at the leaſt 
waie out of the daunger of vſurie * 
Thep with a votce moſte lamentable 
aunſweared ; Ye noble emperour . 
Will ye (Cated be) with good wyll 
pate to pour creditours the pꝛincipall 
duetie, haupng time conuenient, that 
it mate be lenied of your poſſeſſions, 
baupng lefte vnto you ſome poꝛcion 
to liue on? Thei aunſweared:. ye 
noble pꝛince, elles were we vnhappie. 
Notwithſtandyng among them were 
ſome, and not manp, whiche had not 
lekte either gooddes oz poſſeſſions to 
pate the whole duetie. Than the em⸗ 
perour withdꝛue hym into his cham⸗ 
bꝛe, and cauſed theym feuerally to be 
bꝛought vnto hym one akter an other, 
and acco2ding to their ſubſtaunce in 
poſſeſſions oꝛ mouables, he rated the 
to pate of the pꝛincipall debte, ſome 
all, ſome moꝛe, and ſom leſſe. And 
becauſe they had not the money than 

readie, 
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redie, he pꝛomiſing to diſcharge them 
of the ſaide paiementes by their con⸗ 
ſentes, aſſigned to theim, whiche had 
polleſſions, two partes thereof, and 
the third part he teſerued to him ſeite 
vntill the ſumme were therofreceti- 
ued: Wherto thei were rated. 

Ot thepm that had gooddes and no 
polleſſions, he appoincted that the 
ſumme, wherunto thep were rated, 
(Gould be valued in their ſapde moua⸗ 
bles by their owne friendes, and bee 
bꝛought vnto ſomeplace, wher by the 
emperouts officers it ſhould be recets 
ned. And ere they departed, he cau⸗ 
ſed in their pzeſence, euer ie ſumme ta 
be ſeuerally tolde out of his cofers . 
And than fente he fo2 all the eredi⸗ 
tours, and puttyng theym in remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce of their gentill pꝛomiſe made 


vbnto him, and declarpug alſo what 


be had dooen: he cauſcdeuerte mans 
poꝛeion accozdyna to the fatde rate to 
he deliuered vnto theim. And 
fo: theim whtche had neither good 
noꝛ polkeſſions, he pated halte of the 
pꝛincipall debte out of his owne cos 
ters, with a clere acquitaunce 9

treditours, fo bꝛynge to hym cancel- 
led the obligacions and inſtrumentes 
belongyng to the aide dueties, and 
geuyng to theym hertie thankes, he

C Semblablie perſwadyng the deb⸗ 
tours to frugalitee oz moderate li⸗ 
upug, he alſo pꝛaiedb theim to fozeſee 
as muche as thei coulde, that wilful- 
Ip thy committe not theim ſelues to 
the haſardes of foꝛtune: he than im⸗ 
biaſpug theim all, badde theim fare 
well: who geupng to him moſt hum⸗ 
ble thankes, and fo2 tote pourpng out 
abundance of teares, departed with 
glad tidynges home to they: houſes, 

¶ As fo: thetm, whiche at dice plate- 
pnge, in riote and lecherie, had con⸗ 


Camed their ſubſtance, he tf any were debters 


lefte, cauſed it to be valewed,as well 
polleſſions as mouables, and to bee 
diutded amonge their credffours, ac⸗ 
coꝛdpng to the quautitee of the trewe 
debte: And in ſatiſfactton of the 
remuaunt, he adiudged them bonde: 
So that koꝛ a certayne tyme, as the 
Emperour woulde appozcton hym, 
bauyug 
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hauyng regarde to the debte, He ſhuld 
ſerue one creditour, and akterwarde 
an other, in moſt vile ſeruices, recet- 
upng therekoze nothyng, but onelp 
meate dꝛinke and clothpag, belonge⸗ 
png to laues. And that the credi⸗ 
tours ſhould haue ouer thepm equal⸗ 
ty as muche auctoꝛitee as they had oz 
uer the im, whiche they had bought o2 
taken in battaple. Notwithſtanding 
it was at the libertee of the credi⸗ 
tours, to aquite them of their ſeruice, 
but not to infranchiſe thepm, vntill 
the time were erpired, which was by 
the cmperour appolincted: but during 
that tyme, they ware continually the 
habite oz apparaile aTigned fo bond⸗ 
men, ne were eſteemed koz Romames, 
noꝛ enioied au pꝛiutilege. 

¶ It thep obediently ſerued and con⸗ 
tented their creditours, at the ende of 
the terme, whiche the emperour ap⸗ 


poincted thet were ſet at libertee, and 


reſtoꝛed to their firſt aſtate aud condi⸗ 
cion. 

¶ But if they fledde from they? mats 
ſter, oꝛ contemptuouſiy withſtode his 
commandmentes, fighting with — 
0z do⸗ 
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D2 doyng to him any nofable iniurte, 
thei were condemned to perpetuall 
ſeruitude durpug their liues, They 
whiche had left nothyng to pale their 
creditsurs, to theim he appotncted a 
longer captiuitee, eſtemyng the value 
ok his ſeruice as well to the facultee 
of the perſon as to his aſtate and con⸗ 
dicion. Zs ik he were verale wittie. 
well learned, oꝛ a perfect arttficer, by 
reaſon whereof his lerutce moughte 
ſeeme verie commodions 02 pꝛokita⸗ 
ble. Aiſo beeping a gentilman, the 
moꝛe eſtimacion that he were ot, the 
moe greeudoule and odiouſe to hym 
uid be his ſeruice and puniſhement: 
Where toꝛe to the one and the other, 
leſſe tyme was thought to be ſuffici⸗ 
ent, than to them which wer ok groe 
witte, 02 ignoꝛaunt ot good occupaci⸗ 
on, 02 elles baſe oꝛ vile ok condicion. 
¶ This oꝛdinaunce beyng put in due 
execution: it was thought at the fir 
ot Come men to be verate cruell: but 
after that it was ones percetued , 
what a meruailous frugalitee oz tẽ⸗ 
peraunce of liuinge, was ſodetnely 


Founde, as well in the citee of Rome, 
as al-

as alſo tbꝛough out all Italie: Alto 
what delite men tok to be ſeen theym 
ſelues moderate in appatayle, honeſt 
in ltuyng, alſo execciſyng theym ſel- 
ues in paſtymes conuenient, not diſhos 


neſt oꝛ chargeous. Allo to hauethem 


in deriſton, whom they founde in any 
maner of wile attempting the contra⸗ 
tte, Than extolled they the etellent 
witte and vertue of the moſte noble 
emperour. And where ofoze thel cal⸗ 
led bym cruell tyꝛannous, thet ceafs 
ſed not to name him equal fo the gods 
des, moſt benigne and moſt gracious, 
confeſſpng,that had not ben his ſeue⸗ 
ritee, thep all with the citee and ems 
pire had vtitetly periſched. 


C Ot the eircumſpect curiolitee of the ertrs 
perour Alexander in admittpng cotiſats 
lours . And of his anſweares touching 
that matter.

what by his continuall (crutinie be 
wiſe and honeſt eſptalles, he aſſuted⸗ 
ly knew the qualitees, maners, e appe 
tites ot all men (ercepte veraie fewe) 
dwellpug in Rome 02 Jtalte, whiche 
either by reaſon of their poſſeſſions 
oꝛ ſubſtaunte, oꝛ foꝛ any othereſtima- 
tion amonge their netghbours, were 
likelp to be called to ſome auctoꝛitee. 


Allo of all thoſe, whiche in other re⸗ 


gtons and pꝛouinces, were fo2 ſome

ceffus,a man in great auctoꝛitie about 
the emperour, as he was well woozs 
thie fo2 his ſinguler wiſedome and 
vertue ( in fo muche as it was 
thought, that there was neuer a bet⸗ 


ter man bo2ne in Rome, and therfo2e 


the emperour did ertremelp lament 


. Vis death) the noble man Frontine, 
whom allo the _—_ entirely lo⸗ 


ued, 
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ned, awaityng his tyme, aduaunced 
tobym with a commendable repozte 
an honourable perſonage , who was 
named Fabins Macrinus, to be in the 

place of Marcefſus. 
C After the emperour had herde and 
well conſidered the wooꝛ des of Fronz 
tinus, wherbp was ſette fooꝛth the ans 
ctent,ſtocke from whens $abius deC- 
cended, his great poſſeſſions and ſub⸗ 
Nance,the grauttee ot his perſonage, 
his great experience in ſundꝛy aucto⸗ 
ritees:the emperour did caſt on Fron⸗ 
fine a dtſpleſaunt countenaunce, and 
after that he ceaſed to ſpeake, the em⸗ 
perour made anſweare in this wiſe : 
How much hath your iudgement de⸗ 
cetued vs Frotine © how could ye this 
longe dillẽble with vs, J had though 
that pe had euer eſtemed the ſtocke by 
the kruite, and not the frutce by the 
ſtocke. No man commendeth the 
boughes oz bzaunches , becauſe the 
ſtemme of the tree is great, longe, 02 
ftreight:but if thei be well ſpzeading, 
thicke of greene leaues, and well ſef 
with good kruite, than men ſate, that 
tree hath a faire toppe, that tree = 
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teth good fruite. And although the 
tree be neuer lo miſſeſhapen oꝛ croo⸗ 
ked, the owner will digge about it, 
and vie all diligence fo2 to p2eſerue it: 
but if the ſtocke be neuer ſo faire, if 
the boughes bee rotteu oz ſeare, the 
owner will ſhꝛedde theim, and thzow 
theim into the fire. Ik the fruitebe 
vnſauerte oꝛ withered, who taketh a⸗ 
ny great heede of the tree © who will 
gather the frutte » But rather leat 
thetm rotte on the tree, oꝛ fall downe: 
fo: he careth not foꝛ theim . Who lo⸗ 
nech a rotten groundſill oꝛ poſte, bez 
cauſe it was part of an ancient hous? 
Who ſetteth by a ragged , a reſt ie oz 
ill fauoured colte, becauſe that the 
barreile, wherot that kinde is comen, 
two hundꝛed yeres paſſed wanne the 
pꝛice of rennyng at the game ot᷑ O⸗ 
Iypmpus? J conkeſſe, that longe cons 
tinuaunce in any thyng that is good, 
addeth an admiracion, but no pꝛaiſe 
to the thyng: all be it. the thing toun⸗ 
den good, pꝛaiſeth the continuaunce 
92 longe endurpng therok. A good 
childe renueth and alſo augmenteth 
the pꝛetle of his parentes:the ill child

C Alco great poſſeſſions oꝛ ſubſtance 
Pollel- maketh vertue ſuſpected, becauſe thet 
lions. ye miniſters ofpleaſaunt affections, 

alſo nourices of wanton appetites, 
¶ M oꝛeouer, the grauitee of the pers 
ſonage ts not pꝛoued by ſtately couns 
tenaunce oꝛ diſdetgnefull (tlence : but 
by conſtaunce in vertue,and woo? des 
alwate apte foꝛ the time and purpoſe, 
And experitce, which is not comeded 
by laudable actes, deſerueth no mo2e 
pꝛeiſes, than the gate ot᷑ a blinde hozſe 
about a wide hozſemill, which grin⸗ 
deth no coꝛue.

But koꝛ as muche as he had been fa⸗ 

uourable towarde him and bis friens 

des in his miniſtracions, he mutually 

deſired his aduauncement. 

C Thecat ſmiled the emperour and 

faced: Shall this plage neuer ceaſe, 

whiche in realmes and citees hath 

ſo longe reigned ? that mutuall bene⸗ 

ficence blindeth mens iudgementes. 

And whiles power with pleaſures aower 

gettcth great acquaintaunce, vertue 

is vnknowen, and in the court friends 

leſſe. J know, Fronfinns, that pꝛide 

in Fabius Macrinus is a domeſticalt 

vice. Foz in all the houſe off Fabms 

it hath been excedyngly noted, and in 

tome hiſtozties remembzed , And in

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this man, as well the remembꝛaunce 
of his auncient nobilitee, ae his long 
continuance in auctozitee, hath moꝛs 
tncreaſed it: as Imp felfe haue mar⸗ 
ked, and allo hearde other murmu⸗ 
ryng at it, whan J haue ſecretly wal⸗ 
ked in the citee in a pꝛiuate apparatl, 
wherfo:e J will not that he be in our 
counſaile noꝛ palaice, that either bis 
ide ſhoulde be of pounge men folo- 
ved, oꝛ of olde men dildeigned, oz of 
vs ſulpected.

the gift of our pꝛedeceſſours. Ind 
Hanotir verte ſeldome where honour increa⸗ 
| ceth auarice abateth. J hate nor 
<abins in the ſtate that henowe is, 
although J fauour not tn hym the 
Cated notable vices,but if he were ne- 
rcr;vnto vs, we coulde neither ſuſteine 
them. noꝛ ſuffre him vnpuniſhed, it he 

than vſed theim. 4 
Also 
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CT Alſo in his longe experience J ne⸗ 
uct herde him koꝛ tuſtice commended; 
but J haue hearde his arrogance, his 
longe delaiyng of ſuiters, and his 
parctalitee,ofmanydiſp:atſed. True» 
ly ſuche a man is neither mete to be a 
nigh counſatlonr,no: to ſate the truth 
in any gteat office; 3 | 
C. Theſe thynges conſidered, Frontis 
nus, ſpeake no moꝛe of him, but ſerche 
fo: ſome other, in whom linceritee and 
temperaunce be ioigned with wiſe- 
dome. Suche one, tf he be ot an aun⸗ 
cient houſe ſhall bꝛyng to our palaice 
an honourable remembꝛauntce ot his 
noble pꝛogenitours, and as well to 
noble as vnnobie chalbe an excellent 
paternejo2 pꝛeſident. It he be but 
late come to woꝛchippe, bis aduance⸗ 
ment ſhall ingender in noble men an 
honeſt enuie, either to excede hym in 
vertue, oꝛ at the leaſt to be iudge d e⸗ 
quall vnto hym. To pooꝛe men it 
ſhall be an altectite and roote of good 
bope, that thei be in the ranke, where 
the rewarde of vertue is dealcd. 
And thus ceasd thẽperour to fpeake. 
Jud f rontinus departed, beyng both a

ſhamed of his enterpꝛiſe, and abathed 
at the wiſedome of his noble matfter, 


C The moſte noble anſwere of Alexander 
made to Alphenus,concernyng the dil⸗ 
ablyng of Dextilius Rufus in his 
abſence, Lapitulo, xxxuiii. 


De emperour had a cuſtome, 
whiche was verie commenda⸗ 
ble, that he neuer made any ſes 

natour, without the counſatile of the 
whole Senate: and euerie ſenatour 
ſhoulde geue his ſentence. Alſo te⸗ 
ſtimonte of his liupng and credence 
ſhoulde be brought in by honourable 
perſonages. But ik either the Hena⸗ 
toꝛs that ſpake, oꝛ the witneſſes were 
founden to haue ſpoken vntruely,thet 
were reiected in the loweſt place of e⸗ 
ſtimacion amonge the pecple, beeyng 
alſo condemned as deceiuers oz koz⸗ 
gers, without hope of remiſſion. 
¶ There was dwellyng in avillage 
by Rome a gentilman called Septi- 
fins Rufus, whiche was right well 
learned in all partes of phtloſophie,s 
alſo in the ſciences „ But foꝛ⸗ 
almuch 
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almuch as be conſidered the frequent 
alteracion of the weale publike, with 
the mantfolde perils and troubles. in 
the admincſtracfon therof , he of pur⸗ 
poſe withdꝛew hym therfro as much 
ashemought, although his father 
had been a ſenatour in his life, and be 
amonge his neighbours and dtuers 
ot the nobilifee was had in good re- 
putacion. Not withſtandpug koꝛ the 
cauſes befo2e reherſed, and that he 
deſy:ed nofhyng ſo muche as quiet⸗ 
neſſe of mynde, and to ſolace hym 
ſelte in the moſt pleaſaunt herbar of 
ſcience:and viſityng the moſt delecta⸗ 
ble woꝛkes of ancient wiiters, he ſel⸗ 
dom came to the emperours court, oz 
reſoꝛted to plates oꝛ bankettes, ne did 
come to ſalute the great officers noꝛ 
men in auctoꝛitee, as the vſe was at 
that time. And among the pong gala- 
tes he was not beloued, becauſe he fa 
noured not they? tiottoule paſtimes. 
And the men ok lawe had hym in diCz 
deigne, becauſe he repugned againſte 
their ſubtill gloſes, and blamed their 
auarice. Finallte,he beyng fully cons 
ter with the golden mean, luued right 

honeſt⸗ 
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honeſtly in a manour, whiche be had 
coperently furniſhed with poſſeſſions 
Caffictet fo: the pꝛouiſtõ ot his meane 
houſholde, which was to bis neigh⸗ 
bours moꝛe boũteouſe than ſũtuouſe. 
C Akter the emperour had pourged 
his palatce and the ſenate of vuwoꝛ⸗ 
thy perſons, co2tupted with deteſta⸗ 
ble vices, and with muche difficultes 
founde otber to ſet in their places: It 
happened, that ſome good man nas 
med to him Septilius Rufus, declaring 
the common repozte , whiche he bad 
beardeofhym. Theemperour, who 
knew all to be true that was ſpoken, 
helde his peace not withſtandyng , 
hcatkenyng what ſhoulde be other 
mens lentences, The moꝛe parte of 
theim. which were p2zefent, affirmed, 
that Auſus, koꝛ his honeſtee, wiſe⸗ 
dome, and learnyng, was mete to be 
of the ſenate : but thꝛee oꝛ foure lated 
nothyng. At the taſte Alpßenus, a 
great lawier, and in good eſtimacion 
with the emperour, obtected, ſaiyng, 
That not withſtandpng that Rufrs 
was learned in diners ſciences, yet 
was he neither pzofoundly —— oy

the lawes ciuile, noꝛ muche experien⸗ 
ced in affapꝛes ot the empire. And 
that bis littell huſband2y, and ſmall 
p:outſion about the cncreaſe of his 
liupng, declared Hhym to be a man of 
no great policie, noꝛ ot any dexteri⸗ 
tee about thynges of impoꝛtaunce. 
And that the aptitude of his nature, 
was onelp in ſtudtoule meditacion 
ok ſundzie ſciences, and in wiitpng 
moe than in doopng. Addpng to, 
that philoſophers were neuer good 
pꝛactiſers in a weale puablike, no2 
pet good men of warre. Wherfo:e 
in as muche as he that is a ſenatonr, 
not onely ought to be a man meete 
fo2 politike gouernance, as well iu 
geuyng counſatle in mattiers therto 
perteigupng, as alſo beyng choſen to 
be P2eto?2 , oꝛ to anie other mtnitraz 
cion of Juſtfce, not to be ignoꝛant in 
geuyng tudgement in eauſes b2ought 
befo:e him: but allo he ought to haue 
ſome experience in marctall affaires, 
that beyng choſen conſull, oꝛ leader 
of the hoſte of the Romatnes , he 
mought lee the men of warre to be 
well inſtructed and exerciſed . 4 
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And that in all chynges belongyng ro 
warre, the ſtate ofthe citee be ſutfici⸗ 
ently furniſhed. Moꝛeouer, that in ba 
taple ioignued either by his ignozance 
oꝛ baſeneſſe of courage, the Romaine 
armie be not diſtroied. Thefe thynges 
conſidered ,it ſeemed to hym, that it 
was not expedient to receiue Rufus 
into the numbꝛe of Senatours. 

C The emperout hearyng Akpßenus, 
and ſeeyng, that no man pꝛotfred to 
ſpeake after hym, except thꝛe oz foure 
moe, whtche were lawiers, and one 
Oninius Lamitkus a noble man, who 
had ſome diſpleaſure towarde Rufus 
foꝛ one ot his leruantes: theſe ſeemed 
by theit countenances to appꝛoue the 
ſCatyng of Alfpßenus. That percet- 
upng the empetour, lokyng on Af- 
phenus, fpake in mauer as hereafter 
foloweth. | | 

CI fee well Afp$enus, that not onely 
the vulgare and vnlettered people be 
angrelp ſtered, aud dooe reteine dif- 
Pleaſure againſt theim, whiche with⸗ 
out malice, dooe rebuke in a general⸗ 
tee the vices and fautes, whiche be 
founden amonge theim: but . alſo. 

N which 
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(which J doe lament) men ſpecially 
choſen Foz their wiſedome and lear⸗ 
nyng, dooe dildeigne theim that re⸗ 
bake the abuſe ot that ſtudie oꝛ exer⸗ 
ciſe, which theſe wiſe men moſt chiek⸗ 
ly haue haunted. J know that Septi⸗ 
ius in one of his bokes Hath ſharpelp 
noted the detriment doen vnto iuſtice 
by couetouſe lawiers, whiche by 
their ſubtpll wittes haue inuolued 
the lawes ciuile into ſuche obſcure 
and ambiguonſe ſentences , that no 
man without their declaracions, map 
knowe howe to dooe o2 miniſter iu⸗ 
ſtice in caſes, foꝛ the which the (ated 
lawes haue pꝛouided. Noz they 
that make lawes can expounde theim 
afterwarde without a lawter , wht- 
the perchaunce was not firſte pꝛiuie 
to the lawe makyng. Theſe and 
like annotacions of Rufus dooenot a 
litell offende pou, that be lawiers, al⸗ 
though ye haue abandoned pꝛactiſe. 
And that diſpleaſure onely hath cau⸗ 
ſed you to make this concluſton, that 
Enfus is not meete to be ot the Senate, 
the reſidue of your argument dooeth 
lufictently pꝛoue it.

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C Fpꝛſte the diuerſtree of ſtiences, 
where in your ſelte dooe con keſſe, that 
be is well learned, doth not diſable 
dym to be a Senatour, but maketh 
bym mo2e conuenient and neceſCfarie 
fo: ſo noble a counſatte. Foꝛ to whom 
dooeth it mote apperteine , to vſe 
wooꝛdes in their pꝛopꝛe ſigntficaci- 
on, and to ſette them in oꝛder, ſo that 
they make not the ſence peruerſe oz 
doubtefull, than to a ſenatour, oꝛ one 
haupng rule in a weale publike: and

out of diuers opinions, by affirmyng 
92 dentyng : which in a ſenatour maie 
not be ſpared. 
Rhyeto: C.A man ſhall not well gouerne a ci⸗ 
tihe. kee oꝛ countrep, and ſette in good 02- 
der the maners of people (as plu⸗ 
tarche ſateth) excepte he be well kur⸗ 
niſhed with eloquence , wherewtth 
onely he mate perſwade, affectuouſe⸗ 
Ip ſtere, incline, and leade where he 
luſteth the myndes of the —

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And that is belte learned by Khero- 
rike. 

C How many thynges happen in the . Arith⸗ 
ſtate ot a citee oꝛ reaime, whiche re- * 4 
quireth a diitgent and exact compu⸗ metike. 
tation with numbꝛes? and that by 
Arithmettke is belt perceined. , 
In allignyng of boundes and 1i- Geome? 
mittes,aiſoto the makyng of munici⸗ **?+ 
ons aud koꝛtreſſis, alſo iu deuiſyng of 
engines fo2 warres, who dare ſate, 

that Geometrie is not expedikt: whiz

C Alſo without harmonie nothyng gyacige 
is ſeemelp oꝛ pleaſaunt, and by cons

philoſophers haue wꝛitẽ, by them all 
thynges had thepꝛzbeginupng. And

C Moꝛeouer he that leadeth an ar⸗ agrono 
mie, if be be inſtructed in the dinerſe mie. 
temperatures of ſundꝛy coautreis, dy

bythe tinecircles, the alteracion ot

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doures in daye and nyght, by the di⸗

finde in aſtronomie, Finaily as ye all 
knowe. Jhaue had no litteil delite in 
theſe foute mathematicall ſciences , 
and pet haue, fo: the vtilitee that J 


finde in them, when J doe contfeplace 


the perfecte ſtate of a weale puplike: 
And the ſame is appꝛoued bothe by 
Plato # Ariſtofke, whiche ſhapetb theis 
examples by po2cios of Arithmetine. 
Geometrie, and Muſicke, where they 


wꝛite ot Lonco:de in vertues,07 poli⸗ 55 


tike gouernaunce. 


C This well conſidered, a Þenatour 


either fo: geupng of counſatle, oz foz 
beyng a capitaine in warres, ſhall 
finde none impedimente, by bauyng 
theſe ſciences: but vſpug them mode: 
ratelp, and as occaſion tequireth, thei 
ſhalbe to him not oneip and excellente 


bDꝛuament, but alſo a neceſſarie trea⸗ 


ſute, and to all ſoꝛtes of gouernaunce 
a thyng right erpedteut. 
What although Septifins be not 
p2ofoſidly letned in het lawes civtlez 
is that a good argumente, that thers

phi, whiche dooeth ſignity the louers 
of wiſedome. Mherfo:e thep, whiche 
either by diuine inſpiracion, oꝛ by ſtu⸗ 
die of the wooꝛkes of excellent wiſe 
men, haue tbe trueſt knowlage ot Jus 
Nice, and haue beſte vnderſtandpug 
what is iu, and what is vnuiuſte, and 
conſequentely can pzoutde remedies 
accoꝛdyng to Juſttce: whiche reme⸗ 
dies if thei ones be made vntuerſall,

im? Wbo euer kepte his countrey in 

uche a quietneſſe, and made it ſo rich 
as Salomon kpng of the Hebꝛewes 
whiche as it is foſiden in their hiſto⸗ 
ries, traſtated into Steke by the cõ⸗ 
maundemet of jÞtholome called Pbis 
kadelphus, Kyng of Aegypte,:was fo 
great a phtloſopher; that he diſputed 
of allthynges naturall and ſupernas 
turall: and foz bis wonderful knows 
lage there came to here him out ot all 
partes of the woꝛlde men and wome, 
being at that tyme in moſt reputacton 
of learnyng? Was euer this citee of 
Rome in ſo good oꝛder as it was dns 
ryng the time of Numa Po pilius whi⸗ 
che was koꝛtie peres, who beyng an 
excellent philoſophier, and a pꝛiuate 
perſone, was choſen to be kpug: and 
fo muche moꝛe is his gouernauuce to 
be commended, that he bzoughte the 
people, whiche were rude, fier le, and 
tuer cſitinually in wartes, with theis 
neighbours, into ſo good an oꝛder and 
temperance ot maners, that thei wht- 
che bekoꝛe were their enmies, had the 
— — — — — _—_ 
made better lawes, oꝛ better ozdere 
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the common weale of the citee of Ag 
thenes than Solon the great philoko⸗ 
pher, as longe as they conlde ſuſteint 
their owne welthe 2 The lame titee 
bad neuer a moꝛe noble capitaine, noz 
a moꝛe valiaunt, than Peritfes: who 
with Anapagoras continualip ſtudied 
philoſophy. And to deſcende to a moꝛe 
late time: where was there a better 
capitaine, 02 a moe noble warriour 
than Scipio Afﬀricane- who had als 
wate with bim Polybius the philoſo⸗ 
pher, and in vacant times from vat⸗ 
taile he either heard? hym rede, oꝛ dif 
puted with him. 
C Semblably Lnenffus was fo tudfs 
ouſe in all kyndes of learnynge (as 
Plutarche wꝛiteth) that wheare he 
bearde, that ante greatte learned 
men dilputed together, thither wold 
be goe, and ſtudtoulelp heare theym: 
and (as the ſame authour ſateth) be 
baunted and imb2aced all kpnde ot 
philoſophie, with moſt familiar ac⸗ 
quaintaunce and cuſtome, ſpectallp 
that wbiche was called Academica, 
oꝛ the doctrine of Þfafo . And was 
there euer a moꝛe noble; a maze ae

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tyke oꝛ mo2? valtant capitaine, and 
moꝛe eſtemed and dꝛad of moſte putifs 
fant pꝛinces than he was? Loꝛd god, 
what a ſenatour was Cato, called Us 
ticenſis? whoſe vertue was wondered 
at thꝛoughe the wozlde, whole mags 
nanimttce and incomparable ſeuerts 
fee mo2e p2ofited vnto the publike 
weale of the cttee, than the victoꝛies 
of Bompei and Cælar. And was not 
he ſo ſtudtaus in philoſophkte, that be 
coulde not temper him ſelte, but muſt 
nedes rede Breke bokes, whan beſate 
in the ſenate * What conſall can ve 
compare to Marcus Tukfins, who. 
onelp by his diuine and moſt excellent 
wildome pꝛeſerued the publike weale 
and citee of Rome from vtter ſubuer⸗ 
cion, whiche needes muſte haue hap⸗ 
ned by the conſpiracy of Catiline and 
bis confederates, tf it had not been 
by the tncomparable wit of Tulfins 
founde out, and by his diutne etos 
quence plainely conutnced, and by his 
wonderfull wiſedome ſupp:eſſed and 
cleane ertinquiſhed * And howe ſtu⸗ 
dtous he was, and cractly learned in 
all kindes of philoſophy æ eloquence. 
A uin his

bis molt noble wooꝛkes doe declare 
with fame immoꝛtall. 
C5 paſſe oner Migidius, Harro, Traſea, 
and many otber ſage and honourable 
Senatours, which were not onely ex⸗ 
cellent philoſophers,but alſo pzudent 
counſatlours and valiant capttatues?: 
yet wyll J reherle ſome, whiche were 
in thetymeof your remembꝛaunce. 
C Tbe emperour Ad2yane was ſa 
p2ofofidely learned in all philoſohpie, 
that he diſputed openlp et Athenes, 
with the chtefe philoſophiers of all 
Grecia, and vanquiſſhed PHanozinus, 
who at that tyme was of all other 
molt famouſe : and to what pꝛince oz 
capitapne geueth be place, either in 
marctal pꝛoweſſe, oꝛ cinile gouernace. 
¶ What moꝛe honour tuer hapned to 
Rome, than that Marcus Aurelius An⸗ 
toninus ſeteded immediately Adꝛian: 
whole iyfe was confeſled to be the 
moſte certaine lawe vnto all people to 
rule oꝛ be ruled: And he fo: bis exqui⸗ 
ſite knowlage in all philoſophy, was 
molt commonly called Antonitne the 
phtloſophier, not by repꝛoche as ſome 
woulde ſuppoſe it: but foz a moſte 
"7 extellent 
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ertellenr and rare commendacion. 
And whnt man did euermoꝛe encreace 
the weale publike, oꝛ better defende 
it, than did this moſt noble and vertus 
ouſe emperour: And be it of pou recei⸗ 
ued without ſuſpicion of boſte, as it 
ſhall be ſpoken of me without ante 
vaingloꝛie: Y which mate uot be com⸗ 
pared with the moſt tnfertour of them 
befoze named, either in lerning 02 p20s 
welle: yet how muche J haue amen⸗ 
ded the ſtate ot the weale publike, pe 
all can beare witneſſe: And that J 
haue nothyng appaired the imperiall 
maieſtee, it hath bene ot the Senate 
and people in your pꝛeſence confeſſed. 
And thts coulde J not ſo well haue 
doen, it᷑ I had not inſtructed my witte 
with the doctrine of phtloſophters. 
What ſate you by Bo2dtane, Henatns 
Zelins, Serenianus, Cafifins, Seuerus, 
Fronfinus, Tacitus, and Aurefianus,ho- 
nourable Senatours, and our truſty 
counſatlours ⸗ and Sabinue, whiche 
ſitteth bere with vs 1 haue they not 
ryght well ſhewed theym ſelues to be 
apte vnto gouernaunce, whan they 
haye been Zonſulles, Triubnes, and 
| T Dzetozs:; 
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Pꝛetoꝛs: pet bee they no Lawiers, 
but the moꝛe parte of theym be ſtudi⸗ 
ouſe in philoſophy,and other liberatl 
ſciences. 
¶ And nowe to make an ende af this 
mattier, wherin Ahaue taried the len⸗ 
ger, to the intent that J woulde ers 
tirpate this vaine opinion, which men 
haue had agaynſt philoſophiers, and 
thetm that ve ſtudiouſe. Truly that, 
whiche ye dooe note iu Septilius to be 
liteil huſbandꝛy and (mall pꝛouiſion. 
pꝛocedeth not by lacke ot good policy, 
as pe haue fuppoſed, but he aduiſedly 
doeth neglect to be riche, oꝛ fo aſpire 
to any auctoꝛitee by ambicton oz flat⸗ 
terie, pzefetrpng temperate and ſure 
quietneſſe, befoze daungerous and vn⸗ 
thankeknit labours: and moze eſtes 
meth to be an hone lpuer, than a ma⸗ 
lapert crauer. 
¶ Aldo by the ſtudie in phtloſopbte it 
ſeemeth that he hath acqutted a great 
magnanimitee oꝛ noble courage, not 
extending the foꝛce of his witte and 
knowlage tn thynges, whiche are but 
of littell tmpoztaunce : wherein be, 
fateth lyke to the puiſſaunte greys 

N ; hounde, 
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hounde, whiche was ſent to the great 
Alexander by the kynge of Albante 2 
buto whom whan there was bꝛougbt 
a great Bulle, he therefoze woulde 
not ones meue: afterwarde a inightie 
and fierce lion was like wiſe ſhewed 
to him, whiche he only behelde and 
moued his tatle, but he woulde not 
therkoꝛe ariſe out ot his plate. Finally 
there was bꝛought kooꝛth a meruat⸗ 
louſe great Olifant: than ſtode he on 
bis feete, and did fette vp his bꝛiſtel⸗ 
les, and ſhewed his teeth, and beepng 
comfo2ted by Alexander, be lepte to 
the Oliphant, and bytte hym: and 
after a fewe allaultes killed hym: 
like wiſe Septifins beyng content with 
his aſtate, ertendeth not his witte to 
augment it? but ik he be fanourably 
called to thinges of great impoztäce, 
and therin well comkozted, J doubte 
not, but that he will ſhewe, that his 
ſtudte hathe not been vapnelte em⸗ 
ploted. Imetuaple, that pe dooe 
not conſider, that auctozitec and ta⸗ 
uour not onety cheweth a good witte, 
but alſo doocth poliſche that whi⸗ 
ehe s rude „ Fullars, Tr 

hoꝛſeke⸗ 
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hoꝛſekepers, and marinars, were by 
themperour Lommodus,. and mp pꝛe⸗ 
deceſſour lÞ efiogabafus, aduaunced to 
be Lonſules, jÞ2etozes,and Tribunes 
whiche as I hard (ate, were fo chaũ⸗ 
ged in theit wittes, that it ſemed vn⸗ 
to them, whiche knewe them befo2e, 
that ſauyug their viſage, s perſonage 
they wer altered and made other me. 
fo muche in theyꝛ wooꝛdes and pꝛoce⸗ 
dynges they excelled aboue they? cuz 
ſtomable wittes, all mens erpectacid, 
Howe muche moze hope is there of 
thoſe men, whiche by educacion a ſtu⸗ 
die haue their wittes holp#2 Suppoſe 
pe not, that there be within our em⸗ 
pire thoulandes of men, which being 
but ot meane reputacion, if thei were 
ſet in autoꝛitee, oꝛ about our perſone, 
would ſet foꝛth noble wittes equal to 
yours, and perchaunce better whiche 
I (peake not diſpleaſantly, but onely 
to warne you to eſchew atrogancte. ) 
Truelp god geueth wifedome,but fas 
Uuour and auctoꝛitee moſt chiefely ſhe⸗ 
weth it in a weale publike . Earth ns- 
ticheth the roote of a tree, but the com 
toztable füne bꝛingeth tozthe tve diet 
1 liomes2 
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tomes: and it ſtoꝛmes doe not let, he 
with his holſome heat ripeth 5; truit, 
and maketh it pleaſant. In lpke wiſe 
ſtudie and labour bztngeth in knows 
lage, which by the c5fozt of pꝛinces 
appeareth abꝛode in ſome miniſtraci⸗ 
on. And ik enute oꝛ diſpleaſure bꝛyng 
none impediment: the increace of fa- 
nour maketh learning fruitfull & pꝛo⸗ 
fitable vnto the weale publike: Ye all 
Here my ſẽtence. And foz as muche as 
the moꝛe part of you (as J well dooe 
perceiue)eſteeme no laſſe Sepfifius Rus 
fus than J doe, J will that he be ſente 
foꝛ, reteiued into the ſenate, and his 
name regeſtred in the table of Senaz 
tours. wherunto al the coſiſail accoz⸗ 
dyng, it was fe; that tyme diſſolued. 
¶ Howe Sextilius hearynge that he was 

made Pꝛetoz, fted: Ind what the em⸗ 
perour ſaide conternyng the mats 

tier. Capitulo, xxxv. 

Fter it was declared vnto the 
A enate, that the emperour had 
choſen Septifiue Rufus to be a 
Senatour, and that he had ſayd on 
his behaulfe; they all retotced in the 


gmperours wiſedome and W 


Pꝛetoz. 
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and at his next commyng into the ſes 
nate they all dtd ariſe and gaue than⸗ 
kes vnto him, koꝛ bꝛingyng into that 
college ſuche a man as Sextifins was. 
Soone after Septifins beyng ſent fox 
by the emperours molt gentil. letters, 
came into the ſenate, and as bis lear⸗ 
nyng and honeſte maners requpꝛed, 
was beloued and commended of all 
men, except verap fewe, whom cnute- 
and pꝛiuate diſpteaſure continually 
freted: whiche the wiſe emperour per⸗ 
cclupng,to the inteut that as well the 
vertues of Septifius ſhoulde be mo2e 
knowen, and alſo be increaced by his 
comfoꝛtable aſſiſtence, as alſoto mas 
nifeſte to the comtoꝛte ot other, howe 
muche he was inklamed in the kauour 
ot vertue and doctrine, he cauſed Sep⸗ 
tilius to be choſen eto, whiche than 
was the higheſt office nexte to the em⸗ 
perour, in the miniſtracion of Juſtice. 
Thereot hearyng Septiliue, he beyng 
therat abaſſhed and meruailouſe ſo⸗ 
rowekull, pꝛiuilie withdrew him ſelfe 
out of the citee:and not making longe 
abode at his owne houſ?, ina range 
habice, hauynge but one man 778 
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bim, went bato Atbenes, determining 
to palle his time there in ſtudie vnttli 
the fame ot him were ſomewhat de⸗ 
created, and au other choſen vnto that 
office. Wk this the aduetſartes of Sex⸗ 
kilius gathered no ltttetl occaſton, not 
baety to purſue him, with mockes and 
deriſion, but aſſo to accuſe him vnta 
the emperour of diſobedience and od⸗ 
ſtinacie contrarie to his allegeaunce, 
and alſo to blame him foz his depar- 
ture, without aſking licence. All theſe 
accaſactss the emperour herde withs 
out beyng any thyng mened agaynſt 
Septikius, and at the laſte, beboldyng 
tbe accuſers with a diſpleaſantcom- 
tcnance heſatde vnto them as derent⸗ 
ter toloweth. We 
C'Þow dare pe, thus pꝛeſumtuouſely 
aTaulte our pactence with your falſe 
accuſacions ? Oꝛ howe mate ye fo; 
ſhame pow?e out your malice thus tn 
our preſence ? what geneth you bolde 
neſſe to be thus malapert in attemp⸗ 
tyng our reaſon with your enutouſe 
perſuaſions?2 Zhinke pe vs to be ſo 
dull and groſſe witted, that we can

deafe, that we can not heate pout 
falſe rumours, whiche ye haue ſpꝛad 
of Septtkins © 02 ſo blynde, that we ſee 
not your cancred affections and pal⸗ 
ſions ſparkelyng in pour eies, infla⸗ 
myng your viſage, blaſtyng out with 
pour woꝛdes, whiche foz anger and 
haſte, beſo ſette out of oꝛder, that in 
theym dooe appeare your deteſtable 
folie. I tell you Septifins by this his 
departyng, bath nothing offended vs, 
02 miniched the opinion that we haue 
bad ot hym, but hath augmented it, 
and right well contented vs. Foz if 
enup and malice hath not made you 
fo:getfull, ye mate remembze, that 
whan we choſe him to be a ſenatour, 
one thing, wherin we commeded him 
was, that be ueglected to be riche, oz 
to aſpire to auctoꝛitee: ſee pe not how 
be bath confirmed my ſaiyng , and 
that I ſpake it not foꝛ ſpectall affec⸗ 
ciou? he hath not onely neglected au⸗ 
ctoꝛitee, but that moꝛe is, be is fledde 
from tt, whan it came towarde hym.

And whither, oꝛ to wh 
is he led? not to the Perſtans, not to 
the people of Barbarie, oꝛ other our 
ennemies:but he is peaſibly gone vn⸗ 
to Athenes, whiche citee nerfe vnto 
Rome we moſte fauour. And there in 
a pꝛiuate habite he liueth in ſtudie, in 
that ererciſe which he ſuppoſeth that 
he can better ſuſtetne, chan the gouers 
naunceofa weale publike, But not 
withſtandyng, ſhall we herekoze re⸗ 
fect hym, and iudge hym vnwooꝛthie

C Theemperour, after a littel pauſe, 
thervnto aunſwered « Truelp P aufne 
we be nothing offended with your de⸗ 
maunde, but are right well contented 
to deelare onto pou, and other men ot 
uke wiſedome, the reaſon and cauſe, 
that doeth meue vs to doe any thyng 
in our office imperiall, that thereby 
we maie exclude all ill ſuſpicion, and 
appꝛoue our beneuolence toward the 
wealepubltke. Albeit if ye had ſeen 
as muche of philoſophte, as pe haue 
dooen ot thelawes cluile, pe =” 


—— 
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not haue dad nede to haue made thts 
demaunde. But now to your queſtts 
on, ye muſt confeſſe Paulus, that in 
our perſone bee two ſtates oz condi⸗ 


tons ; one by nature common with 


other menne:the other by election pꝛi⸗ 
nate and from the people ercepted. 

In the firſt we be reſembled to bea⸗ 
tes, fo2 the affections aud paſſtons, 
wherin we communicate with them. 
An the other we be like vnto Boddes 
immozrall, in ſupꝛeme dignitie excel⸗ 
Iyng all other men: whiche is to vs 
bapned, and not ingenerate, by the 
pꝛerogatiue ot᷑ vertue, which is ſup⸗ 
poſed to be moꝛe excellent in vs:wht- 
che ver tue is none other thyng but vi⸗ 
ſpoſicion, and exterioꝛ acte of the 
minde , agreable to reaſon, and the 
qmoderacton of nature. The ſupꝛeme 
dignitee, that we haue recetued , is 
onely in gouerngunce of men, which * 
dooe participate with vs in Nature, 
wher in thet alwaie remaigne equall 
with vs: but by Reaſon thet bee made 
in kerioꝛ vnto vs: Fo: they ſuppoſyng 
it to be moꝛe habundantly geuen vs, 
paue therekoze willingly nar 
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them ſelf vnto our gouernaunce. And 
wbat that gouernaunce ought to be, 
our names ot dignitee, whiche the 
people hath geuen vs, dooe expꝛeſſe it 
ſuſfitiently. Foz thep gaue vs kirſte 
the ſurnames of Cæſar and Auguſtns, 
koʒ remembꝛaunce of the pꝛoweſſe of 
the one, and the wiſdom of the other, 
whiche lyke as they deſired, ſo they 
truſted to bee aboundauntly in vs. 
C Thetcall vs alſo Emperour, wht- 
che dignitee among the auncient Kos 
mains conſiſted in the pꝛincipall go⸗ 
uernaunce ot hoſtes and armies, not 
onely in leadpug them vinto warres 
(which was alſo thoffice of a duke) 
but alſo to ſee theim euer well exer⸗ 
cifſed, kepytig alwaie and in enerie 
place good oꝛder and Juſtice. 
CMoꝛeouer, the Senate and people 
haue geut vs a name excellyng all oz 
ther in honour and dignitee, callyng 
vs Father ok their countreie. chaie 
there be imagined anp name greatter 
oꝛ higher: Foꝛ where ye daue witſau⸗ 
fed libcrally to conſecrate manie of 
our pꝛogenttours, and callyng theim 
Gods, haue made theim equal one to 
ä an 
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an other, Onelp Jupiter, whom Oꝛ⸗ Jupites 


pheus doocthcall lite, you aud pout 
P2ogenifours haue called father, as it 
wer? by a ſpectaii pꝛerogatiue aboue 
all other e whiche name is agreable 
vnto hits pꝛopertee. Fo: of lite al thin⸗ 
ges haue beepug and meupng, which 
acte of creacion, oꝛ ( moꝛe naturally to 
ſpeake it) geueracts, is incidtt to the 
name ok facher, like as alſo his office 
is to pꝛeſerue and kepe ſafe that whiz 
che he hym lelt bath ingendzed.

CHerewith Jufins Paulus ſeemed to 
be ſatiſtied, andmoſte humblie than⸗ 
kyng the emperour, and meruatlyng 
at his great wiſedome and tempes 
raunce, foꝛ that tyme departed. 
¶ Ot a great excel amacion made againte a 
© Benttiman called Marcus Geminus by - 
his Libertines, And the ozacion of 
„ Junius Moderatus, made in 
--; __ theDenate, Ca. xxxviii. 
- Jkewiſe as this emperour Alex⸗ 
ander was rigoꝛouſe and terri⸗ 
ble to coꝛrupt indges and oppꝛel⸗ 
fours: of Haſtice, fo was he moſt fa⸗ 
udurable and bounteouſe vnto all 
ſuche as were ſincere in their mini⸗ 
ſtracions and ſuppoꝛtars of equitee. 
On a time as he went toward the Se⸗ 
nate, there came againft hym a great 
numbꝛe of perſons, homely apparai⸗ 
led and ot a rude pꝛeſence, whiche as 
the Emperout app2oched theim, fell 
downe on their knees, and in a moſte 


tamentable fozme with one confuſe 


£rie accuſed a geutiiman called Mar⸗ 
cus Seminus of oppꝛeſſion, and to = 
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bim moꝛe into diſpleaſure: and enute; 
thei added to their complaint, that 
he was one of theim that conſpired 
with O ninius Camilla. The emper aur 
beard theym, and dillgentiy marked 
their geſture and counten ance, wher⸗ 
in he perceiued to bee moe rankout 
than dolour, moꝛe ſturdineſſe, than 
humble ſhamefaſtneſſe, moe obſti⸗ 
nate crueltee, then reaſon oꝛ honeſtie: 
He than aſked ot theim, what people 
thei were. They aunſwered,faiyng: 
that thet were-huſband men of Cam⸗ 
pania. He commaunded them to with⸗ 
dꝛawe them vntill thei were ſent fo2, 
and ſhewyng to theim a right gentill 
viſage, he paſſed from theiim. 

¶ Tye people receiupng a mae arro⸗ 
gant courage, of the cd toꝛtabie coun⸗ 
tenaunce, whiche it ſeemed that the 
Emperour made to theim at then dez 
pattyng,:leauyng fo: the while their 
countertaite ſoꝛowes, thei ſpente the 
dates in tauernes and vitatlpng bouz 
ſes; the nightes in places of bawdaze; 


pꝛomiſyng vnto theim felues victozie 
againſt Semiuua, ad dyng therto with 
moltediſptcefult arrogance, that bis 
TEE” X lii tours 
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tourmentes and deathe ſhoulde bee a 
dꝛeadkull eraumple to gentill menne: 
and that from thenſekfooꝛth their 
ploughmen and tenauntes ſhould be 
felowelike with theim. Whiche me- 
naces and boſtynges were ſoone af- 
cer repoꝛted vnto the Emperoutr: But 
firſt as ſoone as be was com to the 
Senate, he ſbewed there all that was 
hHapned, and than he demaunded the 
Senatoures, ttf any of theym knewe 
Marcus Bemiuns. Diuers of theim 
aunlwered in oꝛder, that thet knewe 
bim well, and that he had been al⸗ 
waie reputed a man of muche hone⸗ 
fre, and haupng a competent liuyng 
fo: bis degree, had euer lined tyere⸗ 
with temperatelp, without note af re⸗ 
pꝛoche vnto this time Derewith as 
the emperour fate meruatiiyng at the 
turte of the ſaide clamoꝛzous people, 
and*thecomendacion geuen to War⸗ 
ens G eminus an auncient ſenatour, na⸗ 
med Junius Moderatuas, who was re⸗ 
pute d to be a man of great wozſhip, 
and was of the age ot one hundzed 
peres, oꝛ there about, did ſtande vpoy 
guy 1 aud aide in this wiſe.

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C\OJolte noble Emperour, all de it Theata 
that J am not required, noꝛ do nowe cion of 
iutende to take on me the defence of Junius 
Marcus Seminus, with whom Jhaue Mode 
no mauer àcquaiutauce, pet to the en⸗ ratus. 
tent that pour moſt genttill and pitie⸗ Y 
full hert, tempꝛed with tuſttce, ſhould 
be no longer perplered, as it appea⸗ 
reth to be by your countenaunce, Y 
wylt, by remembꝛyng your maieſtee 
of the generall ſtate aad condicion of 
theim , whiche haue complained on 
2AHarcus Seminus, in ſome parte (J 
traſte) reſolue the tmpoztaunce of 
pour admiracion and ſtudie.

difpoſtckon the goodneſle of the Colle 
alwaie ſuppoꝛteth: thereof pꝛocedeth 
_ obſttnate ſturdineſſe againſt they: ſu⸗ 
periours, and often times commoci⸗ 
ons and ſodaine rebellions: and with 
great difficulcee bath the people bee 
bꝛoughte vnto a perfecte obedtence, 
which was after that they had rebel⸗ 
led agatnſt the Komatnes, being cons 
federate with h annib alk and the Car⸗ 
thagiuenſes. At the whiche time thei 
bepug vanquiſhed by fuluius, manie 
were llapue, the multitude were ſolde 
in bondage vato the Romaines, az 
mong whom the fieldes and polſeſſi⸗ 
ons were at that time deuided, it du- 
red a long tyme. that the Romaines 
beeyng good huſbandes theim ſelfes, 
ouerſeeyng they: tillage and hufbans 
Dꝛie, keppng the Campanes in ſerui⸗ 
tude, bourdainyng theim with conti⸗ 
nuall labours, feedyng and clothyng 
thetm moderately, and moꝛe nerer to 
ſcarſitee than ſuperfluttee, leauyng 
theim no mo2e vacacton from labour 
than the feſtiuall dates , whiche the 
lawes haue appoincted: the countrete 
abode in continual quietneſſe. _ tus 
1 3 lee 
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ſtice was there ſufficiently miniſtred, 
by one onely magiſtrate ſente vnto 
theym yerely out of this citee. There 
dwelled Sacerna, Tremilius, Julius At⸗ 
ficus, aud dtuers other gentilmen , as 
well tn hulbandꝛie, as in other wile⸗ 
dome and polttte noble and famouſe, 
withoute exclamacions vnto the Se⸗ 
nate. Moꝛeoner the gentilmt bzought 
vp in that countreie, fo: they: tempe⸗ 
rance in liupng, and pꝛudent gouer⸗ 
nyng of their owne familie, were ok⸗ 
tentimes electe into the Senate, and 
eſteemed alwaie koz the beſte Sena- 
tours. But after the ſubuerſion of 
Carthage, and that al Greece and 4- 
ſta were in our turiſdicttion, Spayne 
made fribytarce, and G affia bzought 
vader ſubiection, Idelnelſſe, with de- 
Hcate appetite entred together into 
this citee, and lo muche abounded, 
that it was from thenſe diſtributed 
into all the whole region of Italie. 
And than the gentilmen of Campania, 
lefte their auncient krugalitee and 
diltgent gonernaunce, and dpd ſette 
all their ſtudie onely about thynges 
pleaſaunt and delectable, not beyng 
e 4K v conz 
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contented with the commoditees ok 
the lame countrep, ne with the ſame 
meaſure and quantitee, whiche they 
befoꝛe vſed: but with outragiouſe ex⸗ 
enſes, ſendyng into other countrets 


arre ok, foꝛ other kyndes of thynges, 


whtche they bad not growpng, thep 
vncactablp fedde therewith thepm 
ſelues and theyꝛ ſeruauntes, and con⸗ 
temupnug the exerciſe of hucbandzie, 
they negligently haue fuffred theyz 
ſeruauntes ta be opp2eſſed with gour⸗ 
mandiſe, and to reiecte thepꝛ aceuſto⸗ 
med fare, and to baue it moe delt⸗ 
cate. Alſo ts encreaſe ſleepe and pa⸗ 
ſtime, and to miniſhe their labours 
and diligence. Mozeouer by pꝛiuate 
contencions amonge the (ane gentil⸗ 
Liber? men (which alwap happeneth where 
tines temperaunce lacketh) by ambicton 
wete of and enute they that were bondemen, 
like con⸗ were inkranchiſed and made liber⸗ 
dicios, tines, to the intent that chey? loꝛdes 
as our woulde be ſeene puillaunt of men, to 
topiehol mainteine they: quarelles: Whereby 
ders it is happened, that the pꝛogenie of 
were ok the laide bondemen are nowe of ſuche 
old time ſturdinelſſe, that they 3 — 
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take ſcoꝛne to be coꝛrected, ne will 0 
therwiſe laboure than it (hall lpͤke 
theim. And if their loꝛde will ſharpe⸗ 
ly call on theym, thep will nat lette, 
boldly to make reſiſtence: And where 
they be not tberto ſuffictent, thei wyll 
ſubozne ſome falſe quarreli to make 
a commocion, truſtyng thereby to 
robbe aud beſtrote they? loꝛdes: oz it 
thei can not bꝛinge that to paſſe, at 
the leaſt thei will make intuſte excla⸗ 
macions, where they fpnde a pꝛince, 
whom thet ſuppoſe to haue his eares 
open to tales and repoꝛtes, and wpll 
condeinne in his opinion men coms 
plained on, befo2e perchaunce that he 
knowetrh theim. Hereof haue we fo 
many-eramples, as weil in thetyme 
of Ziberines Nero, and Domitiane, as 


in the time ot my rememb2ance. were 


not Pufins Siffanns, and Anlins Lupus, 
men of great honeſtee, condemned to 
death by the emperour Commodus, vs 
pon the falſe complaintes of thepz 
libertines? whiche grufched againſt 
them, 'becauſe that Siffanus was a 
ſterne man, & of the ancient ſeuetttee. 
Wherkoze they mought not * 
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bim, punichpng them continually fox 
their ydell aud riottous liupng: Tus 
pus, becauſe he woulde not ſuffer his 
libertines to tucroche vpon his poſs 
ſeſſions, and to retapne certapne poꝛ⸗ 
cions of lande, which after the death 
of Hetilius Rufus his mothers. vncle 
(whoſe heire Tupus was) thei had 
taken by ſtelthe, whiles he was in 
A ſia. no her koꝛe thet appeached bim vn⸗ 
to the emperour, ſaipng that he was 
of familiar counſatle with Cains Res 
gikius, whom a littell befoze, Commo⸗ 
dus had put vnto death. Petronius, 
in the time of Laracaffa the emperour, 
was ſalſo put vnto death by a like oc⸗ 
caſion. And to ſpeake of mine owne 
experience, by the ſpace of. xl. peres, 
fo longe J continued in keapyng of 
bulbandzie in the countrep of Hmbris 
a, hautng therin much delectacton, N 
founde the rufticall people my neigh⸗ 
bours prompte to tniuries, murmuz2 
tyng at Juſtice, grutchyng at la⸗ 
bours,defirouſe of pleaſures, ingrate 
againſt benefites:.. At the firſt J was 
with theim familiar and homely, 
than founde © theim alwale „ 
9 au 
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and ſturdy. Than againſt mine owne 
nature I chaunged my copie, and be 
came towarde theim moe ſtraunge 
in countenaunce, moze rare in ſpea⸗ 
kyng, moꝛe ſelde in pardonyng, moꝛe 
quicke in reuengeyng, ſuche iniuries 
as they willingly did me. Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer d was mo:e frequent in com? 
maundyng my libertines, and wolde 
my ſelte ſee theim to doe fruely their 
ſerupces, nothyng omittyng 2: than 
had Ja liftell and ſeldome anle occas 
ſion to be offended with . There was 
none tnturies offced mel of my neigh- 
bours, which beholding me ſo ſharpe 
to my libettines, and ſo rigo2oule 
in tuſtice, feared to diſpleaſe me. 
My libertines fo:gettyng all pleas 
ſures, ſtudied with labour and dili⸗ 
gence to gette ſome pꝛaiſe ot me. 
Than conſidered J well, that good 
dettours oftenttmes ſpared, become 
ill paiers, mali iniurtes oftentymes 
pardoned, maketh of netghboures

J the 
ſuggeſſion be found falſe and malict⸗ 
ouſe, than Hhali-your mateſtee do like 
à vertuous gouecnour, and father of 
the countrey,if by your excelltt wiſe⸗ 
dome and rule of iuſtice pe pꝛouide, 
that the falſe accuſers, + their abbet⸗ 
A tours, 
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tours mate be lo puniſhed, that they 
and other perſons of lyke tnclina cion, 
mate be afeardeto abuſe your clemen⸗ 
cte and moſt gentyll nature, And now 
bath pour mateſtee bearde all mine 
opinion. 

¶ Tobis ſentence contented the empe⸗ 
rour, who therfoze commended the 
ſubſtauctall wiſedome and compen- 
diouſe eloquence of the olde n odera⸗ 
tus. And acco2dypng ther vnto was Ge⸗ 
minus ſent fo2 by an officer, and ſoone 
after a letter was ſent to Cripßontus, 
accoꝛdyug to the minute bekoꝛe reher⸗ 
ſed: which was deltuered to the Pꝛe⸗ 
to2 incontinent vpon the departyng of 
Bemmus ; 


C The wonderfull pꝛudente and equitce 
chewed by Alexander the emperour, in 
the determination and ſentence in: 

the matter N Ca. xxxix 


2 the commingdof Ge minus to 
Rome, he was kooꝛthwithcö⸗ 
mitted vnto Lafefins the Sena⸗ 
cour to be ſecretly kept, with comfozt 
geuen vnto him, that it ſuche 3 
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as he was accuſed of, coulde not bee 
pꝛoued by witnelle oz matter ſufficts 


ent. bis accuſacion ſhould bee to dym 


an happie diſpleaſure. 

C In the meane tyme Criphonius the 
Pꝛetoꝛ, when he had radde the empe⸗ 
tours letters, fearing his rigoꝛous iu 
ſtice to rulers and Judges cozrupted 
oꝛ negligent, he fozthwith ſent vnta 
tbe moſte honeſt inhabitauntes, not 
beeyng genttlmen , which dwelled in 
townes and villages next adiopupug 
to the habitacion of Semiuns: whom 


not bepng pet ware ok the departyng 


of Geminus, noꝛ foz what cauſe they 
were lent foꝛ, the Pꝛetoꝛ callyng vn⸗ 
to him one of them after another, ſe⸗ 
uerallie examined them, what they 
knewe oz ſuppoſed of Marcus Bemis 
nus, in what codicion he vled him (elf: 
firſt concernyng bis faith to thempe⸗ 
tour Senate and people of Kome:alſo 
in Juſtice and equitee fouchyng his 
neighbours: mozeoner krugalitee and 
temperaunce in his owne familte: ft- 
nallie in oppꝛeſſion and crueltee to 
bis tenauntes and libertines. Ads 
dyng thervnto , that the Emperours 
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mateſtee was inkoꝛmed, that Geminns 
in all the ſated potuctes was greuous 
lie noted, whiche beyng ſufficiently 
pꝛoued againſt hym, his puniſhement 
ſhould be to all other men a dzcadful 
exaumple, wherby poo:e men ſhould 
a tter warde liue in the mote ſuretee, 
and out of the danger of cruell affes 
ctions. Euerp one that was exami⸗ 
ned aparte, freelp without alteracts 
on of woꝛdes affirmed, that Geminus 
was a man of great honeſtee, e that 
thei did neuer (aſpect his faith of als 
tegtance, although he tepaired ſome⸗ 
tyme to Oninina, whan he ſofourned 
nigh to him, whiche he ſcemed rather 
to dooe fo: the honouryng of Onining 
diguitee, than fo2 any ſpectal afﬀectiz 
on that he had toward hym, conſides 
ryug that they were moſte vnlike of 
condicions. Foz Oninius was pꝛoude, 
ambiciouſe, and pꝛodigall: Geminus 
was gentill, moderate in liuyng, and 
temperate in ſpendyng . The other 
was almoſt ignoꝛant of letters, deli⸗ 
tyng in riotte and lecherie: this man 
well learned, aud hauyng his pꝛinci⸗ 
pall pleaſure in readyng oz „ 
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So diuerſe condictons coulde neuer 
toygne hertes in a feruent affection 
By o2eouer they could neuer percetue, 
that gSeminns at any tyme pꝛeiſed g3- 
ninius, otherwiſe than is the generall 
pꝛeiſe geuen to men in auctozitee, cal⸗ 
Iyng bym honourable, 
C Loncerning tuftice and equitee, the 


laid that therein be was euer kounde 


notablie erneſt, in ſo muche as by ke 
pyng his pꝛomiſe and touche, be ſu⸗ 
ſteined oftenttmes no littell detrimkt. 
C Aiſo he remitted oktẽtimes a good 
parte ot his duitie, whiche the lawes 
gaue hym : ſometyme of gentilneſſe, 
lomtime meued with the perſons nes 
ceiree » The meaſurable fare and 
good oꝛder of his familte, was to all 
His neighbours an excellent paterne. 
To his tenantes and libertines at his 
firſt compng he was of muche atka⸗ 
bilitee, but after he percetued by the 
aunciente tables and monumentes 
beelongyng vnto his patrimonte, 
that bis libertines bad withdꝛa⸗ 
wen ſome parte of their leruices, and 
crafeily entrelated his dominical lan 
des with their ſeruile poſſeſſions, he 
0 P it tirũ 
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firſt allaied to perſwade theim fo res 
ſtozꝛe bnto him his enheritaunce, oſte⸗ 
ryng to remitte vnto the their wꝛong 
full intruſions, with all the pzofites 

wbiche they bad therot recetued, if 
they would willinglp departe from 
that, whiche by iuſtice thep mougbte 
not kepe from htm:bur thet littell re⸗ 
gardpng his boneſt requeſt, obſtinate⸗ 
Ip dented to leaue the polleſſion of 
thoſe landes, whiche thet had (s long 
occupied: and became in all their ac⸗ 
tes toward him ſturdie and malapere 
wherwith beeyng diſpleaſantly mee⸗ 
ued, he with his houſholde ſeruantes 
and frendes expelled theim from the 
polleliion of ſuche landes as they 
w2ongkullte occupied: wherwith they 
beepng exaſperate, and deſirous to be 
reuenged ( ſuppoſyng that if thei com⸗ 
plained to the Pꝛetoꝛ, the trueth ſhoꝛt 
Ip apperpng vnto him, thei ſhould no⸗ 
thyng pꝛeuaile, but be foꝛ euer exclu⸗ 
ded kr their vniuſte occupacion) thet 
conſpiryng together wente vnto two 
gentilmen dwellyng hereby, the one 
called Duiffins , the other Cotta, who 
alwate had enuie at Marcus Geminus 
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and mought not ſuſtein his commens 
dacion, but vſed to ſpeake repꝛoche⸗ 
tullie of him. Whan thet bad hearde 
what the libertines purpoſed, theier 
cedingly reiopced therat, and gaue to 
theim not onely comfort in their pꝛo⸗ 
cedpnges, but aiſo ſummes of moneie 
towarde their charges, with ſecrete 
letters vnto their kriendes and ac ⸗ 
quaintaunce in the citeeof Nome, de⸗ 
ſiryng theim to alliſt and ſolicite the 
cauſe of the libertines. 
C Thei ſated moꝛeouer, that there re⸗ 
mained pet in the towne of Seminus, 
as well libertines as men free of con⸗ 
dicion, bis tenauntes, whiche beeyng 
ok a moꝛe honeſt nature, and perſwa⸗ 
ded at the firſt with the vnreaſonablt 
requeſt of their lozde, woulde by no 
meanes conſent vnto the confpiracte, 
notwithſtandyng that thei wer thers 
vnto pꝛeaſed, as well by the ſaid gets 
tilmen as by the libertines. Whiche 
perſons they thought expedient to be 
alſo examined. That herpug the Pꝛe⸗ 
toꝛ, cdᷣmendyng their truetb and mo2 
fox ths - CE — — 
03 that time, commaundyng 
Y ii depe 


MACE Or 
kepe all tbyng ſecrete:and (mmedſats 
Ip be lent fo2 the Cated reſtdue of the 
tenauntes and libertines of Marcus 
© Geminus : Who beepng likewiſe exa⸗ 
mined:in all and eucry thyng agreed 
with the firſt witnelles. 

CT Than Tripbonins iucontinent cans 
Ced hoꝛſes to be pꝛouided, and thoſe 
perſons without any lenger abode, to 
be couueighed to Rome with bis let- 
ters vnto the Emperour, conteignyng 
the true repoꝛt of the ſaied examina⸗ 
tions: whiche letters the Emperour 
readpng hym ſelf, commaunded that 
thole men, whiche were come to the 
citee,ſhould be foo2thwith bought ta 
bis pꝛeſence, in moſt ſecrete wiſe, whi⸗ 
cbe was perfourmed. 

¶ Than themperour callyng fo hym 
Hlpianna, Latekins, Danfus , and Sabi 
nua, who at that time were in the pas 
Jaice, be commaunded the ſated pers 
Cones to be b2zought fooꝛth, and hym 
 Celfe demaundyng like queſtions of 
theim, as Triphonius Had dooen , but 
in an other oꝛder and facton, be fofide 
their wooꝛdes in euery condicion like 
as thei had depoſed, caurng tag 1555 
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therevnto added, that the coplainers 
betoꝛe their departing, and after that 
they were come crõ Driffine and Cot⸗ 
ta, had impoꝛtunatelp deſired theſe 
men to goe with theim, ſaipng: that 
they nothyng doubted , but that Ge⸗ 
minus af the leaft ſhould loſe his head: 
and that they foꝛ their fraucls ſhould 
baue his goodes, 02 à good part ther⸗ 
ot deuided among thẽ: and that Duik⸗ 
fins and Cotta truſted to baue his lan⸗ 
des by gitte oz by purchaſe. That be⸗ 
ring the emperour:with viſage intla⸗ 
med, e eyes ſparkelpng as fyꝛe, bꝛaſt 
out in theſe wooꝛdes folowpng. 
CO villain nature beſttall and mon⸗ 
ſtruouſe. O cruell enuie foule and 
maliciouſe, the one neuer vanquiſhed 
with gentiinelle, the other neuer cons 
tenced with vertue and ſobꝛeneſſe. 
Howe often haue wiſe men been hy 
ſuche falſchode deluded, Emperours, 
kynges, and other Potentates b 
ſuche lerpentes abuſed, iuſtice oppꝛel⸗ 
ſed, mertie cklaund ered, good people 
deſtroted, falſe harlottes aduauuced2 
Bod fo2bidde that J ſhoalde line 
empetour ot Rome, ił J would not ſee 
8 5 liii 108 
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this eto2mitee puniſhed , wherby all 
publike weales male be ſhoztly ſub⸗ 


uerted. Foz where Oꝛder faileth, obe⸗ 


dience decateth, boldneſſe increaſeth, 
deceit eſcapeth, intury pzcuatleth, az 
uarice coꝛrupteth, the fate of a weale 
publike ſone after periſheth. Whan 
be had ſaied thus: be commendyng 
the truth and ſinceritee of them, whiz 
che had ſpoken, commanded that thei 
Mtoulde remaine ſtili in his palaice in 
a place ſecret, vntill it were his plea⸗ 
Care fo: to call fo: theim . Than cau⸗ 
ſed he tobe publiſhed thꝛoughout the 
£ltee,that Marcus Beminns was like⸗ 
ip ſchoꝛʒtelp to be condemned. Which 
bepng comen to the eares of his accu⸗ 
ſers, they repleniſhed with tote, ro⸗ 
med about the citee, imbꝛacyng their 
friendes and confederates, with muz 
Luall congratulacions, makyng ban- 
kettes one to an other, fo: ercedyng 
tote fo:gettyng to Nepe , but palled 
£o02th- the utghtes in dꝛinkyng and 
ſinging, and deuiſyng tourmentes foz 
Marcus Beminus. Of all this herde 
the emperour, who diſſembled his ans 
Fre, albeit he had no lefle ap 
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in pꝛouidpng the meanes howe their 
miſchtefe and falſhode mought be in 
ſache wyle coꝛrected, as good men 
mought be free from ſuche perilles, 
and the eraumple mought vtterite 
dzowne the maltce of wꝛetches. 
As ſoone as Dviffius and Cotta, had 
hearde of the bꝛute of the condemna⸗ 
cion of Geminns , with all ſpede they 
bothe came vnto Rome, bꝛyngpng 
with theim great p2eſentes to geue 
vnto ſuche as were nigh about the 
emperour, ta the intent that they by 
their meanes mought attaine to the 
polleſſions of Seminus. But theſe 
noble men, vnto whom they offered 
to gene the ſated p:eſentes , refuſed 
to take theim, fearynge the empe⸗ 
rours keueritee. Is ſoone as the em⸗ 
perour had hearde of the comyng 
of Duilkius and Cotta, he ſente foꝛ 
them, and in the p:eſence of diners 
Senatours, atter he had taken theim 
by the handes, with a familiar couns 
tenaunce, be dyſſembled to theim, 
that hewas muche greued with the 
- 'viikyndeneſſe of Seminns, towarde 
his perfons , and alſo his a 
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and iniuries tawarde his libertines 
and tenantes. With that Puiffine and 
Cotta beepng muche com foꝛted tows 
arde their purpole, to aggrauate the 
complaiutes againſt Geminns, and 
ſemyng to doe well, diſp2eiſed the ri⸗ 
goꝛous tpꝛannie of Beminno, and com 
mended the ſimplicitee of his liber⸗ 
tines, ſaiyng, that thei woulde not ſo 
ſoone haue complained on Beminns, it 
thei had not ben by them vedementir 
ſtirred and pꝛouoked therts. 

C After that the emperour had ben a 
while in a ſtudie, as it were to ſate 
ſome thynge agatuſt Geminus, at the 
laſt with a familiar viſage, be ſapbe 
vnto theym: ve haue knowen, in hom 
muche deteſtacion J baue aiway bad 
the oppꝛeſſion of innacentes, the tnius 
ries dogen with extreme malice and 
violence: And pet not withſtandyng 
the ſharpe coꝛrecttons, whiche haue 
been executed agayuſte ſuche male - 
factours, as well by auticient lawes 
of this citee as by our owne decrees 
and oꝛdinannces, pet as it ſeemeth. 
that peſtilence in the weale publik 
cealleth uot. WOheretoze we ove 
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woulde, that ſome new and ſtraunge 
coꝛrection were deutſed foz Geminus , 

whiche ould be (ache as to all men 
pf euery degree, mought be the moſt 
fearefull example to offende in lite 
condicion. And as touchyng the of- 
fence towarde me, IJ ſhall holde me 
content with the iudgement, whiche 
the lawes haue pꝛouided. And moꝛe 
ouer to the intent that men ſhall per⸗ 
ceiue, howe muche we fauour theim 
that dooe ſuppoꝛt treme men againſt 
tyꝛannes. J wold that ſome rewarde 
were allo deuiſed foz ſuche ſuppoꝛ⸗ 
ters, equall and conuent#f vnto they? 
merites. And herein will we kyꝛſte 
here pour ſentences, fo: as muche as 
pe dooe ſeme to be men ot zeale, And 
are repoꝛted to be wiſe men and poli⸗ 
tike about your aſfaires. Wherfoze 
we intende to haue of pou better ac- 
quaintaunce, that the publine weale 
by pot mate be amended. Theſe woꝛ⸗ 
des of the emperour Duiffius and Cot⸗ 
ta toke to be all foz their benefite, and 
thinkyng that thei had good ops2tus 
nitee offred tbeim to acheue their de⸗ 
ſire, thinkpng that the moe ſharpe 
and vehement puniſhement they did 
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deniſe fo2 Marcus Geminus, the better 
it ſhoulde content the minde of the 
C Firſt Duiklina, koꝛgetting hym ſelfe, 
with face all inflamed with malice, 
declared his ſentence in this wiſe . 

C Foꝛaſmuche as the emperour had 
referred the offence committed a - 
gainſt his mateſtee, to the iudgement 
ofthe lawes ctutle, (albeit that ſuche 
puniſchement were tnſaufficient fo; 
ſuch a traitout as Seminus was) con- 
cernyng his oppzeſſton of innocentes, 
bis coꝛrection mought bee no laſſe, 
than that he beyng all naked,fhoulde 
by his libertines be firſt of all whips 
ped th2oughout the citee of Rome, 
with whippes full of ruelles, called 


Scozpions, and afterwarde his noſe 


and eares beyng cutte ot, ſo with re⸗ 
p2oches to be conueighed vnto the 
towneof his habitacton, and there to 
be eftfones whipped by all his liber⸗ 
tines:and from thens to be caried in⸗ 
to the Jles called Hebaides, and nes 
uer to retourue into Italie. His chil⸗ 
derne alſo to be baniſhed fo2 euer out 
ot that territoꝛrx: Keſtſeucton alſo — 
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de made to the libertines of all that 
which was berett theim. Us concer⸗ 
nyng the relidue, they whiche were 
atcuſers of traitours and ſuppoꝛters 
of the ſame accuſers, chould haue di⸗ 
uided amonge theim , the one halte 
deale of their goodes and poſſeſſions: 
ſo that the one halte therof ſhoulde 
be to the accuſers, the other balte to 
the Cappozters of theim, the other 
balfe deale of the whole ſhuld be con 
fiſcate to the emperours treaſure. 
Cotta agreed in euerp thyng with Du⸗ 
iklius, lauyng the de foꝛmyng al Semi⸗ 
nus, and bauiſhment of his childerne, 
ſatyng,that theriu was to great a vi⸗ 
ſage of crueltee. In the diſpoſicion of 
the gooddes and poſleſſions, he added 
vnto the ſentence of Duilkins, that if 
the accuſer oꝛ ſuppoꝛter were a bond⸗ 
man 92 libertine, he ſhoulde haue no 
part ofthe poſſeſſions , but onely the 
fourch part of the moueables: iu the 
reſidue he agreed with Duiffine, 

C Wyhan they bad ſpoken, the empe⸗ 
tour and other that were with hym, 
ſeemed-fro comende their zelous affe- 


ion 
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ſton by the lacke of time, and that his 
ſupper, abode than foꝛ hym, did ae⸗ 
part grom them, ſaiyng that he wold 
a duiſe hym on their wile counſatles , 
and licenced theim to departe with a 
familtat becke. Who bepng retours 
ned to their lodgeynges, and kendyng 
fo the libettines and other of their 
acquaintance: after that thet had de⸗ 
clared what thet had ſpokt, and how 
ntgh the confuſton of Geminns did ap⸗ 
pꝛo che, and what truſt thet had to en⸗ 
ioie his goodes and poſſeſſions: there 
was made amonge theim tote with⸗ 
out meaſure, with reuelle and ban- 
kettyng, ſo that the repoꝛt thereot 
came to the eares ot the emperour, 
and of all the Senate, whiche remat⸗ 
ned in a great erpectacton of the em- 
perours tudgement. 
C Aftermwarde the emperour com⸗ 
maunded his place of aſtate to bee 
made ready in the Theatre of Pom⸗ 
pet, that the people of Rome ſhoulde 
be Commoned to be ready there the 
thyꝛde date folowpng : whiche was 
accopliſbed . And themperour beyng 
ſet with his noble counſailours 1 — 
"ions 
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dfm,becommanded,chat as well the 
lidertines, as Dulfins and Cotta ſhuld 
P2eparethem to the accuſacion ot Ge⸗ 
minus, who came into the place, bꝛin⸗ 
gyng with theim one Rufifins Lupus, 
a ſubtili Uyetotictan, to be their ad⸗ 
uocate. But Geminus onely truſtyng 
on his owne conſcience, refuſed to 
baue anp other patrone, than the true 
erammarcrton and iaſtice ot the empe⸗ 
Cour and other whtche were his iud⸗ 
ges. And the emperour was therwith 
right well contẽted, confideryng that 
the time of the tontrouerſie ſhsuld be 
made therby the ſho2ter « | 
¶ Firſt Lupus began his ozacfon with 
a great pꝛeiſe of the emperours vers 
tues, whiche cheemperout in no wile 
ſatetnyng,but bepug therwith offen- 
ded, tnterpelled Lupus, and comman⸗ 
ded hym to enter inte his narracion, 
and to declare immedtatelp the tate 
of the mattier conteigned in the com⸗ 
plamte of the libertines. Than 
Lupus beepng partely abaſſhed, foz 
as muche as his beginnyng was ra 
make the emperour and herers bene⸗ 
nolent towarde the 122 
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make the cauſe agapuſte Seminus 

ſeeme moꝛe greuous, he coldly entred 
into the matter, and generally obie⸗ 
cted againſt Martus Seminus bis fa⸗ 
miliar reſozte vnto Oninius Camiklue, 
beefoze that he was detected of trea⸗ 
Con. And thervnto bzought in fo: wits 
neſſes Duillius and Cotta, whom be 
called men of great woꝛſhip: Geminus 
ſpeakyng yet nothyng, noꝛ chaunge- 
png bis countenaunce: Duilfins. and 


Cotta, by to muche malice and coues 


tile, fozgettyng theim ſelfes , pzeaſed 
fos2th and ſaied, that thei had otten⸗ 
times ſeen Seminus, not onely at ſup⸗ 
per with Oninins in the tyme of bis 
conſpiracie, but alſo talkyng famts 
| Itarelp and ſecretelie with hym. 
C Therwith the Emperour takyng 
occaſion, demaunded of theim, what 
it was that Geminus ſpake to Aniniz 
ns + They ſaied, they wiſt not, foꝛ they 
ſtode farre from theim, and moughte 
not here theim. The Emperour de⸗ 
maunded, it they did ſee wban Ge⸗ 
minus came and departed. They aun⸗ 
Cwered, that foꝛ the mo2e partt they 
came befoze bym, and abode long — 
ter 
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ter him. e aſked mo2eouner, in what 
fourine Geminus departed from Oni⸗ 
mus. Thep ſaide, fo: the moꝛe parte 
with no pleaſaunt countenance of the 
one oꝛ the other. The Emperour aſs 
ked, if Geminus were deſired by Oni⸗ 
"ins to come: 02 if he came to him vn⸗ 
ſent foꝛ . Thei ſaide, thet coulde not 
remember, but that Oninius ſente al⸗ 
wate a ſeruaunt foz BGeminus The 
Empetour demaunded, tf he did likes 
wile with them. Thet auntwered, no. 
The Emperour tmmedtately ſent foz 
Oninius, who bepng reconſiled fo the 
Emperour, was than in the Senate, 
and fo? Larniſius his ſeruaunte, who 
had detected his treaſon: and in the 
meane time themperour tourned him 
vnto Geminus and laid, that it he wet 
the manue that he ſhewed to bee, be 
woulde laſſe eſteeme death than the 
loſſe of his credence, and that foꝛ his 
parte he moꝛe eſteemed the confeſſion 
of trueth, than the auengeyng of his 
diſpleaſure. 
C Wherefore he charged him vpon 
the fattheof an honeſt manne, to tell 
platnely , whereof was the commus 
2 nicacie 
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nicacion betweene him and Oninine; 
Geminus aunſwered , that the firſt ac⸗ 
ceſſe that be had to him was volun⸗ 
tarie and vnſente foz, onelp to ſalute 
bim, becauſe he was a Senatour, and 
in great eſtimacton, not knowpng any 
thpug of bis traiterous aſkection: 
But perceiuyng his qualitees, and 
naturail appetitee not to be agreable 
to his opinion and ſtudie, he ceaſſed 
to come, vntill he was deſired of Sni⸗ 
nius: whiche as he aftcr perceiued , 
was fo: his incommoditte. Foz Oni⸗ 
nius deſtred of him a mancion place, 
whiche he had ioignyng to the gar⸗ 
deins ok Nero: from the whiche he 
would in no wile depart. All be it of⸗ 
ten and ſundzte times Onimus ſent foz 
him, and as well by offeryng greate 
ſCummes of money and frendſhip, as 
Cometime by menaces, he aſlated to 
gette of him the bouſe, but laſte of all 
be thꝛetned him, that hauing al thing 
at commaundemente, as he doubted 
not but that he ſhould ſee it come to 
palle ſho2tly, he would leaue him nei⸗ 
ther houle noꝛ lite. 

7 * the Woche woozdes m_— 
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nua laide, that he was aſtonied, 
and ſo departed with his diſpleas 
ſure, But pet not thinking, that 
Oniniua , intended any conſpiracie, 
coaſiderypng that he was alted vnz 
to the Emperoute, and was by 
bim aduaunced vnto gteate titz 
cheſſe. 

C Thus cealſed Seminus to ſpeake a⸗ 
ny moꝛe. Aud by that time Carmkius, 
was comen, who beeping demaun⸗ 
ded, what acquaintaunce he had 
knowen to bee betwene Oninius and 
zÞarcus Seminus ; he aunſwered, that 
be knewe none acquayntaunce bee⸗ 
twene thepm, but that oktentimes he 
had herde Sninius his maiſter ſaie to 
his ſecrete rendes, after that he had 
a longe tyme talked with Geminus, 
that he was a ſturdie and obſtinate 


perſone, and woulde not confourme 


im to his requeſtes, conterapng a 
vbouſe, which ve had nigh to the citee, 
wherkoꝛe if he mought bꝛing his pur⸗ 
poſes to paſſe he would leaue him ne⸗ 
ther houſe noꝛ head on his ſhoulders. 
The Emperour dem aunded, if Se- 
minus were any of theym that Oninins

counſatled with concernyng his eon⸗ 
ſpiracie. Therat ſmiled Carnilins and 
Cated, that O ninins euer had him in 
ſo muche reput action: toꝛ he neuer eſte⸗ 
med htm to dee moſte vnapte to ante 
ſuche pꝛac tiſe. 
¶ Than came in Ouinius, and the em- 
perour commaunding him, ſate doune 
by hym. And themperour aſked him, 
it be knewe m arms Geminns. And he 
fearyng, that he had complapned cf 
dim, bluſſhed, and laid, that he could 
neuer find kiudneſſe in him, and that 
bis nature was ouerthwarte and al⸗ 
Wale againſt his deſires . Wbertoꝛe 
be delired the Emperour not to geue 
to muche credence vuto hym in ſuche 
thinges as he complained ot him, os 
ther thanifouchyng the requeſt made 
fo: his bonſe in the citee, whiche he 
confeſſed to haue deſired impoꝛtunat⸗ 
lie, and koꝛ that cauſe onely had often 
times couuented him whan he repai⸗ 
red into that countrete. The Empe⸗ 
rour with that aunſwere was well 
tontented, and demaunded, ik he had 
any better opinion of Duiffius and Cot⸗ 
ta. He laied, that thet were ok 5 - 
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ther coꝛte, and moꝛe confo2mable vn⸗ 
to his appetite. Thereat the Em⸗ 
perour laughed in his bert (as he af- 
ter declared vnto his famtliers) mars 
king the folte as well of Duiffiue and 
Cott a, as of O ninius Lamikkus, whiche 
vnawares had diſcloſed thepꝛ ſecrete 
affections, and declared the innocen⸗ 
cle of areus Beminne . And licens 
ting Oninins to retourne fo the Sts 
nate, he commaunded Lupus to re- 
ſoꝛte to the reſidue of the accuſacton 
of Geminus: who partely beepug diſ⸗ 
couraged, with a weake eloquence 
alleged the iniurie and cruell op⸗ 
p:eſſion of Geminus, extended vnto his 
tenauntes, takpng from theym their 
auncient poſſeſſions, and anneryng 
theim to his dominicall landes. 
C Therewith Geminus beyng ſome⸗ 
what meued, plainelp denied, that it 
was their aunctent poſTeſſtons , but 
affirmed that it were his pꝛoper do⸗ 
minicall landes, whiche betwene the 
death ot his vnkle and his entrie,thes 
had vntuſtely vſurped and falſely 
£onceled, 

C. Wheretoze not onely he by the 
Z Ill lawe

fawe moughte iuſtlie erpulſe thepm 
krom that, whtche thei vniefully oc- 
cupted, but alſo by they? ingraticude 
thet had kfoꝛfeited their manumiſli⸗ 
ons, and conſequently the landes ge- 
uen to them bp his aunceſters ot good 
right ought to reſoziceftſoncs to his 
poſſeſſids. This hering the emperour, 
be demaunded of the complatnantes, 
of what cate and condicion thei wer; 
Thbei all confeſſed to be the livertts 
nes of Marcus Geminna, and that ſu⸗ 
che landes as thei had, were ſerutle, 
as fo; the whiche thei were bounden 
to certain obſerua unces. But thep 
plainelie denied, that thet had fo2- 
faited ante thyng, and with great er- 
clamactons, and oute of 02der cried 
out on Beminus, . 
¶ Tbau commaunded the emperour, 
that the genfilmen and reſidue of the 
libertines and tenauntes, ſent by Zri- 
phonius, ſhould be bꝛought in, wha bes 
png in like wiſe examined declared o⸗ 
penlte the ſtealing of Beminus domi⸗ 
nicall laudes, by the ſaide libertines, 
whiche were accuſers, the contura- 
on of theim to the deſtruction of Ge⸗ 

minus,

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minus, their pꝛiuie ſolititacion of 04 
ther, the malicious ſuppoꝛtyng of 
Duikfins and Cotta, with their ſecrete 
confederacies, and all other thinges 
as betoꝛe thep had ſhewed to the m⸗ 
perour at home in his paiatce:whiche 
aſwell the accuſers as Duiffine and 
Lotta, herpuge diſcloſed contrarie to 
their erpectacions, they all were con⸗ 
founded, and in their amaſe d counte⸗ 
naune ſodein and ſcilente, ſeemed to 
the emperour, and all that were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, to conteſſe their vntruth and mas 
lice, And therwith Cotta, fearpng the 
emperours ſeueritee: fell on his knees 
and beſought themperour to pardone 
him, and likewite deſired gSeminus, to 
fo2geue him his malice, confeſſing all 
tobetrue, which was now ſpoken on 
his behalf. Derwith themperoꝛ was 
feruently ſtirred with diſpleaſure to⸗ 
warde the accuſers : after that He 
bad ſpoken with the reſtdue of the 
iudges, he gaue ſentence in this wiſe, 
CFo: as muche as tt appeareth vnto 
vs, that thou Marcus Beminne arte 
innocente of that treaſon, whiche 
thy cruell libertines, with the ſuppoꝛ⸗

tte accuſed the of, we declare the to be 
a true gentilman, lotall to the weale 
publike and mateſtee imperiall: and 
Denounce vnto all men, that none bee 
ſo hardie to tenewe this ſuſpicion, 
wherof thou art purged : And fo thy 
pactence, wiſedome, and temperance 
we deeme the woꝛthie to be admitted 
into the colledge of Senatours. 
C Than themperonr tourning him 
fo the libertines, ſatd: Ve villaine ge⸗ 
neracion, full of peſtiferous malice, 
rude and moſte beſtiall of nature,

roſes and other ſwere floures. The 
next daie was the emperours tudges 
ment putte tnerecucion, and Beminus 
admitted tu to the Senate.

teth in this wiſe : He beeyng ſucbe an 
emperour in his houſe aud abꝛode, he 
enterpꝛiſed the iournep of Parthia, 
whervuto he prepared all thyngcs, 
with luche dilcipline and reucrence 
aboute his owne perſone , that it 
mought bee ſated , that Senatours 
wente, and not ſoutdicurs +» Where 
ſo euer the hoſte was, the chiete capi⸗ 
tames were circuinſpecte, the capi⸗ 
taines honeſte, the ſouldiours belo⸗ 
ned. And therkoꝛe the inhabitauntes 
ot countrets receiued hym as god.
